VOTE THE COLONEL SANE 


VETERAN GEORGE HILTON FINDS 
LONG-LOST COMRADES ON A JURY. 


Blind Soldier, on Trial a Third Time 
for His Reason, Tells of His Sa- 
lute to Grant and His Sunstroke— 
Is Discovered by a2 Man Who 
Served Under Him at Vicksburg 
and by an Old Civilian Companion— 
Joy in Judge Donnelly’s Court. 


Old, blind, and forsaken, a man sat in 
the County Court yesterday and begged for 
his rights. In order to secure a portion 
of the pension the government had given 
him for sacrificing his sight in its defense 
lis relatives had caused him to be declared 
insane and incarcerated in the insane ward 
of a soldiers’ home. 

But justice came to Colonel George Hil- 
ton yesterday, and brought with it two 
old comrades of the blind soldier. The 
courtroom was the scene of the two strange 
reunions. In one case the men had been 
separated in the heat of hattle and had 
thought each other dead; in the other case 
it was a reunion of two old cronies who had 
drifted so far apart they had lost all trace 
of each other. The two strange meetings 
not only brought joy to the veteran for the 
finding of his friends, but was the means of 
restoring to him the rights he asked for. 

Colonel Hilton was led into Judge Donnel- 
ly’s court by a boy. Attorney John 8. Good- 
win, made a statement of the case. He 
said the veteran had been receiving a pen- 
sion of $72 a month. His wife, the lawyer 
declared, had, out of pure spite, caused him 
to be confined in an asylum for the insane, 
and then had succeeded in having the pen- 
sion stopped. But after a year the old man, 
through his friends, was released from the 
madhouse and his pension was restored. 


Small Dealers Awake to Find That the 
Centracts Have All Been 
Captared, 


Cleveland, O., May 22.—The fron men in 
Cleveland have just awakened to the fact 
that while the small furnace men and man- 
ufacturers have been bemoaning hard times 
Carnegie’s agents have corralled all the 
business in sight. It was stated today upon 
unimpeachable authority that Carnegie is 
prepared this year to consume 5,000,000 tons 
of iron ore, at least double the quantity he 
has ever used in one year. Practically all 
of this ore will be furnished by the Rocke- 
feller mining interest. 

Today an agent of Rockefeller chartered 
fifteen ore steamers for the entire season. 
Rockefeller already owned eighteen ore 
steamers and had control of four boats of 
the American Transportation company, 
and he intends to charter still others, as all 
these will be able to bring down only 2,000,- 
000 tons of ore this season. Practically all 
this ore will be unloaded at Conneaut, a 
small Ohio port, and from there be taken 
direct to Pittsburg by Carnegie’s new raiil- 
road, built for this purpose.

Veteran Tells of His Troubles. 


A 
jury of twelve good men and true was found, 
and Col. Hilton was put on the stand, and, 
with his sightless eyes staring straight be- 
fore him, told the story of his wrongs: He 
was describing how he received the injury 
that the doctors thought was the beginning 
of his blindness. 

‘Tt was at the siege of Vicksburg,”’ said 
the old soldier. ‘I was in command of 200 
men that day. I remember it well, for it 
was the Fourth of July. We were acting 
as skirmishers. My men were spread out 
slong a road for almost half a mile, when an 
orderly galloped up and said Gen. Grant and 
his staff were approaching. He told me to 
assemble my company and salute the Gen- 
eral. I gave the command, my men hastily 
rallied on a hill, and we saluted as the Gen- 
eral and his staff hurried past. The day was 
frightfully hot, and just as I lowered my 
sword after presenting I was sunstruck and 
was carried to the rear.’’ 


Juror Who Was There. 


One of the jurors had risen to his feet 
while this story was being told. ‘‘ Colonel 
Hilton,” he said, ‘‘ this was on that road 
which ran over a high hill, which was hot- 
ter than a bake oven, wasn't it?’’ 

‘Yes,’ replied the veteran, ‘‘ but how do 
you know?”

SILVER BULLIQN RALLIES SOMEWHAT. 


Recovers from Depression, but Its 
Steady Decline Is Causing Con- 
siderable Attention Abroad. 


New York, May 22.—({Special.]—Silver 
bullion rallied today from yesterday’s de- 
pression, when it sold at 60 cents per ounce, 
the lowest point it has ever touched. except 
for a short period in 1804, when it sold at 58 
cents per ounce. Later in the day it rallied 
to 604%, and today sold upto 6l%cencs. This 
rally is believed to be only temporary, @ue 
to the exporting of 530,000 ounces on the 
steamer Campania to BPurope today. 

The steady decline is creating considerable 
attention abroad. Paris has been fairly 
flooded with South American dollars, which 
have been sold on this side as low as 2 
francs 22 centimes for the dollar. ‘The price 
of silver in the Indian WAgaars has fullen to 
76 rupees, the lowest rice on record. The 
exchange between London and Shanchai has 
also fallen to almost the lowest, and even 
at the low rate China does not absorb a 
large quantity of silver.

The women and 
children were drenched when we landed 
them in the small boats. There was a strong 
wind, and it was difficult, but our crew and 
the sailors from the warships worked like 
Trojans from the shore and back again. 
There were about thirty women with babies 
in their arms among the fugitives. The 
poor babies wailed and the mothers groaned. 


'. There were a lot of little girls, however, 


who sat quietly, not understanding what 
was the matter. 

The refugees generally seemed dazed, the 
old women particularly. Uprooted from the 


spot where they had lived so long they 


kept their red eyes turned toward the shore 
as they sat on their rough bundles of clothes 
and blankets. Among the property we car- 
ried away was a goat and a calf, both pro- 
testing loudly. Our deck looked like an 
emigrant quarter of an Atlantic liner, except 
for the sick soldiers. The steamer then went 
to St. Marina and landed the hospital stores. 
Returning for Bread. 
~ LAleutenant-Colonel Caracolas came aboard 
there, much disturbed because some bread 
had been left at St. Alida. ~He was at the 
head of the commissary department of Smo- 
lentz’s division. He asked us if we would 
try to get the bread. We agreed, and found 
another schooner. We told the Captain we 
were going to take him to St. Alida, and he 
flatly refused to go. There was no time for 
argument. Our extra bluejackets, seven 
in number, promptly stormed the schooner 
‘and took it by assault. I guess the Captain 
of the sctrooner is talking of the outrage yet. 
The bluejackets got us a hawser, raised the 
anchor, and we towed the protesting schoon- 
er back to St. Alida, the Captain on the bow, 
_gesticulating violently throughout the voy- 
age. Incidentally, we never found the 
bread. : 

St. Alida, now utterly deserted, was as 
dismal as a graveyard at midnight. 

We steamed back to St. Marina and found 
Dr. Belline, chief surgeon of the Greek army. 
He was worried about the safety of the hos- 
‘pital at St. Marina, but no orders had been 
issued for its removal. The obvious thing 
to do was to get orders from Thermopyle 
headquarters, and we carried the doctor 
acrogs the gulf. He got the orders promptly 
and we took him back to St. Marina and took 
aboard the wounded men and Red Cross 
nurses of the hospital. The last boat had 
left the shore when a soldier came and said 
something to the interpreter, who shoox his 
head negatively. The soldier turned quietly 
away. 

Act of Mercy. 
On board the steamer your correspondent 


- idly asked the interpreter what the soldier 


had said, and he answered that the soldier 
had asked for transportation to Chalkis on 
the ground that he was sick. The inter- 
preter thought the man was too well to go 
on a boat containing wounded men. 

We went ashore and after some trouble 
found the soldier. He was ill with fever, 
was shot through the calf of the leg, and his 
._ knees were raw from kneeling in the 
trenches. 

We added him to our list of wounded and 
then steamed away for Chalkis. 

There is more of this sort of thing in war 
than glory and heroic death, flags, banners, 
shouting, and victory.

SULTAN PLAYS A CUNNING GAME. 


Yields to Russia in Order to Excite 
the Jealousy of Other Euro- 
pean Nations.

trouble is now fairly entered upon its dip- 
lomatic bargaining stage, and the negotia- 


/tions are expected to last for some time. 


Many important differences have to be set- 
tled, and the Sultan of Turkey may be 
counted upon to drag the affair along as 
much as possible, with the view of bringing 
out the latent jealousies of the powers. His 
prompt compliance with the Czar’s request 
to arrange an armistice is not attributed en- 
tirely to his desire to please the Czar, but it 
is looked upon as a stroke of diplomacy in- 
tended to excite the resentment of some 
other power and thus weaken the concert. 

Thus far everything tends to show the 
powers remain in entire agreement on the 
question. A European conference is dis- 
cussed, but it is not thought likely to take 
place until the preliminaries of peace are 
arranged. Then the Ambassadors at Con- 
stantinople, with the delegates of Turkey 
and Greece, may meet to settle upon the 
treaty of peace. 

There is a strong feeling in favor of inter- 
national control of the Greek finances with- 
out which the payment of the indemnity 
to Turkey and the interest on the Greek 
debt is declared to be impossible. The 
Greeks insist that if an indemnity is im- 
posed upon them there will be a general 
collapse and serious internal trouble will 
occur. They estimate the damage done to 
Thessaly at,twenty-five million drachmas, 
and they say another ten million drachmas 
will be needed to supply the peasants with 
food and tools. Moreover, they add, the 
revenue will be greatly reduced owing, to 
the immense damage to cultivation through- 
out the country, due to the absence of 
thousands of workers. 

This year’s budget will probably leave a 
deficit of sixty million drachmas. The 
Greek statements, however, are now re- 
ceived with a certain skepticism. ~It is 
pointed out by the admissions of the Greeks 
themselves 70 per cent of the interest of the 
debt, which they have not paid, has been 
set aside in order to have money for the 
war, and that, consequently, Greece is cer- 
tainly in a position te continue paying 30 
per cent interest, and probably consider- 
ably more if her finances are placed under 
international control. 

Advices from the scenes of the recent 
fighting mention the possibility of a serious 
epidemic of disease when the heat increases, 
owing to the putrefying corpses and horses 
left rotting in every ditch. 

The popular feeling at Athens against the 
royal family of Greece does not diminish. 
The stories of the *‘ excessive prudence ’’ of 
Crown Prince Constantine at the front have 
done much to weaken the dynasty. 

The correspondent of the Eclair uf Paris 
at Athens says: 

‘* The people are intensely violent, utter- 
ances are heard against the royalties, and 
groups loudly discuss them in the streets. 
Upon the boat from St. Alida to Athens I 
jusulting 
verses against the King, and not one of the 
800 passengers, including officers, lifted a 
voice in defense of him,’’ 

The correspondent of the Eclair adds that 
an ex-Minister said to him: 

‘** We are all republicans: but we have not 
the men to found a republic, and the dynasty 
is profiting by the quarrels of the parties 
which are struggling against each other, not 
on the programs, but on questions of person- 
ality. The King, Queen, and Princesses are 
passing «a bad time. When visiting the hos- 
pitals the Princesses have been requested 
not to @hiter some of the wards, owing to the 
intense excitement of the wounded, and in 
other wards the King was greeted with mur- 
murs and often with insulting and sarcastic 
retorts to his questions. The Crown Prince is 
the most execrated. Even his friends admit 
he dare not enter Athens for many months.” 


HANOTAUX SAYS .TASK WILL BE SLOW, 


French Foreign Minister Believes, 
However, That the Counsels of 
the Powers Will Prevail. 


Paris, May 22.—The Chamber of Deputies 
was crowded today when M. Gautier inter- 
pellated the government on Eastern affairs. 
In doing so the Deputy expressed the hope 
that France would not permit Thessaly to 
be taken from Greece or permit a Euro- 
pean control of Greek finances. He also ex- 
pressed regret at the fact that German influ- 
ence at Constantinople had superseded 
French influence there. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs, M. Han- 
otaux, in reply, said he hoped that, in view 
of the accord of Europe, Turkey would 
renounce her pretensions, but he added al- 
though the task would be slow it was rea- 
sonable to believe that the counsels of the 
powers would ultimately prevail, [Cheers. } 

Advices received here today from Athens 
say that the Greek Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, M. Skouloudis, in conversation with 
several of the foreign envoys at Athens, de- 
clared Greece will not pay any indemnity to 
Turkey nor agree to a rectification of the 
frontier. 

M. Hanotaux dwelt upon the good results 
the concert of the powers had already ef- 
fected, and said: 

“We have now arrived at the foreseen 
moment when it has become necessary to 
use gnoderation in order that the voice of 
humanity should prevail. The. supreme 
object of the powers was to maintain general 
peace. Although they had been unable to 
prevent the war between Turkey and 
Greece they had succeeded in localizing it, 
and now, as is the duty of the concert, they 
are striving to soften the defeat of the van- 
quished. 

** Does any one seriously think that, in the 
conflicts of passions agitating the East, the 
intervention of any individual power would 
have been practical, judicious, or effective? 
Who will now venture to say that such an 
initiative would not have been the most rash 
of adventures? Who would have assumed 
such a resposibility? , 

** The basis of the mediation of the powers 
has already been submitted, and we Have no 
doubt that in view of their unanimity Tur- 
key will bow to the will of Europe, and re- 
nounce excessive claims. In any case, the 
governments of the powers are solicitous, 
above all, to maintain their agreement, and 
to spare no effort to attain this result. 

“The task which remains is complicated, 
will probably progress slowly, and may 
more than once be disturbed by a recurrent 
outbreak of passions and impulses. Diffii- 
culties beset every step. Nevertheless, we 
must hope the counsels of wisdom and rea- 
son will ultimately prevail. The powers are 
unanimous, the Balkan States have yielded 
to advice given on all sides, and the Sultan 
has harkened to the appeal addressed to him. 
These early indices ought to inspire confi- 
dence in the future, and we ask you to help 
in the task of the government, to which the 
concert is devoting its best energies, the 
work of concluding peace, which is so com- 
plex and delicate.”’ [Loud cheers. }

PURPOSE OF THE TURK. 


WILL INSIST ON HIS OWN TERMS 
WHEN SETTLEMENT COMES. 


Ruling Class in the Empire Are 
Stronger than the Sultan and Pre- 
pare to Defy Europe — Immense 
Army Is Pouring In from All Parts 
of the Empire, Eurepean and 
Asiatic—Greece’s Defiance of Pow- 


ers Teaches Turkey Its Strength.

mission.—/| Copyright, 1897.)}—What most in- 
terests foreigners at the seat of war in 
Thessaly is the question what Turkey is 
doing. She is not merely fighting Greece. On 
the contrary, that is the least thing she is 
doing, the faster the Greeks run, the more 
earnestly Turkey prepares for war; the 
nearer the end of the Greek wer approaches, 
the faster Turkey masses new troops, heaps 
up ammunition on Greek soil, builds great 
camps, and buys more horses. 

I was at Larissa for four days seeing a 
huge blue procession pour in its thousunds 
and when I turned homeward I found the 
situation still unaltered, the great blue ser 
pent was winding new folds along to meet me 
and join the army. Beside the road at Lar- 
issa, Alossona, Milouna, Serbije, Cozenti, 
and Sorovitch were military camps. At 
Cozeni, Haffizi Pasha, the Vuli, called me to 
the window of the residence and showed me 
a large body of newly arrived troops, aii 
armed wit! new Mauser rifics, who halted 
and gave a ringing cheer for the Padishah, 
as all Turks call the Sultan. 

* Four thousand reinforcements there,”’ 
said he, ‘‘and yesterday four thousand 
others came.” . 

Ferces from Asiatic Turkey. 

At Milouna Pass my caravan, horses, serv- 
ants and carts, were stopped for three hours 
in a narrow defile to allow a long lane of 
Krupp cannon, each drawn by a dozen horses 
and sixty men, to ascend the steep slope 
at -~.arsala. The Kurd chieftain wore a 
turban, baggy breeches, bloodthirsty knives, 
pistols protruding from a sarh worn round 
his waist. He sat in Edhem Pasha’s tent 
as a member of thé staff, showing that the 
Sultan has already begun drawing forces 
from Asiatic Turkey. Finally, when I re- 
turned to Salonica, I learned that an average 
number of 1,600 soldiers had been passing 
daily to the frontier and that 80,000 men were 
massed at the seat of war on April 25, and 
the force already on the field was close to 
150,000. The minimum number arranged 
for is 300,000, with 200,000 more of reserves 
within easy call. 

Every day I asked what it meant. Little 
by little what seems to be the truth leaked 
out—what I am_ going to tell I believe to be 
the whole truth and nothing but the truth. 
If I am right it is the most important news 
I have written for niany years. 

Bulgaria and Albania both take warning 
by the fate of Greece, and both see as plain- 
ly as the rest of the world the wonderful 
evidence of Turkey’s vitality, earnestness, 
and pugnacity. Moreover, Bulgaria has got 
what it asked for, and Turkey is now tak- 
tng care of Albania by accepting thousands 
of Alabanian volunteers for the campaign 
time massing 
Anatolian troops in the Albanian frontier. 
No, the truth is a thousand times more im- 
portant. 

When Greece began to defy the European 
comcert and harass the Turkish outposts the 
Sultan was anxious for peace, and very much 
averse to war, but he was overpowered by 
two members of the government, who as- 
aured him if he did not declare war he would 
anger the people and lose the throne. He is 
the biggest coward on earth, so great a 
coward that, finding Ghazi Osman idolized 
by the people, he not only made the hero of 
Plevena practically a prisoner in the Yildiz 
Kiosk, but ever since has put him in the 
royal carriage every day, because he be- 
lieves his enemies would not shoot nor 
dynamite the monarch if the hero sits by 
his side. 

Terrified at Osman’s Reception. 

Yielding to unwelcome advice, the Sultan 
sent Ghazi Osman -to supersede Edhem 
Pasha, but when Osman arrived at Salonica 
while I was there the Sultan was terrilled 
by the popular welcome accorded the hero 
and hurried him back to the palace and re- 
moved the military Governor of Salonica, 
whom he fancied was responsible for the 
hehavior of the people toward Osman. 
Edhem Pasha knows all this, and knows 
very well that when the war is finished he 
must quickly leave the army for the Yildiz 
Palace or for a remote post in Asiatic Tur- 
key, lest he get a chance to lead the soldiers 
egainst the throne. 

But to return to more momentous events. 
Terrified by threats of his Ministers, the 
Sultan declared war. As soon as‘ war was 
declared the same palace influences that 
now have the upper hand in Turkey began a 
new line of insidious arguments in favor of 
impressing Europe with the great strength 
of the manifold resources and complete in- 
dependence of the Ottoman Empire. The 
Sultan's counselors said to him: 

**Do you not see that Greece successfully 
defies all Europe and yet is not a thousandth 
part as strong as Turkey?”’ 

Continuing, his adviser said: ‘* You have 
been deceived too long. Turkey has been 
the cat’s paw of its own foolish fears of 
Europe. We now know the helplessness of 
the Christian nations and their inability to 
combine. Let us mobilise a grand army on 
the soil we have captured in Greece. Let 
us heavily garrison each Greek town we 
have taken, and when the. war ends let us 
make our own terms and declare our huge 
army shall not be removed until our de- 
mands are satisfied.”’ 

This I gather from officers who are mem- 
bers of a progressive young Turkish party 
and from foreign consul attachés in Turkey 
and from others who have the right to be- 
lieve they know the subterranean forces at 
work within the government of Constan- 
tinople. Between 300,000 and 500,000 sol- 
diers are now being massed in Thessaly, 
Macedonia, and Epirus, and I believe they 
will remain a silent backing of Turkey's 
demands when Europe intervenes to ar- 
range terms of peace. Moreover, should 
this bring Europe to the verge of another 
wer or over the brink of general conflict, 
Turkey will not hesitate nor shrink if she 
feels she has been trified with by the powers. 


Turkey Learns Its Strength. 

Greece has set her a great example and 
taught her a lesson. She feels all her 
strength, and it gives her new-born confi- 
dence. She is ashamed of her past subjec- 
tion, and aspires to rank as one of the great. 
powers hereafter. A ‘dogen times I said to 
the Turkish officers: 

“Are you going to give up the territory 
you captured?” 

* Never.’’ | 

“But the Sultan pledged his word not to 
make this a war of conquest.” 

“Yes, but a higher power than the Sul- 
tan’s, the pewer of the entire ruling class 
of the Turks, forced this war, and that pow- 
er feels that Turkey has only taken what 
belongs to us by former ownership, and we 
have paid a high price for it with our blood.” 

That is the sentiment with which Turkey 
thrills today. The massing of a huge army 
on the Greek soil is the expression of these 
ideas. It is also a menace and defiance.of 
the Christian powers of Europe. 3

SAY THE GREEKS ARE ARRANT COWARDS 


Italian Volunteers Accuse the Hel- 
lenes of Running from the 
Turks Without Cause. 


London, May 22.—It seems that the Greeks 
are far from grateful to the foreign volun- 
teers, especially the Italians, who went to 
their assistance. Their criticisms of the 
foreign legion are severe. It is not suggest- 
ed that the Garibaldians shirked their share 
of the fighting when it came their way, but 
that they are mighty poor soldiers for all 
that. The day before the battle of Domokos 
the Garibaldians behaved se mutinously 
that one of the Greek commanders suggest- 
ed to General Ricciotti Garibaldi that he 
might with advantage shoot a few of them, 

@ suggestion which the General repudiated 
with forcible indignation and an offer to 
fight the proposer. 

Yet Garibaldi and his men fought valiantly 
enough when the time came. 

The Greeks deny that the Garibaldians 
had even the courage to fight the Turks, and 
the Garibaldians on their part are not spar- 
ing of contemptuous criticisms of the Greeks. 
General Ricciotti Garibaldi, writing from 
the scene of war to a friend in Rome this 
week, said: ‘‘ The Greeks have had no men 
killed except when they were running away 
from the Turks In panic. They have not 
orfte waited for the Turks to get up to them. 
Never in my life before have I assisted at 
such a shameful spectacle as this bolt from 
Pharsala and Domokos."’ 

Deputy Felice, who left Greece in disgust, 
and is now in Rome, declared that all his 
illusions were gone. ‘‘ The conduct of the 
Greek soldiers is incredible. They are not 
soldiers at all. They are women. They are 
fit for nothing but the Turkish yoke.”’ 


TROOPING COLORS TO BE BRILLIANT, 


Fanction Is to Be Done with Unasual 
Splendor on the Occasion of 
the Queen’s Jubilee. 


London, May 22.—It is intended to make 
the military function of trooping the colors 
at the Horse Guards on June 26, in honor of 
the Queen’s birthday, a more than usually 
brilliant affair. The Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Connaught, the Duke of York, the 
Duke of Cambridge, Lord Wolseley, and a 
large staff of officers will be in attendance. 
The Scots Guards will do the troop, sup- 
ported by the First and Second Life Guards 
and the New South Wales contingent of 
colonial troops, now at Hounslow, will also 
take part in the function. The Princess of 
Wales, the Duchess of Albany, and the 
Princess Christian will witness the proceed- 
ings from the Commander-in-Chief’s room 
at the Horse Guards.

LEAGUE INVOKES THE FEDERAL LAW. 


Illinois Elections Statute Is Declared 
Unconstitutional in a Bill Filed 
in Republicanism’s Name. 


The Republican League Campaign com- 
mittee’s bill to test the validity of the II- 
linois election law, was presented yesterday 
in the United States Circuit Court. 

The bill is directed against County Clerk 
Philip Knopf, County Judge Orrin N. Carter, 
Election Commissionérs Baird, Keenan, 
Stimming, State's Attorney Deneen, and 
Judge Francis Adams of the state bench. 

It cites that the Republican league nomi- 
nated a judicial ticket in the name of the Re- 
publican party of Cook County, but the ad- 
mission of the ticket to the official ballot 
was refused by the Board of Review and the 
Election Commissioners, and mandatory pro- 
ceedings refused by Judge Adams. 

It is held that the authority given the 
Board of Review violates the Constitution 
of the United States. 

Argument in the league’s mandamus pro- 
ceedings for its ticket and against the Elec- 
tion Commissioncrs, County Clerk, and can- 
didates on the old Judge ticket were begun 
yesterday before Judge Hutchinson. The 
case will be concluded on Tuesday.

SOME OF THE FORCES OPERATING 
TO DETERMINE ITS FATE. 


Secretary Gage Said to Be Strenuously 
Opposed to Any Action That Would 
Be at All Likely to Lead the Country 
Into War—Heée Believes the Senate 
Would Take Advantage of the Situ- 
ation to Drive the Nation to a Sil- 
ver Basis, 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—[ Special. ]— 
President McKinley's Cuban policy is yet 
to be definitely outlined, as it is largely de- 
pendent on certain developments both in 
Cuba and Spain. The President believes 
that the independence of Cuba is to be 
achieved before very long, and that is the 
g0al which he has set. Just how it is to be 
uttained he is uncertain, and he frankly 
tells members of Congress who call upon 
him that he is not yet prepared to take 
any definite steps beyond seeing to it that 
the supplies voted by Congress are properly 
distributed. 


->- 

He sent Mr. Calhoun to Cuba with several 
distinct purposes in view. No official re- 
port is expected from the Illinois lawyer 
at any time on any subject except the Ruiz 
offair. His communication to the President 
on other topics will be personal ahd confiden- 
tial and probably made orally rather than 
in writing. The President, however, has 
commissioned Mr. Calhoun to obtain cer- 
tain information which he deems necessary, 
and is unwilling to proceed with any active 


policy until Mr. Calhoun has been heard 


from,

For instance, the President desires to be 
assured, in addition to the military stand- 
ing of the insurgents, of the fact that they 
contain among them elements which would 
work out into a satisfactory civil govern- 
ment in case they should be placed in ab- 
solute control of the island. If only a 
proclamation recognizing belligerency were 
under consideration it would be quite suffi- 
cient to establish the fact that the Insur- 
gents have some sort of civil government 
and that they have a reasonable prospect 
of success, The President, however, ex- 
pects when he takes his next step to go 
much farther than a recognition of bellig- 
erency, For that reason, therefore, he has 
instructed Mr. Calhoun to inquire care- 
fully as to the social, political, and commer- 
cial status of the leasgiers of the revolution. 
Mr. Calhoun will be expected to present 
an opinion as to whether the insurgent 
government if organized as an indepéndent 
nation would be likely to give a stable gov- 
ernment to Cuba, or whether the expulsion 
of the Spanish authorities would be fol- 
lowed by a series of revolutions and parti- 
san warfare. If that seems likely to be 
the result and the United States contributes 
to the downfall of the Spaniards this coun- 
try must be willing to accept the résponsi- 


bility of a protectorate over the island or | 


of absolute annexation. It is to settle in 
advance these questions as far as possible 
that the President is endeavoring to obtain 
information at the present time.

A letter was received today at the State 
Department direct from Mr. Calhoun.

Some members of the administration, and 
notably those who have to do with the 
Treasury Department, .are concerned over 
the Cuban situation for reasons bearing dl- 
rectly on the financial policy of the gov- 
ernment. Persons who have talked with 
Secretary Gage say it is true that he is 
bitterly opposed to any intervention in 
Cuba, and that he has repeatedly expressed 
himself to this effect at the Cabinet meet- 
ings. The understanding is that the Sec- 
retary is opposed to any action whose re- 
motest result would be the necessity of war- 
like proceedings. He is said to take the 
ground that the Treasury is not in good 
condition to meet the demands of peace, 
and that at the first intimation of war seri- 
ous complications would follow. In other 
words, it is understood that Secretary Gage 
has pledged himself as a financier to main- 
tain the gold reserve by ordinary methods, 
provided the new tariff bill furnishes a rea- 
sonable amount of additional revenue. The 
Secretary is understood to take the posi- 
tion, however, that the Treasury could not 
withstand the drain of even a little warlike 
preparations, and certainly not of active 
hostilities under existing laws. He fears 
that the country would be precipitated to a 
silver basis, within an incredibly short time 
after a declaration of war with Spain or 
even during a period when the relations 
between the two countries should be seri- 
ously strained.

It is pointed out by certain high officials of 
the Treasury that under existing laws the 
President and Secretary of the Treasury can 
only issue bonds to maintain the gold reserve 
and have no authority to borrow a dollar to 
pay ordinary running expenses. These 
alarmists say in case of war the adminis- 
tration would be forced to appeal to Congress 
at once for authority to isue bonds to pay the 
expenses of hostilities... With the Senate as 
at present constituted there is grave doubts 
as to whether this authority would be fur- 
nished on any other basis than that uf the 
possible free coinage of silver. It is pointed 
out that the silver men in both Senate and 
House have been foremost in urging radica] 
action in regard to Cuba. Whether it be true 
or’ not, it is certainly believed in influential 
quarters that the silver Senators have been 
urging on the Cuban excitemént in the full 
belief that the inevitable result would be to 
throw the Treasury to a silver basis or forve 
the administration to appeal to them for 
money to carry on a war when they could 


{ dictate terms, and those terms would, of 


course, be the coveted concession to the sil- 
ver mineowners.

Whether Secretary Gage is being correctly 
quoted or not cannot be ascertained def- 
initely, as he declines to talk on the sub-

DRIVEN FROM AMERICAN PLANTATIONS 


Over 1,000 Cubans Ferced to Leave 
Work and Crowd Into Pesti- 
lence-Ridden Towns. 


New York, May 22.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
from Washington says: A private letter re- 
ceived today from the interior of Cuba, from 
an American, states that Weyler has driven 
over a thousand Cubans from two planta- 
tions owned by Americans. The writer says 
in part, over date of St. Clara, Cuba, May 12, 
1807: : 

“T have just returned from a trip Into the 
country to the American sugar estates, Vic- 
toria, owned by.John Lowber Welsh and 
other capitalists of Philadelphia, and Uni- 
dad, the property of the McCulloch family 
of Yonkers, N. Y. I have learned that to- 
day (Wednesday) was the last moment the 
employés on 4ll sugar estates would be 
allowed to remain where they were. Under 
Weyler’s recent order they were obliged to 
remove themselves and families into towns 
having a municipality. 

“Since Weyler’s first order of concentration 
a good many people have preferred to gather 
around these sugar estates rather than to go 
into the towns. As there are forts there 
they were practically within fortified places, 
and up to a short time ago Weyler let them 
alone. This was a godsend to them, for they 
were able to do a little work now and then. 

‘The administrator of Victoria, John Mc- 
Culloch. informed me that the number ex- 
pelled from the two estates would number 
fully 1,300 people. The most of them, he 
said, possessed small truck patches, and 
were getting on very well. He did not think 
they would last long in the towns, where 
there is a good deal of disease just now. 
All this in a province which Weyler says he 
has pacified.”’ 

This letter contained two lists. One was 
of the families expelled from {he American 
estate Victoria, 77 families, cpntaining 451 
members. The other list shows that 103 
families, comprising 570 persons, had been 
expelled from the American Central Unidad 
on May 12. The total number of families 
driven from both estates was 180, and the 
names of 1,020 members thereof were given. 


SPAIN DELAYING THE RUIZ INQUIRY. 


Little Hepe That Facts Bearing Direct- 
ly on the American’s Death 
Will Be Elicited. 


Havana, via Key West, Fila., May 22.—The 
investigation of Commissioner W. J. Cal- 
houa into the matter of thé death of Dr. 
Ruiz is not proceeding rapidly. On Thurs- 
day Dr. Congosto, the Spanish Consul at 
Philadelphia, asserted that Dr. Ruiz did not 
explain that he was an American citizen, 
and therefore was kept incommunicado for 
more thun seventy-two hours. General Lee, 
on hearing this, promptly and emphatically 


' stated that on Feb. 6 he sent official notice 


to Marquis de Ahumada, the Acting Captain- 
General, to the effect that Ruiz was an 
American citizen and he demanded his trenty 
rights. it aopears that Sehor Congosto ig- 
nored this fact. The investigation will not 
proceed further until the Spanish represent- 
ative has approved the written statement of 
Consul-General Lee as to the scope of the 
inquiry, the American desiring to go farther 
than the Spanish deem necessary. There is 
little hope that facts bearing directly on 
the nature of the death of Dr. Ruiz will be 
elicited. It is thought, however, that ar- 
rangements will be made allowing the in- 
quiry to proceed on Monday.

The subcommittee of the Committee of 
Twelve of the American Philological asso- 
ciation, which has been in conference with 
Dr. Nightingale, Superintendent of High 
Schools, in the Board of Education rooms 
since Friday, finished its work last evening. 
It has prepared a course for six years’ study 
of the Latin language for the use of the 
seventh and eighth grammar grades and 
high schools, It is a revision and strength- 
ening of the course that has been in use in 
the high schools of Chicago for the last 
three years and which has been adopted by 
seventy-five of the prominent high schools 
throughout the country. The object of the 
committee is to secure the general adoption 
of the course throughout the United States. 
The full six years includes an equivalent to 
the first year’s work in college. 

The full course prepared by the committee: 
is as follows: 

Firet year—Secure exact knowledge of forms, 
and learn to apply that knovéledge in translating 
from Latin into English and from English into 
Latin. The study of the exercises should be ac- 
companied from time to time by the reading of 
easy connecting passages involving words, forms, 
and constructions already learned. 

Second year—For the first four months the work 
should be continued on the limits already indi- 
cated for the first year, the same text book being 
used when practicable. The remainder of the 
year should be devoted to the reading of narrative 
prose of appropriate difficulty, such as fables, and 
adapted portions of Roman history. The writing 
of Latin should be continued throughout the year

New York, May 22.~—(Special.]—State Con- 
troller Roberts, the man who drafted the 
inheritance tax bill, vetoed vesterday by 
Governor Black, comes to its defense todr.y. 
Conceding honesty of purpose to Governor 
Black in his position, he criticises strongly 
the reasons advanced by the Governor for 
his course. Following are some of Con- 
troller Roberts’ arguments for an inherit- 
ance tax: 

‘Under the present tax system the small 
property-oWners, the farmer, the mechanic, 
and the business-man of limited means are 
obliged to bear much more than their fair 
shares of the burden of taxation. While the 
owner of large personal property bears only 
a fraction of the load he should bear under 
the law as it now reads. This fact cannot 
be disputed or explained away. 

“Great estates are composed chiefly of 
personal property and thereforé are more 
successful in evading the tax-gatherer. 

“Took at the 107 estates taken at random 
from the State Controller’s record, glready 
referred to by me. They show that of the 
$215,891 ,568 repor@d by the appraisers after 
death only $3,471,412 was reported for tax- 
ation before death. That is, 96.23 per cent 
of these vast estates escaped taxation.”’

But as the capital 
stock is included in the total liabilities it 
looks at this moment as though the cred- 
itors would be paid in full if time is given 
in which to realize on the real estate and 
paper in the hands of the examiner. 

It is when the personal liabilities of the 
ex-President are looked into that the great- 
est steal comes to light. Together with the 
$288,000 which he appropriated of the bank’s 
funds there is at least that much more 
which Mr. Johnson has borrowed on his pri- 
vate account, or has taken the money of 
people who trusted him and given absolutely 
nothing in return, not even his personal note. 


Losses Among the Farmers. 


It develops that there cannot be a great 
amount outstanding among farmers on 
wheat receipts, which it was supposed had 
been issued by him in acknowledgment of 
wheat stored in his warehouse, but it de- 
veloped today that there are many more 
farmers than had been supposed who have 
loaned Mr. Johnson money and taken his 
unsecured note, supposing him to be as good 
as the bank of which he was President.

ARE TOO MANY BANKS IN NEW YORK. 


Consolidation of More Inatitutions 
There Is Looked On with Favor 
and Will Likely Be Made. 


New York, May 22.—The Tribune this 
morning says: 

It is not unlikely that further announce- 
ments of New York City bank consolidations 
will be made in the course of the present 
year. The proposed absorption of the busi- 
ness of the Third National Bank by the 
National City Bank has revived discussion 
in Wall street of bank consolidation possi- 
bilities. Bankers as a rule are in favor of 
fewer banks in the Wall street community 
and, for that matter, throughout the city. 

Money continues to pile up at this center, 
and the recent gold exports, aggregating 
about $13,000,000, have not served to reduce 
the lawful holdings of money on account of 
the large receipts of currency from the in- 
terior. With money accumulating at a rapid 
rate and comparatively no demand for it, the 
banks, or at least many of them, are unable 
to do such a business as to make their ex- 
istence profitable. These’considerations lead 
bank directors and officers to believe that a 
number of institutions should consolidate, 
and during a recent visit of Controller 
Eckels in this city he expressed the same 
view. He said that at least six banks in 
New York ought to adopt consolidation pro- 
ceedings with some other institutions. 


SAYS HIS BROTHER WOULDN'T GAMBLE 


Fred Grant Declares Jesse Would 
Have Nothing to De with a 
Lottery Scheme. 


New York, May 22.—[Special.]—In regard 
to the story from San Francisco that the 
concession obtained by Jesse Grant and his 
associates from the Mexican government 
for lands surrounding the famous hot springs 
of Tra Juana, across the boundary. would 
be used in the establishment of a great 
gambling place, Colonel Fred Grant, brother 
of Jesse Grant, said today: 

** Jesse was here two weeks ago and did 
not mention anything of the kind to me. 
I am positive that he has not or will not 
have anything to do with any gambling 
scheme. He may have a grant of land from 
the Mexican government, which would not 
be unusual, as such grants are made fre- 
quently.’’ 


JULIAN HAWTHORNE BACK FROM INDIA 


Declares That Millions of Hindus and 
Bengalese Have Died from 
the Plague. 


New York, May 22.—Julian Hawthorne, 
who was sent to India to describe the scenes 
of the famine and of the bubonic plague, re- 
turned on the steamship St. Paultoday.

TEST CASE GOES AGAINST THE CITY- 


Involves Damage Suits Aggregating 
$1,500,000 for Property Destroyed 
During the Big Railroad Strike. 


Unless the decision of Judge Adams in the 
case of the Manhattan Cement company 
against the City of Chicago is reversed by 
a higher court, suits aggregating $1,500,000 
for damages during labor riots will be de- 
cided against the city. The suit of the Man- 
hattan Cement company was for $500 dam- 
ages on account of the destruction of two 
cars of cement at the time of the railway 
strike of 1894. The company was awarded 
$150. The city will take an appeal to the 
Appellate Court, and the case will be car- 
ried to the Supreme Court for a final de- 


} cision. 


The Pan-Handle railroad, upon which 
many cars were burned during the great rail- 
road strike, has a suit against the city for 
$750,000; the Burlington road has a suit for 
$50,000, the Illinois Central asks for $100,000, 
the Wabash has sued for $25,000, and the 
Grand Trunk for $50,000. In addition to the 
damage suits by the railroads Swift & Co., 
the packers, have sued for $30,000. 

It was agreed by the attorneys that the 
case of the cement company should be taken 
as a test case upon which all the other suits 
would depend. The act of 1887 provides that 
when property is destroyed by the act of not 
less than twelve persons the municipal gov- 
ernment shall be liable for three-fourths of 
the actual damage done. 

Judge Adams’ decision was confined en- 
tirely to the question of the constitution- 
ality of the act, and this he affirmed.

Text of the Ruling. 


The ruling, which has reference to parishes 
made up of foreigners, is said to be as fol- 
lows: 

“1. Children born in America to foreign 
parents whose native. language is not the 
English, are not obliged when of age to be- 
come members of the parish to which their 
parents belong, but they have the right to 
join a parish in which the language of the 
country—that is: English—is used. 

‘*2. Catholics not born in America, but 
knowing the English language, have the 
right of becoming members of the parish in 
which English is in use, and they cannot be 
compelled to submit themselves to the juris- 
diction of the rector of a church built for 
people who continue to speak the language 
of of a foreign country.’’ 

The purpose of Rome is said to be to make 
English the language of the American 
church as speedily as possible and thus en- 
courage the development of a spirit of more 
perfect union among the members of the 
Catholic faith. 

What Catholics Have to Say. 

“The letter is the result of action taken 
at the last Baltimore council,” said William: 
J. Onahan last evening. “It has been the 
custom of parishes to have their own rules 
regarding the attendance of children of for- 
eign born parents at churches where the 
sermon is in a foreign language, and of 
foreign born communicants at English-| 
speaking churches, where there are par- 
ishes convenient in which sermons are 
preached in the native language of the com- 
municant. 

‘‘ This rule will have precedence of all such 
parish regulations, but I do not believe 
it will make any difference with any Chi- 
cago parish, for the people in this city have 
done muck as they pleased in regard to the 
church they attended.”’ 

Archbishop Feehan was not in the city 
last evening, but the Rev. Father Mooney, 
Chancellor of the diocese and Secretary to 
the Archbishop, said the head of the church 
in Chicago had received no information as 
to the reported ruling. 

A prominent Catholic, who asked that 
his name be withheld, said: 

“I am acquainted with the source ofthe | 
report and have every reason to believe 
it is correct. It often occurs that such re- 
ports are made public before official notice 
is given and the clergy may thus deny the 
authenticity of correct reports in perfectly 
good faith. 

“The ruling will hardly affect parishes 
in Chicago as much as in smaller cities, 
where the rules governing parochial rela- 

tions are more rigidly enforced.” 


Vicar-General Is Suspicious. ; 

The Rev. Daniel M. J. Dowling, Vicar+Gen- 
éral of the diocese, said that first reports 
sent out from Rome were generally sus- 
picious., 

“ Still,” said Dr. Dowling, “ the rules laid 
down in this reported decree have, in effect, 
already prevailed in the Catholic Church.” 

‘I know nothing of this decree,” said the 
Rev. E. J. Riordan of St. Elizabeth’s Church, 
‘Wabash avenue and Forty-first street, “ but 
there does not seem to be a new principle 
in that decree.

The speaker was the Rev. James Knowles 
of Mount Carmel, Ill., who explained some- 
what facetiously that he was the successor 
of the prophet Elisha. Dr. Wilson Phraner 
of the Board of Home Missions quickly con- 
sulted Dr. William C. Roberts, the senior 
’ gecretary of the board, who sat on the plat- 
form, and rose in evident excitement to deny 
that there was a word of truth in the charge. 

Van Rensselear, aleo of New York, 
insisted that Mr. Knowles should take back 
the remark lest it should get into the papers. 

Tried to Stop His Speech. 

An effort was made to prevent him from 
further, but Dr. G. W. F. Birch of 
New York insisted that Mr. Knowles was the 
peer of any commissioner in the assembly 
and had a constitutional right to be heard. 
Cries of “ No, no,” and “ Yes, yes,’ and 
“Take it back,’’ “* Give us your authority,” 
were heard from all parts of theroom. The 
Moderator decided that Mr, Knowles could 
not proceed because he was persona! in his 
statements, and Dr. Bolton of Philadelphia 
insisted that he should proceed. Two or 
three appeals were taken from the Moder- 
ator’s decisions and after Dr. Jackson ha:

came to his relief; the house sustained one 
of his decisions and Mr. Knowles made the 
explanation already given. . 

The speaker blundered into the accusation 
unwittingly, but most effectively. He was 
talking about the expenses of the Presby- 
terian Building in New York and urging 
retrenchment by the boards occupying that 
building.

BAPTISTS RAISE NEARLY $200,000. 


When They Secure $236,000 Rocke- 
felier’s Gift of $250,000 will 
Be Available. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 22.—The first session 
of the Commission on Systematic Christian 
Beneficence of the Baptist Church met to- 
day. Unusual interest was felt in the work 
of this commission, as it had charge of the 
raising of about $250,000 necessary to ac- 
cept the offer of a like sum made by John 
D. Rockefeller to cancel the debt of nearly 
$500,000 now burdening the missionary 60- 
cieties of the church. : 

The Rev. H. C. Mabie, D. D., read the re- 
port of the money pledged to make availa- 
ble the gift of $250,000 of John D. Rocke- 
feller. He said sOme might be disappointed 
at the report, but he had strong faith in the 
future. 

‘‘ Last December the first step to meet the 
great debt was taken,” hecontinued. “ Sev- 
enty-three thousand converts were baptized, 
during the four years when this debt was 
contracted. At that meeting in December it 
was settled that New England could at once 
raise $75,000. This was two months before 
Mr. Rockefeller made his magnificent offer. 
Mr. Rockefeller inquired how much would be 
needed to pay the debts, He was told $200,- 
000, and he raised it to $250,000. We must 
raise $236,000 in addition to this. In addi- 
tion to his gift Mr. Rockefeller gave last 
Christmas $20,000 each to two societies. In 
the list of contributions thirty-nine States 
are represented, and thé amounts named are 
actually pledged or paid. The'total is $199,- 
998.05.

WOULD FORBID WOMEN PREACHING. 


Southern Presbyterian Committee 
Recommends It Be Considered Im- 
proper for Them to Occupy Pulpits. 


Charlotte, N. C., May 22.—The Committee 
on Bills and Overtures of the Southern Pres- 
byterian Assembly recommended that wom- 
en be forbidden the use of pulpits for public 
addresses to mixed audiences, and that it be 
pronounced improper to give notices of such 
meetings.

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| CHEAP BEER THEIR CRY. 


DEMOCRATS DECIDE ON A PLAN TO 
ATTACK THE TARIFF. 


Tea, Sugar, Tobacco, and Beer Are 


the Points on Which a Fight Will. 


Be Made—Will Declare the Poor 
Man’s Provisions Are Taxed Higher 
—Republicans May Retaliate with 
a Still Farther Increase—Other 
News from Washington, 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—[Special.]— 
Beer, tobacco, tea, and sugar are to be the 
four points in the new tariff bill on which 
the Democrats will concentrate their at- 
tack for political advantage. This was de- 
cided today at the caucus of the Democratic 
Senators. They havé come to the conclusion 
that there is no political capital to be made 
by an attack on the general principles of 
protection, and they will not do much howl- 
ing for free raw materials or a tariff for 
revenue only. 

Under the leadership of Senator Gorman 
the Democrats propose to attack the tariff 
bill on lines which they think will take par- 
ticularly with the working classes and 
alienate them from the support of the Re- 
publicans. Special emphasis is to be laid 
upon the internal revenue features of the 
new bill, and all through the debate there 
will be an echo of the charge that the Re- 
publicans are attempting to tax the poor 
man’s beverage—towit, beer. The Demo- 
cratic managers have decided that this is 
a good political war-cry, and they will en- 
deavor, as far as possible, to cover up the 
fact that the entire amount of the increased 
tax will rest upon the wealthy brewers, and 
not upon the consumers. 

The Republicans propose to show that an 
increase of 44 cents a barrel on Leer amounts 
to only a fraction over acent a gallon, 
which is an addition to the cost so small that 
it cannot possibly be added to the price of 
a single glass of beer, nor even to the piut 
bottle. 

-o- 

At the Treasury Department the deter- 
mination of the Democrats to make @ spe- 
cial fight on the beer tax is received with 
singular satisfaction. The government is 
in need of money, as every one knows. High 
officials of the Treasury, therefore, say 
that, as any increase in the beer tax is cer- 
thin to be used to secure political advan- 
tage by the Democrats, the Republicans 
might just as well get the benefit of still 
more revenue. 

In other words, Secretary Gage and his 
bureau advisers have been led to take the 
ground that the Republicans would suffer 
no more political loss by increasing the 
beer tax to $2 than they would by increasing 
it to $1.44, as is proposed in the Senate bill. 
The Treasury people who are concerned 
on the subject of revenue, say that they 
might just as well have the benefit of an 
addition of $34,000,000 in round numbers In- 
stead of $14,000,000, as is proposed by the 
Senate bill, and the political opposition 
would be no more in one case than in the 
other. Hence it is intimated that if ‘Mr. 
Gorman and his associates attempt to put 
up a hard fight against the proposed addi- 
tion to the beer tax, the Republicans will 
retort first by showing that it is distinctly 
an emergency measure, which expires by 
limitation Jan. 1, 1900; secondly, that the 
tax falls directly upon the brewers and not 
upon the consumers; and, thirdly, they will 
avow their willingness to be hanged for an 
old sheep instead of a lamb and checkmate 
the Democrats by voting for $2 instead of 
$1.44.

Mr. Gorman and ‘his’ political conspirators 
also intend to make capital out of the prop- 
osition to put a revenue duty of 10 cents a 
pound on tea. They will ring changes on the 
wickedness of taxing the poor man’s break- 
fast table, and hence these same hardhearted 
Treasury officials are now beginning to de- 
clare that if the Republican party is to be 
scolded for taxing the poor man's breakfast 
table it might as well put a revenue duty on 
coffee also, and thereby add another nice 
slice of revenue to the exhausted Treasury.

Nobody expects the Senate sugar schedule 
to go through in its present form, and hence 
the Democrats themselves are not antag- 
onizing it vigorously at the present time. 
They know that it will be modified, and do 
not wish to be caught in the trap of de- 
nouncing the Senate schedule and praising 
the House arrangement only to find that the 
Republicans will ultimately accept the 
House schedule. They will, therefore, con- 
fine most of their attention to assaults on the 
beer and tea propositions in spite of the 
fact that both of them are emergency meas- 
ures running less than three years and 
terminated specifically by the new tariff act 
itself.

GORMAN A GOOD PLACE GETTER.

Testimony Before Civil Service Com- 
mission Shows He Got 200 
Places in Printing Office. 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—The Civil 
Service committee of the Senate continued 
its sessions today. Several letters were re- 
ceived from chiefs of bureaus, among others 
one from Mr. Miller, Acting Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, who suggested the 
number of excepted places should be in- 
creased. These exceptions ‘should in all 
cases include the chief deputy and cashier 
of revenue collectors in the larger districts. 

Harald Benedict of the Printing Office, 
brother of the recent Public Printer, was 
a witness and also expressed the opinion 
that the results under the present system 
were 50 per cent better than under the 
‘* spoils. system,” 

According to the witness Public Printer 
Palmer had begun making appointments 
immediately after Mr. Cleveland’s election 
in 1892, and during the eighteen months 
thereafter in which he held office had made 
appointments at the rate of fifty a month 
until the office was greatly overcrowded. 
Four-fifths of the appointees were Demo- 
‘erats, appointed by Mr. Palmer, although a 
Republican, to secure the friendship of 
Democratic Congressmen. 

Senator Elkins-was desirous of knowing 
how many appointments had been secured 
by any one member of Congress and the wit- 
ness answered that about seventy-five were 
credited to Representative Richardson of 
Tennessee, Chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Printing, and about two hundred to 
Senator Gorman, Ciwiairman of the Senate 
aw RR 

Mr. J. ‘L.. Kennedy, formerly of the Print- 
ing Office, explained that Mr. Palmer had 
made many appoimtments during the time 
specified by Mr, Benedict because of “ the 
hard times.,’’ 

Mr. Machen, superintendent of the free de~- 
livery service of the Postoffice Department, 
denied that agents had been assessed for 
Governor Campbell's Ohio campaign of 1895, 
asserting that about half of them had held 
a meeting and agreed to contribute of their 
own accord, 

The committee then adjourned for one 
week. 


GEN. BLISS GOES ON THE RETIRED LIST 


Brooke Will Now Be Made a Major- 
General and Feur Colonels Will 
Be Made Brigadiers. 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—Major-Gen- 
eral Z. R. Bliss, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Texas at San Antonio, was placed 
on the retired list of the army today on his 
own application, under the forty years’ 
service clause, after one day’s active service 
as a Major-General. Colonel J. F. Wade, 
Fifth Cavalry, the senior officer present, has 
been temporarily placed in command of the 
Department of Texas. 

The nomination of General John R. Brooke, 
commanding the Department of the Mis- 
souri at Chicago, as a Major-General, vice 
Bliss, retired, has been made out at the War 
Department, and will probably be sent to the 
Senate Monday. General Brooke was jumped 
by Generals Wheaton, Forsyth, and Bliss, 
whom he outranked, in order that those offi- 
cers might be enabled to retire with the rank 
and pay of Major-Generals. 

In the expected event of the confirmation 
of General Brooke four Colonels of the line 
will be advanced to the grade of Brigadier- 
General, to fill vacancies caused by the re- 
cent retirement and promotion of general 
oflicers. 


British Soldiers in Detroit.

HOLD MRS. HOLMAN IN KINDLY MEMORY 


Chicago People Have Good Words for 
the Woman Whe Entertained 
Them Thirty-five Years Ago. 


News of the death of Mrs. George Holman 
at London, Ont., yesterday, was received 
with many expressions of regret by old- 
time residents of Chicago. Mrs. Holman, 
who was 76 years of age, was known the 
world over as the mother of opera, and had 
in her day acted as the mentor and profes- 
sional guide for a number of people who have 
since become famous. Among those still 
living who got a wholesome training under 
Mrs. Holman’s direction are Denman 
Thompson, William H. Crane, Charles Drew, 
and John Chatterton, better known now as 
Sig. Perugini, the last husband of Lillian 
Russell. 

Mrs. Holman organized the first opera 
company that made a regular business of 
touring in this country. More than this, she 
directed its affairs in person, played the 
piano, and coached the members at re- 
hearsals, and enacted the role of prompter 
during the performances. It was a juvenile 
company, billed as the Holman Operatic 
troupe. Besides those mentioned three of 
Mrs. Holman’s children had prominent parts 
in the casts. These were Sally Holman, who 
sang the prima donna parts; John Holman, 
who did the juveniles; and Albert Holman, 
who was the comedian of the company. The 
operas given were “‘ Bohemian Girl,”’ “* Rose 
of Castile,” ‘* Lily of Killarny,” “ Beauty 
and the Beast,”’ and ‘“‘ Cinderella.” 

Col. L. L. Sharpe of McVicker’s Theater 
readily recalls engagements played in Chi- 
cago by Mrs. Holman’s company in the early 
‘60s in the North, West, and South Market 
halls, which were then used for entertain- 
ments of this nature. Col. Sharpe remem- 
bers Mrs. Holman as a woman of good 
executive ability and kindly heart, who was 
greatly aroused at times by the severe pun- 
ishments which her husband administered to 
the boys for indulging in childish pranks. 

Mrs. Holtman was born in England in 1821 
and began her stage career at Burton's 
Theater in New York tn 1886. She was mar- 
ried to George Holman, an actor in the same 
company, and they played leading roles to- 
gether until some time in the early 60s, when 
they Went to Canada, where the traveling 
opera company idea was formulated. For 
some years she had been living in retire- 
ment, and at the time of her death was in 
needy circumstances,

CITY HALL STANDS GONE. 


THIRTY MEN SWOOP .DOWN AND 
EVICT ALL THE VENDERS, 


Action Is Pursuant to Mayor Harri- 
son’s Order—Fruit and Cigar Deal- 
ers and Bootbiacks Alike on the 
List—One Shows a Rent Receipt, 
but It Fails of Efect-Woman Re- 
serts to Entreaty and Tears, but in 
Vain—Work Done at Noon:

All the fruit, cigar, and bootblack stands 
were removed from the City Hall yesterday 
by a force of thirty men, led by Inspector 
D. F. Simonds of the Public Works Depart- 
ment and two street foremen. 

The removal of the stands was made in 
accordance with an order from the Mayor, 
who gave the owners of the stands three 
days’ notice of removal, the time of the 
notice having expired on Friday night. In 
most instances the removals were accom- 
plished with more dispatch than ceremony, 
but there was no resistance by owners of the 
stands. 

The claim was made in one instance that 
the owner of a stand held a receipt from the

city for a month's rent in advance, but the 
notice was not recognized as binding upon 
the city and the stand was removed with the 
same firmness on the part of the city work- 
men as in other cases where no such claim 
was made. 


Swoep Down at Noon. 


The force of thirty men made a descent on 
the stands at noon. The bootblacks’ stands 
about the Washington and Randolph street 
doors of the City Hall were attacked first. 
They were five in number and were not diffi- 
cult to move. The owners, asa rule, had re- 
moved the fixtures and equipments of the 
booths, and all that remained to be done by 
the workmen in each case was the removal 
of the booth from its position to the area 
between the City and County Buildings. 

Several owners had secured the services of 
teamsters and the little booths were placed 
on wagons and removed to some other por- 
tion of the city at the option and expense of 
the owner. 

The owner of the cigar stand located just 
inside the Washington street door of the 
building was the only one who moved on 
his own account. He secured space in the 
County Building and transferred his effects 
from the City Hal last Friday night. 

When the force of workmen approached 
the big stand in the basement corridor op- 
posite the central bank of elevators they met 
the dim-visioned proprietor, who exhibited 
a receipt for $5 rental for one month in ad- 
vance, but it was not recognized. The 
counters, shelving, boxes, and supplies were 
carried into the area between the buildings, 
while the owner of the effects, perched on 
a stool, watched the removal with a rueful 
look. 

Care was taken to cause no damage tothe 
property and the owner was told he would 
be given a reasonable time to remove it. 


Weoman’s Tears Unheeded. 


When the workmen ascended the stairway 
to the first floor and approac the fruit 
atand kept by Mrs. Lo endelssohn, the 
woman begged them not to interfere with 
her, saying her husband was inable to work 
and she had a large fc. mily to support. When 
she was informed that fact could make no 
difference and that her effects would be put 
out, she resorted to another woman’s re- 
source—tears—and continued her entreaties. 
Then when the workmen begsn to carry out 
the goods she became angry, dried her tears, 
and went after a truck. The goods were all 
laid on the vehicle at the Iva Salle street door 
of the building, and with the wagon disap- 
peared the last vestige of cigar and fruit 
stands about the City Hall. 

How long the City Hall will be free from 
the cigar, fruit, and boot-blacking hooths 
only Mayor Harrison knows. It is said, on 
the other hand, they will be kept out of the 
City Building entirely, but it was predicted, 
on the other hand, the great pressure for jobs 
from the unemployed would soon force an 
abrogation of the rule and that the peanut 
and apple vender will be in evidence again in 
a short time. 


Ceremony Is Time-Honored. 


The ceremony of removing what are re- 
garded as nuisances from the City Building 
is performed regularly within a few weeks 
after the change of administration. The 
only difference between the performance of 
this and other years is that a large force of 
men was detailed from the Department of 
Public Works to effect the removal, and, if 
possible, give some assistance to the evicted. 

Controller Wetherell made a rule early in 
the administration of his office that all suc 
stands should pay a regular fixed rent 
monthly, and for many months the rule was 
enforced. But the city’s revenue from the 
privileges has, as a rule, been trivial and ir- 
regular, it is said... :

GROCERS UP TO FIGHT A LABEL BILL. 


Chicago Wholesalers Appoint a Com- 
mittee to Attack a Measure Intro- 
duced by Senator Stubblefield. 


Wholesale grocers of Chicago have named 
a committee to go to Springfield to fight a 
bill now in the Senate which they say would 
curtail considerably their trdde in canned 
and other package goods. 

The bill makes it a misdemeanor to sell 
goods Tadeled with any other name than 
that of the manufacturer. As the Chicago 
dealers have been in the habit of purchasing 
supplies of canned goods from manufactur- 
ers and labeling them with their own firm 
name, the prohibition of this practice, they 
hold, would work a great hardship. 

The grocers, it appears, did not know at 
all of the existence of the bill until Friday 
morning. Then a meeting of the Commercial 
Ixxchange was calied as quickly as possible 
for the afternoon. 

President Samuel B. Raymond being out 
of the city, Vice-President Charles W. Mer- 
riam occupied the chair. The bill was read 
through and then the committee was ap- 
pointed, two of its members being Graeme 
Stewart and Samuel B. Raymond. 

The bill, it was reported, was introduced 
by State Senator Stubblefield of Blooming- 
ton, on Feb. 10, read the first time and re- 
ferred to a committee. It is equally pro- 
hibitory as to flour, meal, canned goods, 
canned vegetables, or any other article de- 
signed for food having stamped, printed, or 
written on the cask, can, or cover any other 
name than the true’ name of the manu- 
facturer and the place of manufacture of 
the goods. 

For violation and conviction a fine is pro- 
vided in any sum not exceeding $100 or im-

grocers assert the bill is in the interest of 
the manufacturérs, who want to force the 
Chicago dealers out of the market as pro- 
ducers of goods. 

The grocers uphold the present system, be- 
cause, they say, their names guarantee 
goods to their customers. Some of them 
talked as follows: 

A. P. Upham of Sprague, Warner & Co.— 
As the grocer now handles goods the cus- 
tomer accepts his name asa guarantee. He 
would hesitate to accept the name of an 
unknown manufacturer. 

Henry B. Steele of the Steele-Wedeles com- 
pany—The bfil is plainly intended to ben- 
efit the manufacturers. It would work in- 
calculable hardships on houses that have 
made a reputation on goods sold under their 
names. It is possible the members of the 
Legislature want to do something we do 
not yet understand. 

Another dealer said: “Often a house 
makes a special effort to establish a new 
brand of canned goods. This would be im- 
possible under the bill proposed, and con- 
cerns in that business might just as well 
shut up shop.”’ 


MECHANICS’ LIEN LAW CONSTITUTIONAL 


Statute of 18095 Is Held by Judge Gib- 
bons to Be Legitimate and of 
Legislative Power. 


Judge Gibbons yesterday declared the me- 
chanics lien law of 1895 is censtitutional. 
The case in which the decision was rendered 
was a suit brought by Tattenberg & Jones 
for a lien against the property of Vernon C. 
Seaver and others for work which was not 
done by specific agreement with the landlord. 

Judge Gibbons, in his opinion, says: 

“The Constitution of this State provides 
that no person shall! be deprived of life, lib- 
erty, or property without due process of 
law, and it is contended that the mechanics’ 
lien law of 1895 contravenes this provision 
and is therefore null and void. 

“The statute assatied simply provides, in 
effect, that the owner of land who knowing- 
ly permits another to make improvement 
thereon shall be held to have authorized the 
same, and that having done so the reasona- 
ble costs of such improvement shall be a 
lien upon the property so improved: Belliev- 
ing this statute should be liberally con- 
strued by the courts, in order that every 
person who claims rights thereunder may 
be able to ascertain the nature and extent 
of such rights, I shall overrulé the demurrer 
in this case and hold that the law is proper 
and legitimate and of legislative power.

The boys began playing with the canine, 
but their sport finally became rough, and 
the dog was soon dodging missiles. 

The youngsters formed a circle to prevent 
the dog’s escape. Bell, it is said, made a 
jump at the dog and the animal crouched, 
howling. While in this position a_ brick 
struck the dog’s spine. 

Then the sport changed. The spaniel 
jumped to its feet, foaming at the mouth, 
and made for Bell, biting him on the leg. 
The Rohrback boy came to his companion’s 
assistance with a knife, while the remain- 
der of the crowd scattered with yells, of 
** Mad dog!”’ 

Rohrback made several slashes at the 
spaniel and in the struggle was bitten on 
the left hand. During this time the animal 
bit Bell repeatedly on both arms. 

A number of men came to the aid of the 
boys and the dog ran into an alley, followed 
by a crowd, and was brought to bay in 
the rear of 4035 Lake avenue. 

Several policemen had arrived on the 
scene by this time, and were unwilling to 
shoot the dog for fear of hitting some per- 
son in the crowd. Finally Policeman 
Charles Caldwell secured a rope, made a 
noose, and, climbing a wall, lowered the 
rope, and managed to get it around the 
dog’s neck. He then tightened the noose 
and was proceeding to strangle the dog, 
when a physician appeared and advised that 
the dog be kept alive until it was decided 
whether or not it was mad.

THEY DISCUSS THE WAR. 


Terms Upon Which It May Be 
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Possible to Conclude Peace. 


ROASTS SIR PHILIP CURRIE. 


Reference to the British Ambassador

CAUSES FOR THE INCREASE OF GERMAN AND RUSSIAN INFLUENCE. 
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(Special Cable.) 

Constantinople, via London, May 21. 
—(Copyright, 1807.)—Sir Ellis Ash- 
mead Bartlett, M. P., dictates to your 
correspondent the following account 
of his interview with the Sultan. In 
granting this interview the Sublime 
porte broke the silence of a lifetime. 
‘He has never before been interviewed 
for publication: 

I had not been twenty-four hours in Con- 
stantinople when his Majesty the Sultan 
made an appointment for a special audience 
at the Yildiz Kiosque. 

Home of the Sultan. 

The modern residence of the Sultan is 
placed high up on the summit of a hill, four 
miles north of Constantinople. It is of mod- 
erate size and unpretentious in exterior. But 
what the Yildiz wants in outside magnifi- 


+ cence it gains in the salubrity and conven- 
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‘fenceof its position, inits size, beauty, and its 


‘jovely gardens, which slope down to the ex- 


_quisite shores of the Bosporus. 

Just at the foot of the Yildiz grounda 
stands the beautiful marble palace, where 
lives Prince Mourad, the Sultan’s elder 
brother, who but for a severe mental in- 
firmity would be the sovereign of Turkey. 
The Sultan has two other brothers livine 
who are in good health. Close to the Yildiz 
Palace are new hospital buildings, just erect- 
ed by the Sultan for his wounded soldiers. 
In these hospitals they recover from desper- 
ate injuries so rapidly as to amaze sur- 

But the average Turk is marvelously 
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alcohol in any form, and lives on the most 
frugal diet. Hence they recover with ease 
from wounds that would be fatal to most 
Europeans. 
‘Ushered Into the Palace. 

fio soon as we reached the entrance to the 
Yildig Palace my son and I were taken at 
once to the kiosque, not kept waiting in the 
chamberlain’s rooms at the entrance, as is

ushered through the central hall, where 


there were many attendants in plain clothes.

Munir is an indispensable officer of the 


court. He is a grand,.master of ceremonies 


and principal introducer and translator to 


* his Majesty. Chamberlains, high officials, 
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rise and fall, come and disanpear, but Munir 
Pasha remains, and well deserves to remain, 
for he is the embodiment of courtesy ind 
discretion, a courtier of much bonhomie 
and charming manners. 


Abdul Is Cordial. 

He received us with great cordiality. Cof- 
fee and cigarets were brought and Munir 
listened with deepest interest to the nar- 
rative Of what we had seen and done. I 
learned from him for the first time that 
Ardjib Bey, a most promising young officer 
whom we had been much with at the front, 
was his nephew. 

After about half an hour word was brought 
that the Sultan was ready to teceive us. 
We were taken to a large, exquisitely ,deco- 
rated salon on the opposite side of the en- 
trance hall, where the Sultan received his 
Visitors. . 

The room itself is about 40x35 feet, with 
& parqueted floor. The walls are hung with 
beautiful tapestry. 

His Majesty stood just inside the door. He 
greeted us warmly, shaking hands with us. 


Sultan’s Appearance. 
-T may tell you the Sultan’s appearance. 
His expression is the exact reverse of the 
Pictures and representations given in so 
many of the English and American publica- 


tions. 
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ell ~ olent and intellectual. 


The Padishah is not in the least ferocious 
or cruel, oreven stern. In figure he is some- 
what small and delicately made. He hasa 
mild, kind expression, looking as if he would 
not deliberately injure a fiy. His nose is 
long and somewhat curved, his eye bright 
and very observant. His forehead is benev- 
The Sultan wore al- 
most European clothes, with frock coat, 
rather like a long, loose overcoat, and em- 
broidered waistcoat, with an order across it. 


Confab Begins. 

With Munir Pasha acting as interpreter 
the Sultan made particular inquiries after 
our health and showed his kindliness by 
especially inquiring about the. accident 
which had happened to my son early in the 
campaign, when he had a bad fall and suf- 
ered a severe cut on the head. 
.“ Sire,” I replied, ‘‘ Turkish army sur- 
Seons dressed the wound. with such skill 
and care, and were so kind that my son soon 
got all right.” , 

It was also a fact that the Turkish doctors 
absolutely refused to take any fees for the 
Services. They are a very superior class of 
men, having all the newest surgical ideas 
and appliances. 


Sympathetic Recollection. 

“I, too,’ remarked the Sultan sympathet- 
ically, ** once had a severe carriage accident 
and was unconscious for twenty minutes. 
Let me know, gentlemen, how you were 
treated by the Greeks.” 

“ Greek naval officers,”’ I replied, “* though 


_ Suspicious, treated us well, but M. Ralli, the 


Prime Minister, was afraid to come in the 
daytime from Athens to Pirzus to release 
US, ON account of the mob. All Greek of- 
ficials, your Majesty, are afraid of the mob, 


. #nd there is little real government in Greece, 


being a general shirking of responsi- 
bility on the part of Greek officials. The 
Greek Admiral wished to hand us over to 


the civil authorities “at Volo, but when I 


Tefused he had to telegraph to Athens for 
instructions.” 


His Majesty Is Amused. 
His Majesty seemed to quite appreciate

of state always make a salaam very. low 
down on entering or leaving the imperial 
presence. Each time, even in course of 
conversation, an official is addressed by his 
Majesty, or addresses him, the salaam is re- 
peated. .Thus Munir salaamed after every 
sentence he translated for his Majesty in 
conversation with us. 
Broaches the Subject of Peace. 

I then broached the subject of peace, 
strongly urging the importance both to Tur- 
key and Greece of bringing the war to a 
speedy, honorable termination. 

“Greece and Turkey, your Majesty,” I 
said, ““should be friends, not enemies, as 
they have common and formidable foes. A 
continuance of war will only enfeeble both 
and benefit the Slavs.”’ 

** But, sir,”’ answered the Sultan, svith' a 
deprecatory wave of his hands and a faint 
shrug of the shoulders, ‘‘ we did not begin 
the war. Greece ought to have thought of 
these things before rashly plunging into hos- 
tilities without provocation.”’ 

“That,” said I, ‘‘is perfectly true, and 
even the King of Greece, in conversation 
with me, admitted, your Majesty, that Tur- 
key had received much provocation, but the 
Ottoman arms are now perfectly victorious; 
you have shown to the world the splendid 
courage of-your troops, also their admirable 
discipline and good conduct, and your Majes- 
ty can well afford, therefore, to display the 
magnanimity for which you are so _ dis- 
tinguished by granting terms not too hu- 
miliating to Greece.”’ 

Public Opinion in Turkey. 

‘You have said the King of Greece and 
the Greek government feared public opinion, 
but there is public opinion in Turkey also 
which has to be reckoned with. Turkish 
feeling demands that the Ottoman empire 
should not be thus wantonly forced to make 
heavy sacrifices with impunity.” 

His Majesty said this with decision and 
almost animation of tone. 

**IT agree with your Majesty,’ I said, “* but 
I consider it would be a great pity if more 
blood and treasure are expended, for Tur- 
key has more powerful foes than Greece. 
These foes would be only too glad to see 
the war continued, in order that the two 
only anti-Slav powers of Southeastern Eu- 
rope might weaken each other. Turkey 
may reasonably demand considerable in- 


demnity in order to cover : avy ex- 
penses: of a. war whic eece has pro- 
voked.”’ 


This clearly gratified his Majesty, but he 
refrained from expressing any opinion on 
my next suggestion, that Turkey might 
cede Crete to Greece in exchange for Thes- 
saly and anindemnity. I said: 


Mussulmans in Crete. 

**Crete, under autonomy, would be prac- 
tically useless to Turkey, and if ample guar- 
antees were given for the protection of any 
good government for the Mussulmans the 
cession of Crete might be a relief rather 
than a loss to Turkey.”’ 

His Majesty replied: ‘“‘ But Cretan Mus- 
sulmans have been very cruelly and unjustly 
treated, on which account: there is bitter 
indignation throughout my dominions.”’ 

This I also subsequently heard from other 
sources. When some 300 orphaned Mussul- 
man children, whose parents had been mur- 
dered by Cretan Christian insurgents, re- 
cently arrived in Constantinople there was 
keen competition among the leading Mussul- 
man families for the honor of taking charge 
of these unfortunate children. I said: * 

‘*T think, your Majesty, Turkey is plainly 
entitled in any case to sucha rectification of 
Thessalian frontier as would secure her 
from future attacks on the part of Greece. 
There is no likelihood of Turkey attacking 
Greece, but it is by no means improbable 
that Greece might again attack Turkey. 
When the Ottoman Empire ts in peril Turkey 
should certainly hold the passes and line 
hills, of which Milouna is the center, as 
security against further aggression.” 

His Majesty assented to this by a nod of 
approval when it was interpreted to him, 
and asked: ‘‘ What do you think the Greek 
Government would say to such a proposal?’ 

I replied: ‘’I think it would be difficult 
but not impossible for the Greek Govern- 
ment to accept.”’ 

Situation at Athens. 

The Sultan, then changing the topic, asked 
with evident interest: ‘‘ How do the Greeks 
and royal family stand with their subjects? 
There have been reports of threatened rev- 
clution at Athens.” 

I answered: ‘‘ The position of the Greek 
dynasty is less critical than it was ten days 
ego. The fall of Delyannis, whose vanity 
and weakness largely caused the war, had 
improved the position at Athens, as M. 
Etalli is a man of more courage and common 
sense than his predecessor. The new Greek 
ministry has seized all documents of the 
Ethnike Hetaira, and the Greek press ‘ 


now denouncing that secret society, which 


was formerly omnipotent in Greece.”’ . 


I then added: 

‘Tl implore your Majesty to secure an 
carly conclusion of the war and effect a 
close alliance with Greece under English 
auspices. The King had always before the 
war expressed himself favorable to such an 
olliance, and it is better for both that you 
should be friends. The King and govern- 
ment of Greece are both anxious for an 
honorable peace.”’ 

The Sultan replied: “‘ Though the fault 
lies with Greece for what lias happened, I 
too would rejoice to see peace reéstablished 
between us.”’ 

Sir Philip Currie. 

I added: “A magnanimous treatment of 
Greece by your Majesty would have an ex- 
cellent effect upon English public opinion, 
which has been so unhappily estranged from 
Turkey during the last two years. Already 
public feeling in England its improving 
towards’ your Majesty's country, owing to 
the favorable impression created by the 
courage of the Turkish soldiers, their dis- 
cipline, and self-restraint.”” — 

His Majesty answered: “I deeply deplore 
hostile feeling in England and would do a 
great deal to restore the old friendship, but 
unfortunately the conduct of the British Am- 


bassador here has been a ereat obstacle in 
the way of a good understanding.” 

I replied: “I agree with your Majesty. Sir 
Philip Currie has committed most lament- 
able mistakes, which have caused much 
mischief, both to Turkey and England, but I 
hope England and British interests will not 
be permanently prejudiced by errors of the 
Minister.’’ 


“A Friend of Peace.” 

Several other subjects of interest were 
discussed, but I prefer not to mention de- 
tails which might prove embarrassing in 
peace negotiations. I am satisfied the Sul- 
tan is a true friend of peace, and that-the 
final d@mands of Turkey will be very mod- 
erate. With a shrewd commercial people 
like the Greeks it is necessary not to be 
too easy at first, otherwise terms would be 
excessively reduced. 

The interview with the Sultan, which had 
been of exceptional duration, then ended, 
the Sultan parting with me in the most 
cordial way. He showed by his manner 
that he was much pleased at the interchange 
of views. We left with Munir Pasha, who 
saw us to the entrance of the kiosk, and 
we returned to our hotel. 

As for the abolition of Greek capitulations, 
the Turkish demands, I believe, are entirely 
sound and just. Capitulations are the curse 
of Turkey. Under them all the scum of the

Promise of Irish Reforms. 

The promise of reform in county govern- 
ment in Ireland next year made by 
Arthur Balfour in behalf of the 
Unionist Cabinet last night in the 
House of Commons is the most impor- 
tant, most unexpected ministerial an- 
nouncement made in connection with Ire- 
land since Gladstone announced his conver- 
sion to home rule in 1885. 

The details of the new scheme were not 


/ revealed, but Mr. Balfour said the object is 
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than is Mr. Dillon, who preserves an inde- 
pencent position. 

‘The inner history of this promised reform 
is most singular, and proves that its origin 
was not in any spontaneous desire of the 
Unionist government to benefit Ireland, 
but that it sprang from efforts to extricate 
itself from a troublesome financial difi- 
eulty. 

T.ast session an act was passed for En- 
gland relieving English tenants of the pay- 
ment of half their rates by giving sub- 
vention to, that amount from the imperial 
exchequer. Ireland, though her claims to 
this relief were stronger than England's, 
R0t only 11 per cent of relief compared with 
England. 

The grievance was submitted to the House 
of Commons by the Nationalists two weeks 
ago, supported for the first time on record 
by the entire strength of the. Irish party. 
The government had no answer to make, 
and it was tacitly admitted on all sides that 
it must give Ireland her full share under 
the -bill—in other words, £700,000 a year In- 
stead of £150,000. But the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer had. made up his budget and 
this money could not be provided this year 
without dislocating all his arrangements. 

In this dilemma Mr. Chamberlain went 
to the rescue of his colleagues with an in- 
genious proposal that the grant of money 
be deferred until the new county authori- 
ties are set up in Irel..nd by a bill to be 
promised for the next session, arguing that 
ireland would be reconciled to wait for the 
money another year in consideration of 
the reform of county government dependent 
upon it. Mr. Chamberlain's astuteness has 
teen amply justified by the result. 


Labouchere Fares Badly. 

Henry Labouchere has fared very badly 
in connection with the parliamentary com- 
mittee of inquiry into the Jameson raid. 
He has been all along a fearless assailant 
of the Rhodesian party, accusing them re- 
peatedly in Truth of being actuated not by 
imperialist motives but by cupidity and un- 
scrupulous stock manipulation. Last week 
he wrote a letter reiterating the accusation 
in the Paris Gaulois. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the committee 
Mr. Harris, the secretary of the Chartered 
company, gave Mr. Labouchere the lie di- 
rect, and at first refused to answer any 
question he asked until he withdrew his 
charges or substantiated them by evidence. 

The majority of the committee, notorious- 
ly Rhodesian, thereupon.took the unprece- 
dented course of condemning Mr. Labou- 
chere and calling upon him to retract the 
charges or prove them. The latter it is 
feared he cannot do, as he has been some- 
what reckless in asserting things which 
most people believe to be true, but of which 
legal and specific proof perhaps cannot be 
adduced. Mr. Labouchere has thus given 
the Rhodesian party an opportunity at 
which they have grasped, of adopting an 
attitude of injured innocence, and has made 
their practical exoneration by the partisan 
majority of the committee easier than be- 
fore. 

It is not believed, either, that guilty fore- 
knowledge of the raid'can be fastened upon 
Mr. Chamberlain, for, although there is the 
strongest possible evidence, afforded by ca- 
blegrams and personal communications, 
that he could not have been ignorant of 
what was afoot, still positive proof of com- 
plicity is lacking. He is now working hard 
to secure an amicable settlement with Mr. 
Kruger, for if that is effected the raid and 
all connected with it will lose interest, and 
the general disposition will be to let bygones 
hbo.

Ultimate Terms of Peace.

2. Rectification of the Thessalian 
frontier so as to give Turkey com- 
plete control of the main passes. 

3. Whole or partial abolition of 
Greek capitulations. 

Itisa painful, menacing fact that English 
influence at Constantinople is now at the 
lowest ebb. Germany has supplanted En- 
gland comniercially in Turkey and Russia 
has supplanted England politically. 

While the people in England have been 
fuming and raging against everything Turk- 
ish, thereby benefiting no interest, least of 
all Armenians, Germany has been steadily 
and wisely befriending Turkey, thereby win- 
ning not only the gratitude of the Turkish 
‘sovereign and people, but also the most 
substantial commercial privileges and poiit- 
ical influence of great value. 


Loss of British Influence. 


This distressing loss of British influence, 
only recently so potent at the Porte, is 
largely due to the blunders of the“present 
British Ambassador, whose autocratic 
nature and intemperate language have com- 
pletely estranged the Turkish government 
and greatly irritated the Sultan. 

Sir Philip Currie is a bureaucrat. not a 
diplomat. His tenure of office at Constanti- 
nople has been most destructive, both to 
British and humanitarian interests, and has 
greatly aggrandized enemies to England. 
His open antagonism and violent atrocity 
agitation in England have driven the Sultan 
and people more and more into the arms 
of Russia. This increase in Russian infiu- 
ence has. been accepted with great reluct- 
ance by the majority of intelligent Turks. 
They are justly very suspicious of Russia, 
for they know that the goal of Russian am- 
bition is Constantinople and the straits, and 
that Russian friendship for them is limited 
and false, the Russian policy being to en- 
courage every Kind of abuse, trouble, and 
revolt in Turkey in order that the Ottoman

The Prince has done nothing of late years 
more calculated to enhance his popularity 
with his own people than his frank display 
of hostility to the Kaiser.

An ad- 
vertisement in the Times today offers a re- 
ward of £500 for the recovery of a diamond 
and emerald bracelet with the Spariish.coat- 
of-arms medallion and “ Carlos’ engraved 
on the obverse. It is alleged to have been 
lost either at Daly’s Theater on Tuesday 
night or between there and Hotel Cecil in 
the Strand. The loser turns out, on inquiry, 
to be a very beautiful young Spanish woman 
who arrived in London only a few days be- 
fore, accompanied by a duenna, putting up 
at the Hotel Cecil for the jubilee.

London, May 22.—[Copyright, 1897.]—The 
curtain rose yesterday on the prologue, in 
two scenes, to the jubilee melodrama. The 
Queen entered in triumph at Sheffield upon 
her royal progress, which will end a month 
hence in London, and Mr. Balfour appeared 
suddenly at Westminster in the part of Lady 
Bountiful, rich in promises to Ireland. The 
one scene had been fully rehearsed and 
every detail had been prearranged and de- 
scribed in advance; the other scene was a 
surprise, since it revealed the Unionist pol- 
icy, which will be substituted next year for 
Mr. Gladstone’s home rule scheme. 

While the Queen by her presence in York- 
shire was bringing herself into touch with 
the industrial forces which have trans- 
formed England during her reign into the 
world’s busiest workshop, the leader of the 
Commons was foreshadowing the next 
year’s Queen's speech and a fegislative ses- 
sion devoted to a comprehensive measure of 
local government reform for Ireland, 

Epoch-Making Speech. 

What may prove to be an epoch-making 
speech was délivered at the closing of the 
question hour in Mr. Balfour’s listless, halt~ 
ing manner, with occasional spasms of en- 
ergy. He had come from Westminster 
Abbey, where, as a Scotchman, he had paid 
tribute to the genius of Sir Walter Scott, 
and before he had fairly regained breath 
he was threading the Irish bog, where En- 
glish statesmen have been floundering and 
biundering for generations. He, however, 
was on solid ground, and never faltered, ex- 
cept to remodel his sentences midway, after 
the English fashion. The government’s 
refusal to extend the benefits of the rating 
act to Ireland had created a bad impression, 
because it involved a discrimination against 
the island which could not be logically justi- 
fied. Mr. Balfour transformed this refusal 
into a statesmanlike concessfon. He has 
promised to give money next year in a large 
subvention by which the landlords will be 
relieved of half the poor rates and the ten- 
ants of half the county cess, with a money 
grant from the imperial Treasury. 
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of local government upon a popular elective 
basis. Both these measures are promised 
for the next session, and all the Irish bilis 
now pending are withdrawn. Mr. Chamber- 
lain undoubtedly is the real author of this 
policy, as he is also responsible for the 
conversion of the employers’.

Lord Salisbury cares for nothing except 
the intricacies of European diplomacy, and 
Mr. Balfour is half the time asleep in the 
Commons, and longing for a holiday for 
golf. Mr. Chamberlain is always wide- 
awake and deeply interested in politics. He 
is the master genius of the present govern- 
ment through his practical talent for fram- 
ing measures and directing policies by 
which the opposition may be disarmed. The 
government's success in adopting a unil- 
versal principle of compensation for acci- 
dents at employers’ expense to the require- 
ments of working England is now followed 
by a sudden proclamation of Irish legisla- 
tion, which is hailed with delight by the 
Nationalist leaders, and meets with little 
criticism in any quarter. 

Intolerance of the Emperor. 

A remarkabie contrast to the flexibility 
and common sense of the Unionist Govern- 
ment of England is offered by the German 
Emperor’s intolerance in dealing with the 
Public Opinion committee in the Prussian.

HOLD LAMBETH CONFERENCE IN JULY 
Nine Years Since the Last Internation- 
al Meeting of Prelates of Anglican 
Churches—The Program. 


American Bishops of the Episcopal 
Church, in answer to an invitation from the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, are preparing to 
sail for England to attend the fourth con- 
ference of the prelates of Anglican churches, 
to be held at Lambeth, in July. It is nine 
years since the last conference was held. 
The council convenes at the call of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, there being no stated 
time for holding it. The conference has no 
stated object other than the discussion of 
questions of great import to the church and 
of matters affecting humanity in general. 
International arbitration and the unem- 
ployed are two of the subjects set down for 
debate. Decisions reached in the conference 
will be given to the world in the form of reso- 
lutions. 

Probably 300 Bishops from English-speak- 
ing communities the world over will attend. 
The United States will be represented by 
half of its Episcopal Bishops, and Illinois 
will surely have two representatives in the 
body. It is not certain that Bishop Mc- 
Laren of Chicago will go, but Bishops*Sey- 
mour and Hale of the Dioceses of Spring- 
field and Cairo respectively have signified 
their intention of accepting the invitation. 

The questions to be discussed in the con- 
ference, which opens in the Church House, 
Lambeth, on July 5, include matters of 
world-wide interest. The first two days will 
be occupied with discussions of purely 
church matters. The opening day will be 
given up to the address of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and the question of ‘* Organiza- 
tion of the Anglican Communion.” This 
subject will be subdivided, and includes 
talks upon the advisability of a central con- 
sultative body, a tribunal of reference; the 
relation of metropolitans and primates in 
the colonies and elsewhere to the See of 
Canterbury, and the functions of the con- 
ference. The day's speakers will be the 
Bishops of Brechin, Cape Town, Jamaica, 
Long Island, Manchester, Pennsylvania, 
Salisbury, and Tasmania. 

On Tuesday, July 6, ** The Relation of Re- 
ligious Communities within the Church to 
the Episcopate'’’ will be discussed by the 
Bishops of Oxford, Bloemfontein, Fond du 
Lac, and Wakefield. In the afternoon the 
Bishops of Adelaide, Durham, and Michigan 
will present the subject The Critical Study 
of Holy Scripture.” “Foreign Missions ” 
is the program for Wednesday, and the Bish- 
ops of Ark » Columbe, New Castle, 
South Tokyo, and.Stepney will handle the 
subject. The Archbishop of Dublin and the 
Bishops of Albany and Gibraltar will occupy 
the attention of the body in the afternoon 
with the subject ‘‘ Reformation Movements 
in Europe and Elsewhere."’ . 

The subject of church unity in its relation 
to the churches of the East, the Latin com- 
munion, and to other Christian bodies, will 
occupy the morning of Thursday. The Arch- 
bishop of Armagh and the Bishops of Pitts- 
burg, Jerusalem, and London will deal with 


‘the subject. “ International Arbitration ’’ is 


to be discussed on the afternoon of the same 
day, to be debated by the Bishops of Cal- 
cutta, New Jersey, New York, and Ripon. 
The unemployed and other industrial prob- 
lems will be discufsed on Friday. The 
Speakers on this subject will be the Bishops 
of Central New York, Christ Church (New 
Zealand), Hereford, and Washington. A 
discussion of the Book of Common Prayer, 
in which the Bishops of Springfield, Cork, 
Edinburg, and Ely will figure, will end 
Friday's program.

CIVIL, SERVICE COMMISSION GIVES 
id HARRISON ITS FINDING. 


Sustains the Thornton View, and Even 
Goes Beyond It, Save in the Cases 
of Police Captains, City Architect, 
Custodiam of Stolen Property, and 
City Purchasing Agent — Three 
Novel Positions KEgempted — Citi- 
sens Give Notice of Mandamus Suit. 


Civil Service Commissioners Kraus, Wins- 
ton, and Washburne yesterday gave out 
this long-awaited opinion regarding the 
' BCOpe and meaning of the civil service law. 

With the exception of the Captains of 
police, city .architect, custodian of stolen 
property, and city purchasing agent it is 
practically an indorsement of the former 
Thornton opinion. In fact, it goes some- 
what further, as it exempts from the opera- 
tion of the law three positions which Mr. 
Thornton held were in the classified service. 

As to a number of the positions which Mr. 
Thornton held to be exempt the commis- 
sioners express themselves as being in 
doubt, but as they decide to give the Mayor 
the benefit of the doubt and allow him to 
fill the’ vacancies named the practical ef- 
fect is a following of the Thornton opinion. 


Sait in Mandamus Brought. 


In the meantime, a suit in mandamus has 
been brought in the Supreme Court by Ed- 
win Burritt Smith and Murry Nelson Jr.,as 
attorneys for the Citizens’ Association, and 
on the relation of Attorney-General Aiken, 
by which the law will be tested thoroughly, 
and the Thornton opinion with one of the 
present Civil Service Commissioners passed 
upon.

Points in the Decision. 
’ The decision -of the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners in full is as follows: 

“Chicago, Ill., May 22, 1897%.—The Hon: 
Carter Hi. Hatrison, Mayor of Chicago— 
Dear Sir: You requested. us to decide 
whether or not the officials mentioned in 
the opinion of Charles 8. Thornton, Esq., 
Corporation Counsel, of April 19, 1807, belong 
to the classified service: also for a ruling as 
to the following officials. . 

“City Architect, Purchasing Agent, Su- 
_perintendent of Pipe Extension, Superin- 
tendent of Lridges. Assessor of Water Of- 
fice, Custodian of Stolen Property, and ten 
medical inspectors; and also what other 
officers, if any, should be treated as not be- 
longing to the classified list. 

“ We have carefully examined the statute, 
the rules adopted by our predecessors in of- 
fice, as well as the records of this depart- 
ment, and find that our predecessors faiied 
to adopt a rule classifying the officers and 
places of employment of the City of Chi- 
cago, probably for the reason that they con- 
sidered an’ expression of their views based 
on the opinion given by Cofporation Counsel 
Beale sufficient for temporary purposes. 
classification to be changed from time to 
time as experience might dictate. 


Not a Permanent Classification. 
_ “The offices which our, predecessors con- 
sidered to be in the classified service. with- 
out formally declaring them to be so, can 
te found on pages &7 to W& of the second 
annual report of this commission, under the 
heading *‘ Appendix K.’ It does not appear 
under what resolution said appendix was 
adopted by the conimission, if it ever was 
adopted. However, the classification was 
nat intended to be of.a permanent character, 
as can Be clearly seen from the caption pre- 
ceding the list of officers purpofting to be 
in said.service. The caption reads as fol- 


ion on Sept. 3, 1896, and that under said opin- 
ion we would be justified in holding said 
inspectors not in the classified service. 


Beale’s Opinion Is Cited. 

* We are not, however, seeking for justi- 
fication, and cannot accept the opinion of any 
attorney, no matter how learned in the law 
he may be, as binding upon us. A synopsis 
of Mr. Beale’s opinion can be found on page 
$1 of the report previously referred to. He 
held that * Persons having independent vo- 
cations outside of their city employment, 
and who are merly performing special and 
transitory service to the city, incidental to 
their rezular work, are not to be regarded as 
under the civil service law.’ 


Their Employment Isn’t Transitory. 

“It is claimed that each of the medical in- 
spectors has his private practice, more or 
less extensive, and that their service to 
the city is only incidental to their regular 
work. If that be true they should at once 
be discherged. Dr. Reynolds informs us 
that the medical inspectors should be on 
duty for the city eight hours each day an: 
hold themselves in readiness to be called 
on at any time during the other sixteen 
hours each day. ‘It seems to us that that 
ought to be sufficient to satisfy the ambition 
of any man who seeks steady employment, 
and, even were we inclined to follow Mr. 
Beale’s opinion, it would require a great 
stretch of our imagination to hold that the 
duties of those inspectors tothe city were to 
merely perform ‘special and transitory 
service.’ 

Reynolds on Inspectors’ Duties, 

‘The Commissioner of Health, in his re- 
port to us, in speaking of the duties of such 
inspectors, says: 

‘“*The function, of the Department of 
Health is the prevention, not the cure of 
disease, and it is essential that its medical 
officers be skilled in the prompt recognition 
of disease causes and the modes of combat- 
ing and preventing them. They should be 
experts in the diagnosis of the contagious 
and infectious diseases, since they are called 
on oftan by the.family physician for their 
supposed special skill to decide whether a 
given eruption be smallpox or some harm- 
less affection, and on their experience, 
knowledge, sound judgment, and executive 
ability frequently depend whether the com- 
munity -shall suffer or be spared a de- 
structive epidemic. it is of daily occurrence 
with the inspector to have to decide whether 
a child shall be sent home from school or 
department store or factory on account of 
some throat symptoms which may indicate 
diphtheria on the one hand or some non- 
contagious ailment on the other. To do this 
he must be competent to make a bacterio- 
logic examination promptly and be familiar 
with the modes of propagation of this and 
similar diseases and the measures to be en- 
forced for the preventing or limiting their 
spread. : 


‘** The examination should be of such a 


character as to elivit the applicant's qualifi- 
; cations on these and Kindred lines of prac- 
| tical preventive medicine and sanitation. It 
| is of minor importance to the Health De- 


partment that he be skillful in surgery or 
sg ynecology or internal medicine.’ 


Doctors Are Not Exempted. 


“The law does not exempt doctors from 
the classified list, and in this, the law is wise.

Principal Departments Are Named, 

** We tind no difficulty in passing upon the 
question as to what are principal depart- 
ments in the service of this city, as the ordi- 
nances of the city provide for such de- 
partments. They are the Departments of 
Public Works, Buildings, Fire, Health, and 
Police. The question, who are the heads 
of ihese departments, is one of some diffi- 
culty. Sec. 1,042 of the revised ordinances 
of 1890 provide that the Secretary of the 
Commissioner of Public Works, the City En- 
gineer, Superintendent of Streets, the Super- 
intendent of Water, the Superintendent of 
Sewerage, the Superintendent of Special As- 
sessments, and the Superintendent of Maps 
may, with the consent of the commissioner, 
appoint and remove all employés in their 
respective departments. 

Specifies Who Are the Heads. 

‘* There are under each of the said officers 
a number of employés. The officers named 
in said section had the power, before the 
civil service law wus enacted, to hire and 
discharge every employé under them, sub- 
ject only to the consent of the commissioner. 
lf a person in charge of a department or

Changes Wrought by Time. 

‘‘At the time when said ordinances were 
enacted the city was barely one-quarter in 
size and population of what it nowis. The 
officers enumerated in the ordinances were 
able to siperintend all of the work necessary 
to be performed for the .city.. As the city 
grew it was found a physical impossibility 
for said officials to superintend all of the 
work, and new offices were created for the 
purpose of dividing the superintendence of 
work to be performed by the city officials 


' {nto different departments. Some, if not 


nearly all, of the officers last above men- 
were not known and did not exist at 
the time the ordinances creating the depart- 
ments were enacted, and some of such offi- 
cials have today more men under their su- 
pervision than the chief of the department 
had at the time the ordinance was enacted. 


Mayor Gets the Benefit. 

“Those positions are but few in number 
in comparison to the number of- persons 
who come under the civil service law—about 
one-eighth of .1 per cent. Those positions 
ought to be filled by persons who have ex- 
ecutive ability, and we believe it will be 
conceded by all fair-minded men, if there is 
any doubt in our minds, as there really is, 
whether or not they should be taken out of 


the classified service; that, under all cir- 


cumstances, the Mayor should be given the 
benefit of the doubt, and the power be given 
him to fill those positions by persons of his 
selection, as he is held responsible for their 
action, 

Day of * Pulls ” Is Over. 

‘‘ We are also of opinion that it will not 
endanger the aims and objects of the civil 
service law to allow those places to be filled 
by the Mayor. The main object of the law. 
in our opinion, is that the great army of 
city employés, numbering ten thousand or 
more, With whom . heretofore politicians 
played fast and loose, should come under 
the protection of the law, so as to make 
their positions secure in spite of changing 
administrations; that each man should be 
able to feel that he holds his position owing 
to his own merits and ability only: that the 
time of political pulls has ceased; that the 
way to promotion is open only to him who 
is industrious, capable, and deserving; and 
that every employé should feel that his 
whole efforts must be to give the public 
faithful service. 

* We find that the City Architect is sub- 
ject to the direct orders of the City Engl- 
neer. We cannot find any reason to hold 
that he is the head of a d@partment. 

Three in Classified Service. 

“If we had the making of the law we 
would make the office of Purchasing Agent 
suoject to the confirmation of the Council 
and take the bridgetenders out of the class 
requiring confirmation. The office of Pur- 
chasing Agent certainly ought to be in dig- 
nity a higher one than the office of bridge- 
tender. 1t requires higher skill and judg- 
tment, and should be filled by a thoroughly 
honest and capable man, but we have noth- 
ing to do with the making of the laws, and 
can see no way in which the Purchasing 
Agent can be declared the head of a de- 
partment. 

* The custodian of stolen property belongs 
to the Police Department. He surely can- 
not be held the head of a department, un- 
less it be held that he is the entire depart- 
ment. We therefore rule that the last three 
named officials belong to the classified sery- 
ice. 

Rule on Police Captains. 

“It is urged with considerable force that 
Captains of Police are heads of a depart- 
ment, the main argument being based upon 
the following ordinance of the City pf Chi- 
cago: Sec. 1,228, Revised Ordinances of 
18Sv0, provides: 

‘** There is hereby established an execu- 
tive department of the municipal govern- 
ment of the City of Chicago which shall be 
known as the Department of Police, and 
shall embrace the Superintendent of Police 
and secretary to said Superintendent, one 
Captain for each police district, and such 
number of Lieutenants, detectives, ser- 
geants, and police patrolmen as has been 
or may be prescribed by ordinance.’ | 

“There is no doubt that the Common 
Council has the power to create a depart- 
ment of the municipal government and pre- 
scribe who shall be the head or heads of 
such department, but we cannot allow the 
claim that by said ordina#ice Police Cap- 
tains were intended to be*declared by the 
Council as heads of that department. Were 
we to allow that claim the logical conclusion 
would be that we would aiso have to allow 
the Lieutenants, detectives, and sergeants 
to be heads of departments, and, in fact, 
every police patrolman, under that con- 
struction, might become one of the heads 
of the department. 

Reason for the Finding. 

** Had the Common Council stopped after 
the words ‘One Captain of police for each 
police district,’ the argument that the Coun- 
cil intended to create themni as heads of the 
Police Department would be of great force, 
but the Council did not stop there: it includ- 
ed in said paragraph words which would in- 
clude every patrolman in the City of Chi- 
cago, and we cannot for one moment believe 
that the Council intended to pass an ordi- 


| nance under which every employé in a de- 


partment shculd be treated as one of the 
heads of the department. We therefore 
hold that Captains and all officers of lower 
grade belong to the classified service. 

“ This is the first time that the administra- 
tion of civil service law has been put toa 
real test. The friends of the law look to this 
board to maintain it. The spoilsman and the 
officeseeker are clamoring to break it down. 
If it stands the test now it will be upheld 
hereafter.

“ We believe the opinion we have this day

‘We believe the Supreme Court will sus- 
tain us. But if it does not all the City Coun- 
cil need do is to create new departments by 
ordinance, and declare those officials as 
heads of executive departments. It is safe 
to assume that if the Council once starts to 
create new departments it will create enough 
of them to make our heads swim.” " 

Mayor Harrison said: 

‘““} believe friends of civil service would 
do well to let the matter of a test suit drop. 
The Citizens’ association will keep at this 
thing until the constitutionality of the civil 
service law is questioned. I know one prom- 
inent attorney who would be glad to argue 
against the constitutionality ofthe law now. 

‘*My advice to the alleged reformers is if 
they want to see the law upheld they had 
better let it alone.”

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“We are of the opinion that a time has 
arrived to adopt a rule giving it the force 
of law, classifying the entire service, there- 
by avoiding the necessity of ascertaining 
from day to day, or week to week, what 
positions belong to the classified service.

What 
is meant by ‘heads of a principal depart- 
ment’ has been discussed by Mr. Thorn- 
ton in a clear and logical manner. In our 
opinion it would be contrary to all known 
principles of legal construction for any tri- 
bunal te declare that when the Legislature 
rruvided to exclude ‘ heads of any principal 
department’ to say that under all circum- 
Stances that meant one head only. That 
when the Legislature said ‘heads’ they 
. meant heads and not head is such a plain 
oop egg as not to require any discus- 
sion.

BUGLERS TO LEAD THE PARADE.

Every Cycling Organization in the 
City with the Exception of Four 
Promises to Be Represented in the 
Line—Wheelmen ‘Not Belonging to 
Clubs Are Invited to Fall In Behind 
the Lenders—Some of the Striking 
Costumes to Be Worn. 


Led by the Mayor and a score of pedal- 
ing buglers thousands of wheelmen will 
If the sun comes 
out with promise of good weather and the 
wild west wind does not discourage the 
less brave with clouds of dust, the sight 
will be unprecedented. 

Almost all the cycling organizations in the 
city will be in line and riders in faroff Evans- 
ton and Austin will have to rise early that 
they may pedal down to Thirty-fifth street 
in time. 

But four organizations have said they 
would not enter with the other wheelmen in 
today’s pageant. The Y. M. C. A. has found 
the sacred character of the day an ob- 
jection. The Illinois, ASolus, and Wood- 
lawn clubs discussed the question of join- 
ing in for some time, but finally decided to 
stay out. Their reasons, as given out, are 
that the day of the union run is past and all 
attempts to make an event of it, now that 
the possession of wheels is universal, is 
childish. 


Invitation to All Riders. 


The run will not lose in numbers by these 
desertions. The Associated Cycling Clubs 
gave out a broad invitation this year and 
for the first time riders belonging to no club 
will fall into line. They will come into the 
procession immediately behind the clubs 
and it is not at all unlikely they may out- 
‘number the attached riders. Mayor Har- 
rison, who is a member of the Lincoln Cy- 
cling club, and, in common with most of that 


. organization, wears a long string of century 


bars, will lead the wheelmen when they 
leave the corner of Grand boulevard and 
Thirty-fifth street. He will come down 


from his North Side home with the Lincoln 


club, but when the start is reached he will 
be taken in charge by the First Regiment. 
Some yards behind the platoon of cyclist 
policemen who are to clear the way for the 
line, the Mayor will ride in state. Behind 


-him the bugle corps of the soldiers will 


ride, making the pulses of the riders quick- 
en now and then with martial airs. 

Last year the First Regiment had just 
been refused admission to the A. C. C. be- 
fore the annual run came off, and conse- 
quently it could not ride with the rest. Its 
riders were determined to have a run of 
their own, however, so they lined up at the 
armory and filed down Michigan avenue as 
the union run was coming up. No one who 
saw them in their trim suits can forget how 
they pedaled by with soldierly precision, 
their eyes fixed severely “‘ front’ and nota 
movement in the whole line showing that 
they were aware of the proximity of other 
wheelmen. 

Pirst Regiment in Place of Moner. 


This year the rejected have been given the 


> place of honor. In full uniform they will tol- 


low their bugle corps, the first club in line. 
Much space will be given tnem, for they 
intend to show off the pretty and novel evolu- 
tions of a troop of “ cycle cavalry.”’ 

Then will come the rest of the clubs, thirty- 
eight or forty innumber. Someof them will 
appear in the every-day riding costume cf 
the individual members, but many have their 
club uwhiforms and will make a pretty sight. 
Most striking of all will be the Viking club, 
whose members will appear in dazzling white 
duck, starched and polished. Their jaunty 
sallor caps and their spotiess yachting shoes. 
intensify the picture of sea life that their 
name conveys. 

No club will turn out a larger number of 
men, than the Morse Cycling club. Twv 


hundred and fifty men, who listen to the tick- 


ing of telegraphic instruments for their 
livelihood, will work their pedals up and 
down as long as the procession moves. The 
World expects to have a large delegation in 
line also. | 


Red Cross Corps to Be in Line. 


One of the innovations of this run will be 
the presence of the officers of the Red Cross 
Bicycle Corps. Ten or a dozen of them have 
their place in line. The bright red crosses 
on their arms and the banner which they 
carry have never before been seen at a cy- 
cling event in Chicago. As there is no ex- 
pectation that any accident can occur at the 


‘low rate of speed at which the procession 


will move, the ambulances and privates of 
the corps will not be in attendance. 
Much as the wearing of uniforms and 
cycling costumes is urged by the committee 
in chargé no quarter will be allowed to fancy 
or character costumes.

CELLULOID FOR BICYCLE  FINjSH. 


Chicago Man Patents a Preparation to 
Rival Enamel and Other Pol- 
ished Surfaces. 


A new finish for bicycle frames has been 
patented: by a Chicago man which bids fair 
to be popular. It is already applied to a 
great many of the new machines now on the 
market, and is applicable to any machine, 
new or old, and is far ahead of enameling. 

Celluloid is the substance. For use ona 
wheel it is made by taking sheet celluloid 
and cutting, molding, and forming it into 
the proper shapes to fit any part of the 
frame or fork. As to durability, it is far 
ahead of enamel, because it will not chip 
o and scratches do not show unless severe, 
in which case burnishing will make them 
disappear. It is the easiest of materials to 
clean, retains its luster, and the beauty of 
finish is beyend comparison. 

This casing can be obtained in any color 
or combination of colors and shades, either 
transparent or opaque. The prettiest of the 
plain colors are the opaque, white, nelio- 
trope, green, or blue, but the red is having 
the zreatest demand. As the casing is casi- 
ly fitted to the frame it can easily be 
changed, so that when the fad for red is 
over another casing can be applied. The 
imitation tortoise shell is one of the hand- 
somest casings, while the variegated com- 


‘Dbinations which look like Jacob's coat of 


many colors seem to take well with the 
cyclers. 

Of course celluloid cannot be applied toa 
curving surface in sheet form, and so for 
the handle bars and wood rims the same in- 
ventor has a special fluid preparation—a 
sort of plastic celluloid—which is applied 
with a brush. This material can also be 
washed repeatedly without damage to the 
surface or marring the luster. It cannot, 
like the sheet celluloid, be furnished in 
fancy colors and variegated combinations, 
but the plain shades are said to be the best 
in either finish. 

To aid In the application of the casing a 
special celluloid putty and cement are fur- 
nished, and also a polish which not only pol- 
ishes the celluloid, but also the metal parts 
of the machine, whether of nickel, silver, or 
gold plating, and even enameled parts are 
given an extra luster. 


CROWN POINT’S VET ERAN WHEELMAN. 


Amos Edgerton, iconit| S80 Years, De- 
cides to Ride in a Decoration 
Day Road Race. 


Crown Point, Ind., May 22.—[Special. ]— 
This city can without doubt lay claim to the 
oldest bicycle racer in the Uuited States, 
and probably the whole world. This man is 
Amos Edgerton, keeper of a little corner 
grocery store, near the Pan-Handle Depot, 
and has reached the ripe old age of 80 years, 
but his age, when it comes to riding in races, 
cuts no figure with him. 

The white-haired wheelman caused a 
sensation in bicycle circles on Thursday of 
last week when he stepped into the office 
of Harry Swartz of the Crown Cycle club, 
and entered his name in the fifteen-mile road 
race, which will come off in this city on 
Decoration day, under the auspices of the 
above-named club. The manager an- 
nounced the race would be run over hard 
and rough country goads, but this did not 
worry Mr. Edgerton in the least. He will 
be given a thirty-minute handicap, and says 
with this start he will come under the wire 
in the lead or drop dead on the road in the 
attempt. 

He has gone into training, and hopes to be 
in proper trim by that day. 

The race will attract much attention over 
northern Indiana, as some of the fastest rid- 
ers of this city have entered, and will do 
their best fo do up the aged racer. 
Many are placing money on the veterah to 
come in ahead of all. 

Despite his old age, there is probably not 
a better preserved man in the State than 
Mr. Edgerton. He is full of ginger and 
staying qualities, and for this reason many 
think he will come out victorious. 

In *49 he drove a yoke ot oxen to California 
during the gold strike, and walked the en- 
tire distance, taking several months to 
reach his destination, and on his return to 
Indiana did likewise. It may be said of 
him also that he is one of the few of ’49 
miners now living in this State.

‘NORTH SIDE,..ROADSTERS. 


LIVELY PACERS AND snotiune 
TcHAT HAVE WON REPUTATIONS. 


Dymond Park Likely to Be the Scene 
of Many Contests This Summer—Is 
Already Utilized by Trainers Who 
fiave Promising Material—Sheriff 
Pease and Others Among the Own- 
ers—Ike Shillington’s Star Trav- 


eler. 


HE road riders of the. North Side are 
handicapped in the respect of a speed- 
way, as the only one of account—that 
beginning at the upper end of Lincoln 
Park on the Lake Shore driVe and run- 

ning about one-half mile south—is closed 
with the exception of two days each week. 

Yet there are many good roadsters driven 
on the North Side and their owners have 
in hand the scheme of fitting up the old 
Dymond track at.Ravenswood, which here- 
after will be known as the North Side Gen- 
tlemen’s Driving Park. This half mile track 
is located on the McAllister farm, a tract of 
land embracing 450 acres, which lies north- 
west of the City Hall, from which it is 
distant some six and one-half miles. This is 
the property upon which two years ago an 
option was gained by C. T. Yerkes, and 
thereupon became the object of curiosity 
as to the likelihood of the North Side hav- 
ing a race track for the thoroughbreds. 

There is in and about Chicago no better 
spot for the location of such a course, inas- 
much as it is within one-half mile of the 
Lincoln avenue electric cars, double such 
distance from Clark street, and could readily 
be reached by both the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul and Chicago and Northwestern 
railroads. The sofl of the track now in 
existence is akin to that of the West Side 
course, upon which Johnston made his rec- 
ord of 2:06% (which, by the way, has never 
been beaten to a high-wheeled sulky), and 
as fast time is here possible as anywhere in 
the country. Mr. Dymond, who managed 
the McAllister farm and ran the race track 
for years, retired this spring to engage in 
a real estate business, and Frank Bradigan, 
a former employé of Dymond, now has 
the place in charge. ‘* Tobe ’’ Broderick has 
been taken in as a partner, and new stables 
have been built having accommodations for 
fifty horses. 

Among the animals now training at the 
track is Judge Shaw, a 5-year-old pacer, 
owned by J. Rowe: Prince Albert, pacer, 
with record of 2:34% and private irial of 
2:18, owned by George Kuhuen; Sadie Mac, 
pacer, by Sphinx, who, in 1896, reeled of a 
mile at Saginaw in 2:14. This mare is the 
property of the young trainer, Frank Sny- 
der, who is handling the horses of Rowe and 
Kuhuen. In the string of Charles Dean 
there is a mare owned by Chris Strausheimer 
named Tuty Wilkes, who last year took a 
mark of 2:12%, and it is said the owner is 
willing to match her against any mare or 
gelding owned in Chicago for $1,000 a side. 

Dean also has Hustler, a pacer owned by 
J. Eckstrom, with a record of 2:15, who won 
the Cup race last winter on the snow of the 
Sheridan drive; Trust, 2:24%; Serious, trot- 
ting record 2:19; a green 3-year-old trotter 
named See-Saw, by Electwood; Charles 
Stiles’ Electioneer horse; and the 55-year-old 
Sachem, by Malcolm Wilkes. Robert Jonn- 
stone, a young Scotchman, until this year 
**a swipe’’ for Turner, starts in as trainer 
with Mary Trueblood, pacer, record 2:30%; 
a splendid-looking 2-year-old bay pacing 
colt, by Coastman; and Robert J. Jr., a 4- 
year-old pacer by American Boy. 

W. R. Church is handling a. 83-year-old 
black gelding by Direct, owned by Kahn, a 
Stock-Yards man; a 6-year-old bay mare by 
Frank Nobles; and a 55-year-old black mare 
by Young Wilkes, both owned by “ Buck” 
McCarthy; and the 2-year-old colt, Jos. Lee, 
by Anthony W., by Onward, the proverty of 
D. H. Henneberry, who has him engaged in 
stakes to. the value of $15,000. ‘“* Tobe’”’ 
Broderick has in charge for Fred A. Busse, 
a member of the House, Daisy W., a grand 
specimen of trotting roadster, expected to 
trot this year better than 2:20, and Joe K.,a 
big rangy 16.2 sorrel 4-year-old pacing colt, 
half brother to the great Johnston. *‘ Tobe ”’ 
also has Mr. Eckenberg's 3-year-old green 
pacer. 

Trainer Duffy has a 8-year-old Hamble- 
tonian Wilkes filly, owned by Wilson, the 
plumber; Oscar Schrader’s Australian, a 
pacer who has worked in 2:18; Franklin G., 
owned by M. F. Levy, a pacer with record of 
2:24%, but driving out Sulphide in 2:13% at 
Milwaukee, and a 5-year-old trotter by 
Adrian Wilkes. 

All of these horses are owned by North- 
Siders. At McGarigle’s road-house may be 
seen a 2-year-old pacer named Blue Bull 
Pilot Jr., who is being developed by Mc- 
Garigle Jr., and shows considerable speed. 
T. E. Barrett with a penchant for the 
thoroughbred yet keeps .or road purposes 
Bessie King, 2:21, and Sheriff Pease is often 
seen on the Sheridan drive with a pair of 
excellent roadsters. Mr. Bower of the Rand- 
McNally company has a horse he swears by, 
and thinks as good as the next at pullinga 
top buggy. Joe Flannigan drives Prince 
Gift, pacer, 2:26; Bill Beidenweg clucks 
along a green side-wheeler named D., B.} 
John Farley rejoices over the pacing mare 
Topbsey D., 2:21; and Luke Yore goes fast 
with his green wiggler, Midnight. But the 
star roadite of the North Side is Ike Shilling- 
ton, who has kept a livery stable in Indiana 
street since 1873. 

In his care is Butcher John Childs’ fast 
pacer Black Blondin, 2:15, and Jack Leon- 
ard, pacer, with a record of 2:11. Mr. Shil- 
lirgton drove Hustler when the latter won 
the cup. Shillington was born in Belfast, 
Ireland, some fifty-three years ago and 
came Across the ocean at the age of 15 years, 
reaching Chicago in 1862. ™ 1865 as a pro- 
fessional driver he campargsned the horses 
Ripon Boy, Lady Walker, and Nebraska 
Maid. Contemporaneous with him were 
Sam Crooks of Long Island, O. W. Dimmick, 
Tom Oliver, and Bill Riley, the man thai 
drove Cooley in that memorable race on the 
old cinder track, where now is Thirty-fifth 
street, on the day when McKeever, driving 
Gen. Butler, was knocked off his sulky and 
killed. Shillington now drives on the road 
the mare Fortune Maid, by the Cass horse— 
an animal supposedly stolen from the South 
—and with this 2:30 trotter takes mighty lit- 
tle dust from anybody. _But Ike's great de- 
light is the brown yearling trotting colt 
Dick Shanks, by Doctor Hooker,. which he 
bought for $75 at the first of the Splan-New- 
gass sales. This little fellow now trots so 
well that Splan has recently offered Shiil- 
ee $50. Bor him.

Dvangelist. Dwight L. Moody evidently 
thinks well of the press. He ranks it be- 
slide the pulpit, to which, it may be sup- 
posed, he is particularly partial. In a com- 
munication to the editor of the New York 
World the great evangelist says: 

The two greatest institutions for in- 
fuencing public opinion are, I believe, the 
pulpit and the press. If they joined forces 
in behalf of righteousness they could cap- 
ture the whole country in a very short time. 

The force of public opinion is not always 
revkoned at its full weight. Where there 
is no public sentiment to uphold the ob- 
gervance ofany law it remains a dead let- 
ter. As soon as public sentiment frowns 
upon any habit or fashion it disappears. 
We have not to turn back the pages of his- 
tory very far for proof of these statements. 

Only a hundred years ago most gentle- 
men considered it an accomplishment to 
swear and drink and fight, whereas nowa- 
days they would be branded as vulgar or 
senseless. 

There are many things that affect the very 
life of a nation that all could unite upon 
for the general good if they were taken out 
of politics. There are many evils whose 
existence all good men deplore. For the 
sake of the common interests of the com- 
munity or State or nation the newspaper 
no less than the Christian church should 
be ready to lift its voice.

other way. How many such votes are in 
sight or how much confidence can be placed 
in the thoroughness of such conversions 
Chicago can guess better than New York. 
It is the contention of Wall street interests 
in Chicago Gas—and it Is probable that over 
75 per cent of the Chicago property is held 
here—that gas stock is worth all that it is 
selling for and more, on the basis of condi- 
tions wholly apart from benefits that may 
accrue to the property through consolida- 
tion. I have seen official figures in detail 
which show that consolidation would yield 
the property opportunities for economies 
equal to 1% per cent upon the gas trust's 
entire capital. Thus consolidation would be 
a big bull point upon gas stock. But the 
foremost Wall street men identified with the 
property who have the Chicago Gas books 
before them all the time insist that current 
earnings are at the rate of 7 per cent and 
better; that the 6 per cent dividend now paid 
is earned with a surplus in addition

Thus even without consolidation or the 
financial benefits thus made possible, Chi- 
cago Gas stock is, they argue, worth more 
than its present market price, They point 
out that the glut in money all over the 
country with funds going begging at 1% per 
cent Chicago Gas paying 6 per cent offers 
exceptional attractions. At its present price 
a yield of 6 per cent on par is equivalent to 
something like 7 per cent on the investment. 
Borrowing money at 2 per cent, which yields 
7, is, of course, an advantage keen-eyed 
capital may be expected to give heed to. 

Bears on Chicago Gas protest that there 
is misrepresentation as to earnings. They 
figure out that the company is earning less 
than 4 percent.

Chicago Dealings in Gas. 


Chicago transactions in Chicago Gas stock 
have largely been conducted through a Wall 
street operator recognized as an exception- 
ally brilliant manipulator, who is adroit 
and who is forceful. I have reason to be- 
lieve that many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been placed in his hands by 
Chicago associates, to be used in such trans- 
actions as he and they may together elect. 
Chicago Gas was around 8&2 when his cam- 
paign against that stock began in the Chi- 
cago interest covered under 80. Two Chi- 
cago men of prominence have been during 
this week locked up in his private office most 
of the time, in telegraph and telephone com- 
munication with other principals in Chicago. 
Carte blanche was given to swing a line 
of 50,000 shares of Chicago Gas. Such cam- 
paigning depends for its profits rather on 
rushes and skillful manipulation than on 
efforts to make sustained movements. And 
such I anticipate will be the characteristics 
of most of the transactions which are ahead 
for the Chicago account. That that account 
has so far been 80 exceptionally profitable 
will probably have the effect of making the 
market lively in spots for some time to come. 


Chicage Pool Meets Losses. 

In one partjular I have reason to believe 
the Chicago 0] has been disappointed. Its 
managers started out with plans for break- 
ing Burlington and St. Paul.

Bound to Go Lower. 


Personally I see no reason to change the 
forecast made in these dispatches weeks 
ago. The Jersey Central property is in a 
bad way, Jersey Central stock is bound to 
go far lower than it has yet gone. Its own 
bad condition weighs it down. Wall street 
bears are less effective against it than is the 
terrific handicap of its own balance sheet. 
The property has been conducted as a mys- 
tery, the truth has been hidden, and false 
prosperity has been affected, it is meeting 
now merely the approach of a corporation 
judgment day. 

It will be odd if Delaware and Hudson 
does ‘not follow Jersey Central downward. 
It won't go fast, because it is in many ways 
a different property. Nowhere are -here 
disclosed any falsifications in Delaware and 
Hudson's official reports. But around par 
the stock that does not earn the dividends 
it pays is a stock which will pay profits to 
the man who its short of It. 

We have lately been surfeited with stuff 
and nonsense of improvement taking place 
or about to take place in the anthracite 
coal trade. The actual) fact is that the coal 
trade is in a fix which hardly could be more 
discouraging. It is likelier to get worse be- 
fore it gets better. 

Large Short Interest, 

We have a big short interest in the general 
market. On account of that we see some 
strength shown in the Gould stocks. They 
are dangerous things to be long of. The av- 
erage granger- railroad stock is as equally 
dangerous to get short of. Most of the in- 
dustrials are unfortunately situated. 
Whisky trust still remains unextinguished, 
which merely leaves something for the fu- 
ture to accomplish. The leather trust is 
hard hit at Washington by the cattle trust. 
In the tobacco trust insiders are quarreling 
and at any moment may begin to sell out one 
another. All the stocks which represent 
mysteries are stocks which are perils for 
outsiders. 

Sugar trust has been strangely inactive 
during the week. Wall street sees what it 
considers as indications of new interest in 
the property upon the part of speculating 
politicians. But the professional traders of 
the Stock Exchange are inclined to wait 
for something tangible down at Washington 
before they take many new risks tn this 
particular dynamite quarter. Almost unt- 
versally Wall street believes that before 
Congress gets through the sugar trust will 
obtain all that it wants, but meanwhile 
much may happen. Pragtically every sugar 
trust insider discourages activity. 

Congressional action as to Cuba has failed 
to put any feeling of nervousness into the 
market. People who heartily sympathize 
in the policy voted for in the Senate are ap- 
prehensive that before long foreign holders 
of American securities may be made appre- 
hensive. There is no present indication of 


that. 


Look Out for Yerkes. 

Chicago. May 20.—[Editor 6f The Tribone. } 
~The victory won by the people over cor- 
porate greed in the defeat of the Humphrey 
bills was a glorious one, and one that will 
strengthen the pogition of those who have 
public interests at heart. 

It should not, however, be overlooked that 
Chicago has a most determined, pertinacious, 
and resourceful foe to deal with. Let noone 
be lulled into repose by the comforting 
thought that the battle has been fought and 
won. It may be safely predicted that this 
will prove to have been merely a preliminary 
skirmish. The fight may confidently be ex- 
pected to be vigorously waged at each re- 
curring session of the Legislature during the 
next six years, with intermittent assaults 
on the City Council by way of diversion. 
Even now Yerkes and his cohorts are direct- 
ing a fresh attack at Springfield. The prize 
is a rich one and one thaf will develop all the 
ingenuity and persistence at the command 
of this uncommonly greedy street car mag- 
nate. 

Probably Yerkes is even now at work 
“setting up the pins’’ for the nomination 
of legislative candidates for the next elec- 
tion who will do his bidding. The people 
should therefore see to it that they do their 
duty at the primaries and conventions, and 
not He by until election day rolls around, 
only to find, as is too often the case, that 
their only alternative is to vote either fora 
boodler labeled “‘ Republican ”’ or a boodler 
labeled ‘“* Democrat."’ 

The enemies of the people never sleep. Let 
the people be equally vigilant, therefore, for 
in “ eternal vigilance ’’ is the, only hope of 
eventually circumventing this robber baron 


and securing for the people just compensa-- 


tion for their streets. 

An organization should at once be per- 
fected, with branches in every legislative 
district and ward in Cook County, whose sole 
object should be to prevent the nomination 
of-.unfit legislative and Aldermanic candi- 
dates and to conduct a campaign of educa- 
tion on the subject of municipal franchises. 

In this connection, no maudlin sentiment 
for ‘‘ vested interests ’’ should be allowed to 
interpose on behalf of Yerkes. Chicago 
owes him nothing. He never invested a dol- 
lar in Chicago that was not made here. 
Coming here a penniless adventurer, Chi- 
cago generously allowed him the use of her 
streets free of charge, whereby, in the brief 
space of a decade and a half, he has become 
a multi-millionaire. With supreme ef- 
frontery, Yerkes, Allerton, and others of 
their ilk, call upon the people for legislation 
to give value to their watered street car 
stocks, because, forsooth, they have’ per- 
suaded widows and orphans to buy some of 
it! But it was a well-known fact that the 
franchises of the street car companies ex- 
pire in 1903, and persons buying the stock 
presumably governed themselves according- 
ly, unless they were induced by Yerkes, Al- 
lerton, et al., to think the companies had 
perpetual franchises. In other words, hav- 
ing unloaded divers parcels of ‘* green 
goods,’’ they now desire the public to pro- 
tect their victims from loss. The public 
could better afford to buy outright the street 
car stocks of every widow and orphan than 
to consent to legislation of the Humphrey 
stripe. As a matcier of fact, there is no 
danger that owners of street railway stock 
would lose anything except illegitimate 
profits, even if the present companies should 
be ousted from control in 1908, for they have 
received upwards of 100 per cent dividends 
in the last five years, directly or indirectly, 
and in all human probability they will receive 
much more in the coming six years. 

Mr. Yerkes plaintively whines about the 
** corruption in the City Council."’ Well, if 
the .Council is corrupt, who made it so? 
Have not Yerkes himself and the interests 
he represents been the most fruitful source 
of municipal corruption? Has he ever, by 
example or precept, aided in the election of 
an honest Alderman? Has he not, on the 
contrary, been ever on the alert and spent 
time and money to secure the election of 
Aldermen who could be corrupted? When 
has he ever offered to pay anything into the 
city treasury when he has asked for fran- 
chises? Has he not deliberately sought to 
corrupt Aldermen, because he considered it 
cheaper to buy franchises from the Council 
than from the city? 

And now, after he has all the favors that 
he thinks it possible to secure from the City 
Council, and seeing that year by year the 
Council is coming to be more and more 
composed of honest men, he turns to the 
Legislature to aid him in more firmly fas- 
tening his vampire fangs in the neck of a 
foolishly generous community, 

I hope to see your valuable paper under- 
take in a systematic manner the task of 
enlightening the masses on the subjects of 
compensation for public franchises, munic- 
ipal ownership thereof, and kindred topics. 
The greater portion of the people are not at 
all informed on these questions, but their 
interest has been aroused and they are 
anxious to learn. Enlarged knowledge in 
this direction will make for better and more 
intelligent citizenship. A great work certain- 
ly can be accomplished in Chicago at this 
juncture along the lines indicated by any 
newspaper that will undertake it.

RATES ON PROVISIONS, 


Local Freight Committee Holds An- 
other Meeting to Renew a Request 
Made Formerly but in Vain of the 
Joint Traffic Trust—Thirty Cent 
Tariff on Rail Routes Said to Throw 
the Cream of Business to Lake Lines 
er Via Gulf Points.

Chicago east-bound roads have been suf- 
fering severely during the last month from 
the active competition of the lake lines. 
The latter have been making special efforts 
lately to secure provision shipments by of- 
fering extra inducements to shippers. (‘The 
maintenance of an exorbitant railroad rate 
on provisions (30 cents per 100 pounds, Chi- 
cago to New York) affords the lake lines 
& great chance to cut the rates, and yet 
make a good profit. During the last week it 
is understood, lake lines have carried pro- 
visions from Chicago to New York at a 
rate of 15 cents per 100 pounds. Under the 
circumstances the all-rail lines are unable 
to get much of this business, which in 
former seasons they carried almost exclu- 
sively, and being desirous of a change In ‘he 
situation the Local East-bound Freight 
committee held a specia] meeting at the com- 
mittee rooms in the Monadnock Building 
yesterday to agree upon a further appeal 
to the Board of Managers. 

The prevailing. opinion was that an all- 
rail rate of 22% cents per 100 pounds should 
be made on provisions on account of the 
serious rate-cutting indulged in by the lake 
lines. Some opposition to the proposed re- 
duction was offered by a few of the lines, 
which claimed that if such reduced rate 
on .provisions were put in effect it would 
involve corresponding reductions in com- 
modity rates to interior points in the East 
not tributary to the lake lines. 

To harmonize contiicting interests it was 
decided to recommend to the Board of Man- 
agers of the Joint Traffic assagiation to en- 
deavor to secure an advance on provisions 
by the lake lines, and if this cannot be 
brought about that protection be afforded 
the all-rail lines by reducing the provision 
tariff to the figure named. 

There is not the least chance, It is thought, 
for the lake lines advancing their provision 
rate to help the railroads in keeping up their 
present exorbitant rate. The lake lines 
want the business. Lake business has never 
been so dull before, and they have to secure 
cargoes by hook or crook to keep their ves- 
sels running. 

There is no reason in the world why the 
trunk lines should continue the present ex- 
orbitant 80-cent rate in effect. It is out 
of all proportion to the present tariffs on 
grain. Formerly a difference of 5 cents 
per 100 pounds between the grain and pro- 
vision rates was uniformly maintained, 
The present 80-cent rate on provisions from 
Chicago to New York was made when the 
grain rate was 25 cents per 100 pounds. Sub- 
sequently the gulf competition forced the 
Eastern roads to put in effect a 20-cent rate, 
but no reduction was made in the provision 
rate. When the corn rate was forced down 
to 15 cents per 100 pounds provision rates 
were still kept on the 80-cent basis. 

Owing to this peculiar position taken by 
the Eastern roads in regard to provision 
rates they are gradually losing the busi- 
ness. 


SAY UNDERHILL IS LOADED FOR BEAR. 


Among the Star Witnesses to Testify 
Before the Interstate Commerce

BE. M. Underhill, formerly General Auditor 
of the Southern Pacific, and on whose testi- 
mony Vice-President Stubbs and other high 
officials of the Southern Pacific were re- 
cently indicted, wtfll be one of the star wit- 
nesses during the investigation to be made 
in this city by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission next week. 

Mr. Underhill is said to be loaded for bear 
and is gunning for other high railroad offi- 
cials besides those whose indictment he ac- 
complished.at New Orleans. Just whom he 
is after has not yet been divulged, but it Is 
understood to be officials of Eastern con- 
nections of the Southern Pacific. 

Another star witness will be an ex-official 
of the Fitchburg: railroad, who, it ts said, 
has the original orders from the President 
and General Traffic Manager of that road 
directing him to pay rebates and give passes 
to merchants and shippers in this city to 
secure business. . 

Special Agent Marchand of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission will be here 
this week to prepare the evidence against 
the Fitchburg officials for submission to 
the commission.

CHEATING AT GOLF PRONOUNCED BASY. 


Not Uncommon Blemish on the Noble 
and Fashionable Game—Hinta 
and Suggestions. 


St. James* Gazette: Golf is the only first- 
class game at which cheating is at all easy, 
supposing, of course, that the player is un- 
accompanied by a caddy, and even when ac- 
companied by a caddy it Is still quite possi- 
ble to cheat. If a player, having played five 
strokes, says to his caddy, “ That fs four, 
is it not?” the latter will probably reply, 
“TI think ft’s five, sir; but if the player 
responds, “O, no, I'm sure ft’s only four,” 
the caddy will probably say no more. Pos- 
sibly at the end of the match he may men- 
tion to the other caddy his opinion of the 
circumstance, but this will not affect the 
player’s reputation unless he happens to 
be at his own club. Even then it will take 
a good long time and many repetitiuns of 
various caddies’ adverse opinions of his 
arithmetical powers to throw anything like 
a serious doubt upon his honor. Ano yet 
what club is there which does not possess 
one or two members of whom it ts sotto 
voce said that if you play with them you 
will have to look pretty sharply after their 
score? : 

I am sorry to have to express the deliber- 
ate conviction that the belief in the honor 
and honesty of golfers has very unsub- 
stantial foundation in fact. I have golfed 
for a number of years over all kinds of 
greens and with all sorts of people; and on 
innumerable occasions I have been driven 
to strongly suspect my opponent of cheat- 
ing, and on many vuccasions I have posttive- 
ly detected him in so doing. In a match, as 
every golfer knows, the two players are 
often pretty widely separated. If a player 
discovers his ball in a rather bad lle he can,. 
in the act of addressing, alter its position 
and thus give himself a good lie. Such a 
thing as missing the ball altogether is not 
unknown even with fairly experienced play- 
ers; and I have known many instances when 
I have not been obviously looking, but have 
only detected out of the corner of my eye 
that my opponent has had a mishap of this 
kind—that the coup dans l’air has not been 
counted unless I have drawn attention to it 
when on the green. Of course, this mis- 
counting of strokes is much easier when 
the fortunes of the game carry the two 
players tn different sides of a hedge or other 
defense from observation. I remember on 
one occasion, having satisfactorily nego- 
tiated a somewhat high bunker into which 
my opponent blundered, watching his head 
and shoulders—the only part of him visible 
—from the other side. He made several 
strokes, and at last jerked the ball over. 
I thought it had taken four to get out, but 
he declared that the three first strokes were 
only practice ones at the sand. I, of course, 
could not contradict this, and being of a 
placable temperament, refrained from 
pointing out that it was scarcely etiquet 
to practice strokes when practically out of 
sight In a bunker. 

Apart from instances of this sort, nothing 
is easier than to intentionally, forget a 
stroke when counting up after<holing out 


on the green. As a matter of fact, unless : 


one steadily counts as one goes along, it ts 


quite easy to genuinely make a mistake, - 


and it is to this fact that the habitual cheater 
trusts, should at any time his miscount be 
detected. And if, being somewhat doubtful 
of the accuracy of his computation, you en- 
deavor to recall his individual strokes, he 
will very likely tell you that it is not etiquet 
to do so. No doubt he is right in a certain 
sense, for it is the honorable custom of good 
golfers to entirely trust each other in the 
matter of counting strokes. But if one’s 
suspicions are aroused as to the untrust- 
worthiness of the memory of your opponent 
(to put it politely), it is impossible to avoid 
keeping an eye on him and counting his 
strokes; and when your total does not tally 
with his it seems only right to point out the 
fact. As a matter of fact, the true scoring 
etiquet of golf enjoins the frequent mutual 
reference by the two players to their scv- 
eral scores. Most players ought to be ap- 
proaching the putting green, and conse- 
quently pretty near together, at their third 
stroke; and by that time a pleasant colloquy 
of ‘‘ You've played the odd,” or “ Shall I 
play the like?"’ should be easily practicable, 
and always is desirable. 

Considering the enormous growth of the 
golfing spirit nowadays, it seems desirable 
to put in an emphatic plea in favor of the 
strictly honorable playing of the game. 
Cheating under all circumstances is utterly 
despicable, and nowhere is it more so than 
on golf links.

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DOWN ON ELEVATOR BILL

SENTIMENT.

_ Advances Numerous Arguments Why 
the Pending Measure at Springfield 
Should Not Become a Law—Present 
Policy of Warehousemen — Judge 

-. Tuley’s Decision and Its Appeal— 
Grain Kept in Store te Make Charges 
Accumulate. 


Chicago. May 22.—[E.ditor of The Tribune. } 
Some time ago there was published a list 
of merchants, bankers, and others not iden- 
tified in any way with the grain trade who 
had petitioned the Legislature now in ses- 
sion at Springfield in favor of the passage of 
a bill now before that body authorizing own- 
ers and managers of elevators of class A 
to deal in grain. Below are various reasons 
why that bill should not be passed by the 
Legislature and should not become a law: 

It should not become a law because it 
was introduced by the elevator men of Chi- 
cago to forestall the forthcoming opinion of 
the Supreme Court of the State, which the 
elevator men evidently fear will be adverse 
to themselves and confirm the decision of 
Judge Tuley. After a full presentation of 
both sides of tne question by able counsol, 
representing the Board of Trade on the one 
hand and the elevator proprietors on the 
other, Judge Tuley took the case under ad- 
visement, and, after the lapse of several 
weeks, he rendered an eble and exhaustive 
opinion, showing good and valid reasons why 
‘warehousemen of class A should not be per- 
.> mitted to deal in grain themselves and at the 
same time act as public custodians of grain 
for others. 


Fear Supreme Court Decision. 

It was gratifying to those most deeply in- 
térested in the case that it was being heard 
and treated so exhaustively before so emi- 
nent a jurist as Murry F. Tuley, and all felt 
.satisfied from the lapse of time between the 
clostng of the arguments of counsel and the 
Yendering of the Judge’s decision that he 
was giving the case careful consideration, 
and that whatever his decision might be 
it would be based upon sound law and com- 
mon sense, and would command respect. 
It was appealed to the Supreme Court by the 
elevator people, and is now pending before 

t tribunal. No one knows what their de- 

fon will be, but, appreciating the logic and 
legal soundness of Judge Tuley’s decision, 
the elevator men are apprehensive of a 
knockout in the court of last resort, and 
have introduced this bill in the Legislature 
to override and render nugatory that de- 
cision should it be adverse to them. 

t is discourtesy to the Supreme Court 
of the State, and for that reason the Legis- 
lature ought to throw the bill out, for this 
session at least. Pray, why should these 
men not await the decision of the court 
whose aid they have themselves invoked, 
just as any other litigant would and as com- 
mon courtesy demands. : 


Will Create a Monopoly. 


The bill should not pass, because it will 
create one of the most gigantic and galling 
monepolies ever created in this country, be- 
side which the sugar trust or the Standard 
Oil trust would be as nothing. Instead of 
creating the additional competition which 
Mr. Littler and other Senators so glibly 
picture as likely to follow to the benefit 
of the farmers, whose interests they would 
have us believe they pretend to conserve, the 
passage of that bill into a law will strangle 
competition and place in the hands of a 
few already wealthy elevator “ barons ”’ the 
power to dictate the price of the farm 
products of, the entire northwest, and, in- 
cidentally, of the entire country. 

Without the sanction of law, if not in de- 
fiance of it, these men have already de- 
stroyed 50 per cent of the competition on 
the Board of Trade, and when that bill be- 
comes a law they will quickly dispose of the 
other half and carry out the threat made by 
one of their number two years ago, that they 
would “‘ merchandise the grain of the north- 
west.”’ 

Under the warehouse law they exact from 
all persons storing grain in their elevators 
three-quarters of a cent a bushel for put- 
ting it in and taking it out of the elevator, 


including ten days’ storage, and one-quarter 
of a cent a bushel for every ten days addi- 
tlonal or part thereof. The first charge is 
equal to 1 per cent of wheat at 75 cents a 
bushel, 8 per cent of corn at present prices, 
nearly 5 per cent of oats, and 2 per cent of 
rye, all in ten days or any part thereof. 

Is there any other business that will yield 
a return like that simply for labor and stor- 
age in times like these? And is it any won- 
der they are anxious to perpetuate and mo- 
nopolize the business? Humphreyism isn’t 
in it with this grain bill, and if passed the 
farmers of the great West will have about 
as many men to buy their grain as they now 
have to buy their cattle, and these can be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. 


No Escape from Payment. 


, ‘This three-fourths cent tax is imposed on 
all grain not transferred directly from West- 
ern to Eastern cars, and as the warehouses 
or elevators are in many cases owned by the 
railways, and in all cases are the only places 
where grain can be delivered by the rail- 
ways, there is no escape from its payment 
by any buyer, shipper, or patron of the rail- 
ways other than the warehousemen them- 
selves. 

They use it to beat other buyers, and as 
one-eighth cent a bushel will control any 
kind of grain it is an easy matter for the 
warehouseman to use any portion of the 
three-fourths cent a bushel against the out- 
side buyer, and still be ahead of any outside 
competitor. It enables him then to effeot- 
ually knock out any other buyer. 


Grain Mixed in Elevators. 


Under the present warehouse law grain of 
the same grades is mixed together in the 
warehouses, whether belonging to one per- 
son or a dozen. Now there are wide vari- 
ations in the quality of the same grade of 
grain. Take No. 2 spring or No. 2 red winter 
wheat, for example. It will range all the 
way from 56% pounds to upwards wf 60 
pounds: a bushel. The common range is 57 
to 59 pounds. Much will test 60, some will 
test as high as 63 and 64 pounds, but these 
are exceptional. 

Does it require any argument to demon- 
strate the tremendous advantage this wide 
range, aside from the three-quarter-cent 
storage charge above referred to, gives to 
the warehouseman who is himself a dealer 
in grain as well as a public wareliouseman, 
or to indicate who. will be likely to get the 
poorest and who the best of the grain when 
shipped out? Suppose the same buyer in 
Liverpool or New York places an order with 
any of the warehousemen under the proposed 
law, and one with an outside shipper at a 
given price. Who do you suppose would be 
the most likely to fill the order most satis- 
factorily.as to quality and price? The ware- 
houseman, of course. 


Will Knock Out Competitors. 


And how long would it take him to knock 
out every other shipper, and thus secure 
the monopoly of the business? Not a great 
while. We do not fear honest and honor- 
able competition. On the contrary, we court 
it, and do not fear warehousemen or any 
one else on an even keel, but will take our 
chances with the best of them, and in a fair 
stand-up fight hold our own. When, how- 
ever, it comes to clothing him with the power 
this bill proposes to give him, added to the 
advantages of rebates and other favors he 
enjoys from the railways, not accorded the 
general public, the outsider has no show 
whatever, and it is a wonder they arein the 
market at all under the circumstances. 
Already, by various means, the elevator 
men have rendered the business of shipping 
by other people than themselves almost im- 
possible, except at ruinous prices, because 
any outside shipper has to pay three-quarter 
cent a bushel on grain that has been ten 
days or less in store, and one-quarter cent 
a bushel for every additional ten days or 
part thereof, and there is no escaping it. 
But when the warehouseman ships him- 
self, it is €asy to abate to himself any por- 
tion of the storage rates above quoted, se- 
lect the best quality of the grain in his ware- 
house, and so render shipping by any one 
other than himself an utter impossibility. 


Effect ef the Proposed Law. 

How long do you suppose it will be after 
Gov. Tanner signs that law before every re- 
ceiver, buyer, and shipper now operating in 
Chicago and. competing with these elevator 
kings will be knocked out? Does the ques- 
tion,’ as viewed from that standpoint, re- 
quire any further elucidation? I think not. 
Do these bankers, ironmongers, and dry 
goods men think that 250 buyers are nct 
more likely to make more competition than 
five men are, and these five working as one 


man, controlled and guided by one master 


mind? If competition be the life of trade, | 


and competition and the retention by Chi- 
cago of the proud position of the leading 
grain market of the country be what they 
seek, are they likely to attain that object 
better with an active market on the Board 
of Trade, in which several hundred are com- 
peting with each other for the business, or 
with only a few warehouse proprietors con- 
stituting the sole market? 


Results of Competition. 

When the warehousemen did not trade tn 
grain, and the Chicago market was full of 
competitive buyers and sellers, and the 
grain came in and moved out freely every 
day, and was not brought here merely to be 
held in store to make storage fortunes for 
elevator men, were not prices much higher 
and trade much more active? Did not even 
the v@ssel interests on the lakes get better 
freights? Were not the railways more 
prosperous with the army of patrons they 
then had than they have been since monopo- 
lists controlled things? 

Of course they were, and yet these same 
vessel men and railway officers subservient- 
ly,obey the beck and call of their masters, 
and petition the Legislature to weld the 
chains tighter around their slavish limbs. 

We are not enemies of the elevator men. 
On the contrary, we would see them pros- 
per, and are satisfied they will as surely do- 
stroy the source of their own prosperity by 
destroying the Board of Trade as an active. 
trade mart, as has Milwaukee by following 
precisely the same measures now sought to 
be followed by the Chicago elevator men, 


Milwaukee an Example. 

Milwaukee, which was once a powerful 
competitor with Chicago, and whose grain 
commanded sixpence to one shilling more 
in the markets of Europe than did Chicago 
grain, and which was once @ big speculative 
market, rivalling Chicago, has sunk into 
such total neglect and significance that 
scarcely a single vessel unloading there can 
now secure a cargo back to Buffalo. All 
this happened through the mistaken policy 
of its warehousemen and the mixing down 
of grades till they would just pass muster 
and no more. 

Chicago is now indulging in some of these 
same follies. Let its warehousemen pause 
and its legislators stop and think twice be- 
fore they go too far. 

In his decision on this question Judge 
Tuley declared as one of the chief reasons 
for that decision that it would tend to create 
a monopoly. He was right, and that monop- 
oly will be felt far beyond the confines of 
Illinois, and reach to the utmost corners of 
the West whence a car of grain seeks a, 
market in Chicago. 

Policy of Chicago Warchousemen. 

The policy of the warehousemen of Chi- 
cago has been to accumulate vast stocks of 
grain at Chicago sufficient to fill their ele- 
vators to overflowing, simply for the pur- 
pose of maki&tg storage charges for them- 
selves. This vast accumulation of property 
in sight has had much to do with the de- 
pression in prices in recent years. Prior 
to the adoption of this policy the grain 
moved freely from the producer to the con- 
sumer, and being in the hands of the trade, 
and not of any clique, it was not permitted 
to accumulate and become a menace to 
prices, but was sold freely almost daily and 
moved out so that the new crops always 
came in upon comparatively empty bins and 
prices were well maintained. 

When the European buyer sees twenty to 
thirty millions of wheat accumulated in 
store in Chicago he uses it as a lever with 
which to depress values by buying in other 
countries than the United States, knowing 
that at any time it may be necessary he 
can lay his hands upon the big stock here 
if he wants it and can’t buy elsewhere, and 
is willing to pay the price for it. 

Again, notwithstanding these large stocks 
accumulated here, it is difficult to buy any 
grain for shipment, the warehousemen’s 
interest and efforts being to hold it here to 
make storage charges. As a result they 
have built up Galveston, New Orleans, and 
other ports at the expense of Chicago. Even 
today, with comparatively full warehouses 
and Europe anxious to buy our products, 
vessels here are unable to obtain cargoes at 
living rates. 


Chicago Grades and Inspection. 

Before the warehousemen began to deal 
in grain—say up to within the last five years 
—Chicago grades and Chicago official in- 
spection of grain were known and respect- 
er throughout the entire commercial world. 
It was only necessary to name the grade 
and sell it easily by official inspection. Now 
it is almost impossible to sell except by 


tors of the cash grain and never were. 


sample or under certain guarantees never 
before exacted. . 

No such guarantees or samples are re- 
quired from sellers of wheat in Duluth, To- 
ledo, or Detroit, where the mixing process 
has never been indulged in, and whose grain 
receipts and inspection certificates carry 
with them their own commendation where- 
ever grain is shipped. 

Much injury has been done the Chicago 
market in recent years by the mixing down 
of the grades by warehousemen through 
their cleaning-houses adjacent to their reg- 
ular elevators, and by the laxity of the in- 
spection department under Bunker and An- 
drews, which it will take time and patience 
to correct. The inspection department is 
now attempting to redeem its part, but will 
this new law compel the mixers to do theirs? 


People Do Not Demand It. 


The bill should not pass, because it is a 
law that the people have not called for. 

It is a law introduced in behalf of a few 
rich men in Chicago to contribute to their 
own special benefit at the expense of the 
people of the State and of the entire North- 
west, and will stifle competition in the grain 
trade and create a monopoly in breadstuffs 
that will be as oppressive as the scheme, 
when calmly viewed in all its nakedness, 
is found to be monstrous. 

If petitions are of any value then those 
sent down against the passage of the Dill 
far outnumber those who petitioned in its 
favor, and these ought to have weight with 
the Legislature. 

Evidently the Senate of the present body 
is in favor of corporate and moneyed power 
as against the people generally, but, as in 
the case of the infamous Humphrey bills, 
our hope is in the House of Representatives, 
and we trust they will crush this measure 
as they did those others, and if the press 
will see the matter in its true light and ad- 
vocate our cause there would be no danger. 
In so doing they will foster those interests 
that will contribute most potentially to 
Chicago's greatness and prosperity and that 
of the warehousemen themselves. 


Work of the Board of Trade. 


Who built up the great grain trade of 
Chicago and elevated her to the leading 
grain mart of the world? Was it the ware- 
bousemen who are now pressing the pas- 
sage of this bill? No; it was the great army, 
past and present, of the grain buyers and 
sellers, members of the Board of Trade. 
Are these men petitioning the Legislature 
for the passage of this law? On the con- 
trary, they have petitioned the Senate at 
Epringfield in vain protesting against its 
passage. 

They made the Chicago grain market what 
it is. The ironmongers, dry goods, and 
hardware men did not. They not only want 
no such law passed, but are against It, al- 
rnost to a man, except possibly a few spec- 
ulative concerns which are not conserva- 


The grain trade of the whole State has 
not asked for such a law. Why, then, 
should those men who are sent to Spring- 
field to represent the people relegate to a 
back seat the petitigns of the multitude and 
give ear to the voice of the few? Is it be- 
cause they have left the God of their 
fathers and have fallen down to worship the 
golden calf? 

Let fair-minded men look into the merits 
of this bill, study its far-reaching effects 
and its probable results from the standpoint 
of a knowledge of the grain trade and the 
neods of Chicago in that respect, and with- 
out doubt not a single man who does so will 
ever give the weight of his name and influ- 
ence to this monstrous bill.

‘LS THE POLICE COURTS OF CCAD 


 F INNOCENT PEOPLE ARE RAILROADED 10 PRISON. 


ND day last summer a man of ad- 
yanced years came from his home 
in a Western town to visit friends in 
Chicago. He is a person of means 
and influence in the community in 
nich he resides. . His appearance marks the 
“1 of refinement. Well dressed, of com- 
oem form and feature, and speaking 
with @ nicety of language which betokens 
proad information, he carries every out- 
ard sign of respectability and high rank 
ba citizenship. And yet this man served a 
alee days’ sentence in the bridewell on a 
of vagrancy and disorderly conduct, 
Coming down into the business part of the 
city one sweltering afternoon he was over- 
py the heat and lost his bearings. 
in mind for the time being, he wan- 
aimlessly about until evening, when 
he sank exhausted and unconscious in a 
hallway, where he was found by a police- 
man. The latter at once diagnosed the 
case as one of intoxication, and hurried his 
Dp to the oe where he was 
pearched, booked like a hardened disreputa- 
bie, and thrown into a cell. Confused by 
nis double misfortune, the man’s mental 
powers were completely befogged. He was 
unable to disclose his identity, and the next 
, after a farce of an examination be- 
fore a magistrate, he was carted to the bride- 
ell in consort with a band of chronic dis- 
putables and petty thieves.. His Chicago 
riends, alarmed at his absence, notified the 
police of the-‘man’s disappearance, and fur - 
mished them with an accurate description of 
him, but despite this he lingered in tHe bride- 
swell, broken in mind and spirit, until by ac- 
ident his whereabouts were discovered just 
fore the sentence expired, and a hasty re- 
ease was effected. 
Dangerous Police Court System. 


This case, closely resembling that of Mrs. 
Nellis, which is still fresh in the public 
mind, is not an exceptional one. Evils of 
a serious character mark the administration 
of justice In the police courts of this city, 
-gnd outrages upon the rights and liberties 
of innocent people are of frequent occur- 
rence. It seems incredible that men and 
women, and even children, against whom 
n» just complaint can be made, should be 
arrested and thrown into prison, but such 
is the fact.

| Cases Are Not Properly Heard. 


Police courts are maintained at eleven sta- 
tions in Chicago, the work in five of them 
| being so heavy that double forces of jus- 
| tices and clerks are necessary, making the 
jtotal number of magistrates now holding 
office sixteen. The courts at the Harrison 
and Desplaines Street Stations handle a 
| large share of the business and the proceed- 
j ings in the first named are fairly representa- 
tive of the general workings of the system. 
|Magistrates Foster and Martin are now pre- 
siding at the Harrison street court, and be- 
‘tween them they dispose of an average of 
(200 cases a day. As the court sessions rare- 
‘ly exceed four hours this means the grinding 
, Out of twenty-five cases an hour by each of 
the two magistrates—an average of less 
than two and one-half minutes to the case. 
The courts open at 9 a. m. and are supposed 
to be kept going until all the business on the 
‘calendar is cleared up. As all the police 
magistrates also hold offices as justices of 
‘the peace and devote the afternoons to the 
hearing of civil and other actions in this 
line they naturally try to dispose of their 
police court work as rapidly as possible in 
order that they may have time to eat lunch- 
eon and take a short rest before resuming 
duty on the bench as civil magistrates. This 
necessitates the crowding of the city crim- 
inal business into the four hours between 9 
& m. and 1 p. m., and to insure this result 
the hearings are conducted with a celerity 
that is bewildering in its abrupt swiftness. 
In the minor hearings on charges of disor- 
derly conduct, which constitute the bulk of 
the examinations, it is merely a question of 
truthfulness between the complathing offi- 
cer and the prisoner, and the latter, unless 
able to put up a strong defense, usually gets 


the worst of it. If the offender is a chronic

Rushed into the Bridewell. 

Failure to pay the money at once means 
immediate transfer to the bridewell to serve 
thirty days. That Same afternoon Sarah 
McGinty is taken to the workhouse tn the 
prison van with a crowd of drunken, ob- 
scene Offenders for companions. The As- 
sistant City Prosecutor takes no hand in the 
inatter unless the case is a Serious one. or 
the conditions such as plainly warrant his 
interference. His duty is to look out for 
the prosecution of offenses of more moment. 

Curt and short is the verdict of the justice 
consigning the unfortunate prisoner to the 
bridewell—it is one of the features of Chi- 
cago police court proceedings. If is a mat- 
ter of urgent necessity that people who fall 
into the hands of the police should be quick- 
ly disposed of, No provision is made for the 
detention of prisoners at the stations for 
more than one night. There is not cell room 
enough to accommodate the crowds which 
are being constantly taken in by the police, 
and there are no means of furnishing meals 
to them. The result is an imperative de- 
mand for clearing out the cells every day. 
People arrested in the afternoon or at night 
are brought into court the next morning and 
must be“at once released or sent to the 
County Jail or bridewell—the former in the 
cases of those charged with felonies and 
held to await the action of the grand jury 
and the latter for such as are arraigned for 
violations of city ordinances. There is no 
middle course. Continuances are not in 
fashion, save in criminal prosecutions. 
Prisoners held for misdemeanors usually 


raids aré made and the attendance of a 
magistrate at night can be secured. When 
individuals are arrested it simply means a 
night in a station-house cell, hasty examina- 
tion in police court the morning following, 
and then liberty or a workhouse sentence. 


This course is almost certain in minor of- | 


Atlantic cities, and thinks some of them 
could be adopted here with benefit to the 
community, and at the same time insure a 
higher order of efficiency in the service. In 
discussing the subject Justice Hall says: 
“There can be no truthful contradiction 
of the assertion that police court methods in 
Chicago are not what they should be. Ag- 
gravating blunders are made, for which the 
system, rather than those in authority, is to 
blame. - Boston and New York, and even 
Washington, are far ahead of us in this re- 
spect. To my mind the Boston plan is the 
best of the three, but there is merit in all of 
them. We have three serious evils here 
which are not tolerated in the East. One is 
the ease with which ‘warrants may he ob- 
tained by irresponsible persons for petty 
offenses. This tends to incumber the dock- 
ets and leads to an endless amount of cross 
actions, few of which should have a placein 
court. There is also another and more se- 
rious feature. It is possible for a man witha 
rivate grudge against another te cause the 
atter’s arrest on any charge he sees fit to 
trump up. That this has been done, and 
often, is beyond question. Such actions gen- 
erally show in their true light at once when 
brought into court and are quickly sup- 
pressed, but in the meantime an innocent 
person has suffered the indignity of arrest 
and confinement. It is also a common prac- 
tice to attempt to use the machinery of the 
criminal courts in the collection of debts. 
and a great deal of serious injury is done in 
this manner. The fee system should be en- 
tirely abolished, and salaries given to magis- 
trates.

SPECIAL LETTER CARRIERS IN THE 
BIG OFFICE BUILDINGS. 


System by Which Chicage Business- 
Mem Are Assured Speedy Delivery 
ef Letters—Feur Men Employed 
Solely in This Branch of Postal 
Werk in Seme of the Mammoth 
Structures—Ronutine of the Service 
—Great Saving in Time Made. 


NE of the most interesting and sur- 
prising features of Uncle Sam’s great 
mail service in Chicago is the special 
free delivery system in use in many 
of the large office buildings. It may 

at first appear strange that In a ci@y which 
has all the benefits of the regular carrier 
delivery a especial service should be inau- 
gurated in a few buildings, but when the tm- 
mensity of these structures and the vast 
numbers of people who have business quar- 
ters in them are considered the wisdom of 
the course is apparent. 

Some of the Chicago skyscrapers are verit- 
able cities in themselves. Such edifices as 
the Masonic Temple, Chamber of Commerce, 
Monadnock, Marquette, Rookery, and others 
of almost equal size have accommodations 


do nothing else. In every large buliding 
there is at least one carrier whose sole duty 
it is to keep going back and forth to the Post- 
office, bringing with him on each trip the 
mail that has arrived and been sorted by 
the clerks during his absence. In a number 
of instances twe men are assigned to a 
building for this work, and in a few of the 
larger structures like the Rookery, Monad- 
nock, and Marquette, as many as four special 
carriers are constaatly engaged distributing 
mail matter. These men have nothing to 
do with the letters addressed to people out- 
side of the buildings to which they are as- 
signed for duty, even though they may be 
located next door and easy of reach. There 
is another set of carriers who attend to this 
general distribution—the carrier who has a 
sack of mail for the Monadnock, for instance, 
has about all he can Stagger along under and 
deliver to the proper parties in the short time 
allowed him. 


Routine ef the System. 


At 6:05 every morning the carriers report 
for duty in their division of the Postoffice on 
the Lake-Front, where Supt. Harrington is 
in charge. From 4 o’clock of the previous 
afternoon and all through the night mail 
has been pouring into the office from all 
parts of the country. While most of Chi- 
cago’s good citizens are asleep a staff of 
sorting clerks has been at work “‘ throwing ”’ 
this mass of letters and papers into boxes 
where each individual carrier can find read- 
ily what belongs on his particular route. 
The two men who are assigned, Say, to the 
Chamber of Commerce, begin by registering 
the exact moment of their arrival in the 


as a rule the mail is kept closely cleaned 
up with the ordinary force, but there are 
times when the run is so heavy, especially 
at holiday season, that extra men have to 
be taken on. The work is hard, despite the 
seeming’ short hours, with long rests be- 
tween trips in the middle of the day, for the 
loads are heavy and there is a great deal of 
walking to be done. Notwithstanding this 
there are plenty of substitute carriers to be 
had, although these are paid only for the 
time they are actually employed. They hang 
about the big rambling structure on Michi- 
gan avenue in swarms day after day 
awaiting a chance to work for even 
a few hours not so much for the 
trifle of money there is in it as for 
the chance it gives them of showing their 
efficiency and attracting the attention of 
those who are in a position to give them 
places when vacancies occur. It is a matter 
of common report that vacancies have oc- 
curred in the postal service in Chicago, but 
Tr seems to be able to recall the exact 
time, 


Great’Saving in Time Made. 


Everything connected with this special 
delivery system, as well as with the carrier 
system in general, moves with the regularity 
of machinery. The movements of each in- 
dividual can always be traced to within a 


minute, and if there is delay of any kind the- 


responsibility is placed‘ at once. Should a 
carrier fail to show up at his appointed time 
in the morning, or for any specific trip during 
the day, a glance at the kevboard of the 
clock will reveal his delinquency, and a sub- 
atitute is put in his place without further

fenses and where the prisoners are people of 
good character. The criminal element is 
better protected. Old offenders charged 
with serious crimes generally have some one 
on the outside watching their interests, and 
speedy release on bail or by habeas corpus 
proceedings is assured them. When mis- 
takes are made and innocent people are ar- 
rested the move is unlooked for, and friends 
who would giadly come to the relief of the 
unfortunates are left in ignorance of their 


predicament. 
Justices Cognizant of the Evils. 


Experienced magistrates, like Justice 
Hall, Justice Martin, and former Justices 
Glennon and Summerfield, openly assert 
that the system is deficient and of such a 
nature as to encourage serious evils. These 
men, speaking with full knowledge of the 
daily transactions in police courts, freely 
admit that grievous mistakes are made to 
the damage of innocent people, and express 
surprise that the number of errors is not 
greater, The lot of a magistrate in Chicago 
is not an altogether happy one. He gets 
good pay, it is true, but With this the de- 
sirability of the position efids. Even with 
four-hour séssions the work is hard and 
exacting and the responsibilities are great. 
In disposing of cases at the rate of twenty- 
five an hour there is no time-for reflection 
or forming deliberate judgment. Opinions 
must be delivered in much the same way 
that snap-shot pictures are taken. The 
justice gets a glimpse of. the complainant 
and priSoner, hears a skeleton of the story, 
and brushes the case aside to make plate 
for the next one. It is only natural that 
in the hurly-burly . the constantly 


sum for every bail bond signed between the 
hours of 6 p. m. and 9a. m., and it is not con- 
ducive of the best interests of the communi- 
ty. There is another fruitful source of 
trouble in the pardoning power which the 
Mayor holds. The executive of the city has 
the right to set aside the sentence of any 
prisoner charged with an offense against 
the municipal code, and this is taken full 
advantage of by politicians. There should 
be continuous sessions of police courts, and 
an increase in their number, so that all 
cases may be properly heard, and the dan- 
ger of doing wrong to innocent people 
avoided. This latter is a subject on which 
the public hears little, save at rare intervals, 
but the danger is ever present and a)most 
impossible, under existing conditions, to 
guard against.’’ 


Boston Has a Good System. 


In Boston there is an auxiliary police force 
known as probationary officers. Several of 
these are attached to each station, and as 
fast as prisoners ‘are brought in a close in- 
vestigation of their records is made. The 
probation officers visit the home of every 
person in custody, inform themselves as to 
his character and habits, and, if necessary, 
make a call upon relatives or employés to 
see if they will interest themselves in the 
case. Before court opens the next morning 
a complete and authentic record of cach 
prisoner is laid upon the magistrate’s desk, 
and the probation officers are also present 
in person to give evidence if it is needed. 
these means lost persons, or those who 
chance to be unjustly arrested, are sure to 
be speedily returned to their friends, for the 
overnight investigation invariably reveals 
their true character. Offenders ed 
for the first time are treated leniently if the

rants such a course. Should the offense be 
a minor one they are discharged with a rep- 
rimand; if it is of a more serious nature, but 
the previous reputation of the prisoner has 
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for 6,000 tenants, and the distribution of 
mail in such human hives is something more 
than an ordinary task. It is not meant by 
this that there are 6,000 distinct offices, or 
anything like that number, in any of the 
buildings, large as they are, but it is a com- 
mon practice to gublet desk room in most 
of them, and in this way the aggregate of 
tenants is greatly enlarged and at the same 
time the demands upon the free mail deliv- 
ery system are coPrespondingly increased. 
One man will rent a fine suite of office rooms 
and then sublet desk space to perhaps a 
dozen others, most of whom want e busi- 
ness address solely for convenience in re- 
ceiving letters. These are mainly salesmen, 
agents, and brokets whose transactions are 
conducted principally “on the curb” and 
whose office work takes but little room or 
time. All of them, however, receive more 
or less mail, and in this way the amount of 
matter handled in the big down-town struct- 
ures is swollen to almost incredible propor- 
tions. 


Inauguratien of the Service. 


Some time ago—it was shortly after the 
mammoth office building began to be a factor 
in Chicago business Hfe—the postal authori- 
ties were troubled with complaints of delay 
in the delivery of mail. Investigation showed 
the carriers to be overburdened both in the 
size of their routes and the amount of mat- 
ter they were compelled to cart around with 
them on each trip.

Each carrier has for this and the sub- 
sequent early morning delivery, which are 
the heaviest of the day, a special division 
of the building to distribute in. When this 
eorting-out process is completed the car- 
riers take their respective heaps of mall and 
redivide them into proper order for rapid 
delivery when the building is reached. To. 
accomplish this they bunch all the letters 
by floors with those addressed to tenants 
nearest the elevator at the top of the bunch. 
At five minutes to 7 a gong sounds, the 
bunches are hastily tied up, and at precisely 
7 o'clock, having marked the exact moment 
of leaving on the time clock, the carriers 
depart for the first trip of the day. No mat- 
ter how heavy the mail may be they must be 
back to the Postoffice in time to get another

Be- 
sides this, the time of starting out for the 
first trip of the day is three-quarters of an 
hour ahead of the old schedule, and also of 
that now in use in New York and other East- 
ern cities. Where the Chicago carrier starts 
in at 7a. m. sharp the Eastern man does not 
begin his work until 7:45, and his deiivery is 
correspondingly late. Thus, in addition to 
getting a speedy service when once under 
way, the Chicago men who hive themselves 
in the big office buildings have three-quarters 
of an hour advantage over their rivals in 
ether towns in the time of receiving early 


morning mails. 
LONGEST TUNNEL IN THE WORLD. 


It Is Being Built in Colorado and 
Passes Directly Beneath Pike’s 
Peak 7,000 Feet Underground. 


Two gangs of workmen have just begun 
digging in Colorado the longest tunnel which 
man ever attempted toconstruct. The main 
bore will be twenty miles long, and connect- 
ing with this are subsidiary tunnels, with a 
total length of thirty miles. So, in reality, 
the task that has been put under way is that 
of digging fifty miles of tunnels, and every 
foot of this vast system will be under Pike’s 
Peak and the mountains that tower on each 
side. 

The starting point of the main tunnel fs at 
the foot of the mountain leading up to Pike’s 
Peak, near the old Town of Colorado City. 
This point is but a short distance from the 


railroads which span the country between 


Colorado Springs and Manitou. From here 
it runs almost due southwest. The further 
edge of the tunnel Is at the edge of the moun- 
tains at Four Mile Creek, over in Fremont 
County, Colo., six miles south of Cripple 
Creek and near the little Town of Sunol. 
Two gangs of men, as stated, are working 
on the tunnel, one at each end. Just at 
present they are making progress at the 
rate Of thirty feet a day. It is believed that 
the mammoth task they have undertaken 
will be completed in seven years from the 
first of the present month... 

The main tunnel will pass directly under 
the cone of Pike's Peak at a depth of nearly 
7,000 feet and 2,700 feet beneath the Town of 
Victor. Its average depth from the surface 
will be 2,800 feet, and it is designed to test 
the mineral deposits of the territory at these 
great depths. Thirty miles of laterals are 
contemplated, and these will pass under- 
neath all the Cripple Creek district at an 
average depth of 2,800 feet. Cripple Creek, 
Victor, Gillette, the various small towns, 


and a thousand mines are to be made trib-- 


utary to this vast system.

Old Buildings, Docks, and Bridges: 
Will Suffer Most. 


BIDS MADE FOR THE WORK. 
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Sanitary Trustees Will Soon Begin 
. Active Operations. 


RENAISSANCE OF CHICAGO RIVER. 


HICAGO business-men have had 
brought close home to them during 
the last week the great changes 
which the approaching completion of 
the drainage canal] is going to bring. 

Bids were opened last Wednesday for dredg- 
ing the river from its mouth to its junction 
with the new sanitary waterway, and the 
contract with the company which will be 
finally selected to do the work provides for 
“a diness to begin active operations with- 
in fifteen days after signing the articles of 
agreement. This means some startling 
changes in the present river within a com- 
paratively limited period of time. 

To many engineers and architects about 
town, the proposed deepening of the present 
channel of the river carries a menace to the 
property along the banks. Bridges, docks, 
and buildings, with old foundations under | 
them, are thought by these experts to be 
exposed to damage in some cases if the | 
specifications called for in the new bids are 
earried out. Already the effects of @ lim- 
ited amount of dredging in the river have 
been shown to be of the most immediate and 
serious nature in the destruction of docks'| 
and the tipping of neighboring bulldings, | 
and such unprecedented depths as are now 
contemplated are sure to greatly magnify 
the troubles already observed. If the dredg- 
ing is finally carried out as provided for in 
the specifications, one engineer went the 
length of saying Chicago will see practical~| 
ly new bankstoitsriver.

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Necessity of the Work.

To get the river into a condition which will 
enable it to furnish this enormous quantity 
of water the engineers of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict of Chicago have decided on certain | 
widening, deepening, anti remodeling of the | 
river’ ag it at present stands.

The clause of the specifications describing 
in general the nature of the work to be un-1 
dertaken reads as follows: 

“The work to be done consists of dredging 
the main Chicago River between its mouth! 
and the main branches thereof; thence: 
throughout the South Branch of the same, 
river to the West Fork of the South Branch; 
thence throughout the West Fork of the 
South Branch to a junction with the main | 
channel of the Sanitary District of Chicago | 
near Robey street. And further, the re--/ 
moval of such docks, piles, plers, or other | 
obstructions as may be directed by the en<-, 
gineer. 

“The channel shall be dredged to a depth 
not less than twenty feet below the profile 
of water surface shown when Lake Michigan 
is at the level of Chicago datum, within the 
lines shown upon the plans adopted by the 
Sanitary District, and to such greater depth 
as may be ordered by the engineer In those 
parts of the river where the channel is toe 
narrow to afford the necessary cross-section. 
at the said depth of twenty feet.” « 


Work by the Government. 


Not all of the dredging necessary to ob-«. 
tain this depth of water will be done by the 
Sanitary District. The War Department 
of the United States government is already 
at work deepening both branches,of the 
river, and when its work is comp a. 
large amount of the burden will be lifted 
from the Drainage Trustees. The par< 
ticular part of the government operations 
which will bear on the proposed drainage 
waterway is the dredging of the. South 
Branch as far as Van Buren street toa uni- 
form depth of seventeen feet.

‘ ep cmanongy Danger to Buildings, 
great danger to buildings along the 
gh of the Chicago River lies in the nature 
f the ground on which they are built. 
Under the loose dirt, soil, and filling, which

twelve feet of water at the dock lines and 
a depth of twenty feet forty feet away. 
But the government work is going to assure 
seventeen feet at the docks, so the two 
schemes are likely to meet serious con- 
fiictions. Another fact of importance is that 
the two slopes of forty feet each more than 
cross the river in many places, leaving no 
chance for a twenty-foot depth. As the 
scheme outlined by Engineer Randolph will 
not be suffictent to give the necessary flow of 
water in some places, the Sanitary Engineer 
has arranged for by-passes at various 
crowded points along the river, which will 
help out the main channel in carrying 
capacity. The principal ones of these will 
be between Monroe and Van Buren streets, 
through the ground of the Pennsylvania

The section relating to damages in the 
blank contract made out for the guidance 
of bidders on the work reads as fololws: 

‘If any damago shall be done by the con- 
tractor, or by any person or persons in his 
employ, to the owner or occupant of lands,

¢| PIRACY ALONG A RIVER. 


OUTLAWS TERRORIZED MISSOURI 
TRADERS IN THE EARLY DAYS. 


Story of the Harke Gang and Their 
Depredations—Clever Ruse of Sim 
Battis, a Young Boatman, Againnt 
Whom the Gang Had Pianned a 
Raid—Substitated an Old Barge for 
His Boat and Blew Up the 
Pirates. 


HE Blackfeet, Sioux, and’ Pawnees 
were not the only enemies encoun- 
tered by the boatmen in the early 
days of the fur traffic along the Mis- 
sourlt. As in every Indian infested 

region, there were desperadoes and rene- 
gades of the white race occasionally ready 
to turn their hands against their fellows. 
And once, at least, within the recollection of 
Jean Gaspin, a band of these carried ona 
series of successful boat robberies, covering 
a period of more than two years. 

These boats had always to run the gantlet 
of the Sioux and other tribes, and often met 
with exciting and perilous adventures, and 
not infrequently with disaster. But the 
Indians, armed almost entirely at this period 
with the bow and arrow, were cautious and 
bushwacking In their attacks, and, though 
boatmen were shot from the coverts of the 
bank in every season Of open water, the 
craft might usually be relied upon to reach 
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solid hardpan. It ts in this clay that the 
river bed is cut, and the foundations of 
most of the buildings are planted upon it. 
But this substance, in its nature, has a 
tendency to give, and is capable of a gradual 
motion, like that of wax, toward any place 
where the pressure on it is lessened. It is 
this nature of the clay bed underlying the 
city which is responsible for the gradual 
settling constantly going on of every sky- 
scraper in the business district. The Ma- 
sonic Tepmile has settled in the neighbor- 
hood of two feet since its construction, the 
Monadnock one and one-half feet, the 
Great Northern Hotel a foot, and others in 
‘proportion to their weight and age. This 
characteristic of the strata underlying Chi- 
©eago is known to all the architects now- 
adays and is provided for in their calcula- 
tions. — 

But the presence of the river introduces 
another. factor into the architectural! possi- 
bilities of the clay bed in the localities along 
the banks. In the center of the city there 
is no outlet for the gradual squeezing of 
the movable mas of earth, and consequent- 
ly the settling action of buildings is ex- 
tremely slow and gradual. But along the 
banks of the river the deep cut in the clay 
stratum made by the channel affords this 
outiet and it is well known that clay is 
constantly squeezing out from the banks 
into the bed of the stream, gradually work- 
ing out from under the pressure of the 
buildings on the shores. 

This action was first discovered by the 
City Bridge Department employés several 
years ago. In dredging a particular portion 
of the river each year it was found that the 
'shallowing of the stream each season was 
not due to a deposit of mud and filth, but 
to the presence of virgin clay, which had 

ably squeezed out from the bottom 
and sides. Each year in the same spot new 
clay was removed, oftentimes several feet 
thickness of it, in order to keep the river at 
@ constant depth at that point. It is readily 
geen how much greater an opportunity the 
clay stratum will have for this action when 
@ cut of several more feet in depth is made 
for the river channel. So much more pro- 
nounced is this action expected to become 
by many engineers that it is feared the 
buildings on the bank will suffer serious 
and unequal changes of level in their founda- 
tions, possibly causing a large amount of 
damage. 


Some Bridges to Suffer. 

The city bridges, as well as the buildings 
and docks along the river are likely to see 
some modifications from the proposed deep- 
ening of the channel. The structures of 
later date, including the bascule bridges, 
have foundations built on piles driventoa

EVILS IN POLICE COURTS.

sentence will be passed and 
then suspended during good behavior. In 
other words, he is placed on probation for 
a period identical with the term of sen- 
tence. Before being released a prisoner of 
this class is taken to a bureau where a 
record is made of his measurements and a 
picture.secured for future identification. If 
it is his bad luck to again fall into the hands 
of the police, and investigation by the pro- 
bation officers shows the charge to be well 
founded, the original sentence is at once put 
into effect. The pardoning power is vested 
solely with the Judge who hears the case, 
and in this way the persuasive power of 
politicians to,secure the release of their 
henchmen is greatly curtailed. For the 
same reason minor complaints, growing out 
of clothes-line quarrels get but scant atten- 
tion and the time of the court is not taken up 
with them as it is in Chicago. 

Warrants are not issued for the first com- 
plaint for municipal misdemeanors in New 
York. If a man is accused of any of the 
minor violations of the city code hé is sum- 
moned to appear in police court for exami- 
nation at a given time. If he ignores the 
summons and does not appear a warrant 
is served and the offender regularly taken 
into custody. This course, however, is sel- 
dom necessary, as the mere notice by sum- 
mons is almost always sufficient to secure 
the presence of the person sought fer. The 


merit of this system is that it gives the 


people immunity from arrest and attendant 
personal discomfort for petty offenses. Un- 
der the summons plan the man who is ac- 
cutting sed 
from vacant lots, or emptying ashes in his 
neighbor’s areaway does not have to pass 
a night in the station-house pending exami- 

tion or hire 4 man to go bail for his ap- 
pearance in court. There is also less temp- 
tation on the part of those seized with the 
devil of malignity to harass their neigh- 
bors by prosecutions on false charges. Po- 
lice courts are in session all day long six 
days in the week, and morning sessions are 
held on Sundays. This giyes opportunity 
for the immediate arraignment of prisoners 
when arrested and obviates the necessity 
of keeping at the stations overnight people 
who are picked up by the police through the 
day. By this arrangement innocent per- 
sons who may fall into the clutches of the 
police are given speedy hearing, and may 
secure their liberty with the minimum of 
annoyance and disgrace. It also lessens 
the field of operation for professional bonds- 
men, a ciass that finds profitable employ- 
ment in Chicago. 

With a police court system based upon the 
best features of the Boston and New York 
plans—a consolidation of the probation of- 
ficer service with the continuous sessions 


and Iimited warrant issuance—local magis- 


trates think the evils which now beset 
municipal courts in Chicago could be quickly 
eradicated. Under a system of this kind, 
administered by intelligent justices, would 
be difficult to make such aggravating 
blunders as mark the Nellis and similar 
cases. If Mrs. Nellis, for instance, had 
fallen into the hands of the Boston police 
she would have been restored to her home 
the same night or the next day at the latest, 
instead of being sent to the workhouse as 
a drunken vagrant. The probation officers 
would have ferreted out the woman's resi- 
dence, or, failing in this, would have been 
in court the follo morning to notify 
the magistrate that it was a case calling 
for further ectiasiion. But in Chicago 
there is too big a rush of business to give the 
justices time for full consideration of the 
cases coming before them, and the result is 
somebody, and it is eee the innocent, 
has to suffer for it. Unless appearances are 
strongly against him the prosecuting police- 
man’s word is taken in preference to other 
testimony, and it is not natural that an of- 
ficer should care to admit he was in error, 
especially when an action for money dam- 


} awes might hinge upon such an 


| 


its destiny and tand its freight unharmed. 


But when a gang of river pirates assailed | 


one of these boats the outcome was usually 
the capture of its cargo and the loss of some 
if not all of its defenders. 

Bill Harke’s Desperate Gang. 


It was about the year 1819 or 1820 that the 
notorious Bill Harke, who had been driven 
out of Missouri (Missouri was admitted in 
1820) for lawlessness, and who had lived for 
some years a vagrant, renegade life among 
the Sioux, gathered a band of white and 
half-breed desperadoes and began to prey 
upon the boats of the traders. 

This gang of outlaws numbered, at dif- 
ferent times, from a dozen to eighteen or 
twenty of as villainous cutthroats as were 
gathered upon our frontier. Their head- 
quarters, if they had any, was never dis- 
covered, but that they were harbored by the 
different tribes of the Sioux scattered along 
the river seems evident. Armed to the 
teeth and supplied with Indian canoes, they 
pounced upon the up or down going boat in 
the dead of night, when half the crew were 
wrapped in their blankets. If resistance 
was made the men were shot down merci- 
lessly; if not the crew were tied hand and 
foot, the boat relleved of its freight. and its 
men left to free themselves of their bonds 
as best they could. These depredations 
occurred at different points along the whole 
stretch of the river from the mouth ofthe 
Platte to the Yellowstone. In these attacks 
the robbers were invariably disguised as 
Indians, painted and befeathered, and the 
identity of some of them was never estab- 
lished. Several of them were known, how- 
ever, and among them the leader, Harke. or 
“Two Fingers,”’ as the Sioux called him, 
through the reports of Indians friendly at 
different trading stations. 

This gang of river pirates, or most of 
them, at least, met a terrible and richly de- 
served fate at the hands of a few trappocrs 
who, through the leadership and strategy 
of Sim Battis, blew them to “ kingdom 
come,”’ as Yankees have it. 

Battis a Wary Boatman. 

A company of trappers had built for their 
headquarters, defense, and storage of furs 
a blockhouse, with the usual safe barri- 
cades, at the mouth of the River Niobrara. 
This station they occupied when ‘“ Two 
Fingers ’’ and his men infested the river. 
Twice in each season of open water their 
bateau descended the river with the annual 
catch of furs. The craft was manned by 
five or six of their number, who, with the 
exception of Simon Battis, an experienced 
young boatman and pilot, took turns in 
making the-trip. Battis, reared on the ex- 
treme frontier, the son of a trader, trained 
to the river from the time he could handle 
an oar, was one of the safest and most wary 
boatmen of the Missouri. 

He usually made his runs through danger- 
ous territory in the daytime, putting his 
boat Into the cover of a secluded and easily 
defended nook upon some island selected in 
advance, where his men spent the night in 
alternate watch and relief. He had never 
lost a bale of fur. 

Up to the time of the incident here related 
his goings and comings had apparently 
escaped the outlook of Bill Harke’s maraud- 
ers. It was just after the going out of the 
ice, and after a winter of successful trap- 
ping in the vicinity of the station, that one 
morning a white man and a number of 
Indians—Hunk-pa-pa Sioux—came to the 
blockhouse with furs, beaver and otter, to 
exchange for ammunition and blankets. 

Battis, with two or three of the men who 
were going down the river with him, was 
busy at the time overhauling, calking, and 
putting the bateau in repair. No suspicion 
would have been aroused against the trading 
party, perhaps, but while the Indians were 
bartering with the blockhouse trader the 
white man sauntered down to the boat and 
hung around the workmen. He talked care- 
lessly, giving information freely of himself 
and his companions, the Hunk-pa-pas; saifl 
he had put in the winter at their village on 
the Bad River, that he had made a good catch 
of beaver and otter, and had more buffalo 
pelts at the Hunk-pa-pa town than the In- 
dians had penies to pack in. 

Detected the Spy. 

He then asked when the boat would start 
down the river, whether the “ shift " would 
be mostly beaver, how many men would be 
at the oars; said he would to go along 
if he did not have to go back to Bad River to 
gather ponies to bring in his buffalo pelts, 
which the squaws were now tanning; 
veoh would bring down in June the biggest 

and finest lot of “ Injun tans" ever car- 
ried by that boat. Battis listened shrewdly 
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to this talk, and when the man finally fre- 
turned to the stdtion and rode off up the 
river with the Indians told his fellows that 
the pretended trapper was one of Harke’s 
men. 

He was so sure of the fact that a council 
was held among the men—there were a 
dozen or more—at the station, and he suc- 
ceeded in convincing his comrades that his 
suspicions were correct. He then proposed 
a bold scheme, which he would undertake 


with the help of four of his fellows to carry . 


out. This, too, was agreed to. 

There was an old flatboat lying in at the 
station—a scow concern—which had been 
used by the trappers in seasons of high 
water on the Niobrara. ‘This boat was about 
the size of the bateau. 

Battis and his men set to work, calked 
and repaired it, and rigged it with the sail 
of the bateau—a single sheet of canvas used 
when the wind was favorable. Then, in the 
night, they ran the scow into the shelter of 
some willows, placed a barrel of gunpow- 
der in the center, covered and p&cked this 
with coarse gravel and rocks, then complet- 
ed the freight with bales of bark covered 
with packs of buffalo pelts. When they had 
finished the boat's load presented tbe usual 
appearance, bales of fur, packs of blankets 
and provision for the journey, arranged so 
as to give sweep to the oar-handles and 
bare room for the boatmen to move along 
the sides. Two pieces of fuse, remnants of 
some which had been used occasionally in 
splitting trees, were inserted in the barrel 
with thé ends projecting between the packs 
which covered and concealed the explosive 
and its packing of rock. 


Exchanged the Boats. 

In the meantime, as it was believed that 
Fpies were on the watch, the bateau was 
loaded in the regular way, and again in 
the night the positions of the two boats 
were exchanged and the flatboat moored 
in front of the station. At noon the next 
day, with Battis and four men aboard, and 
its three-cornered sail set, the flatboat, 


trailing a light skiff at the stern, set out 


on its dangerous errand. 

The water was high, the current swift, 
and, as the wind was fairly favorable, the 
boat made good progress, despite its clum- 
sy build. It was loaded nearly to the wa- 
ter’s edge, and from the shore, piled as it 
was with the light and spurious bales, no 
eye could have detected the build of the 
craft. 

lsy sundown the boat was many miles be- 
low the blockhouse, and now its crew, with 
Fattis at the steering oar, keenly watched 
tne wooded sliores and the sweep of the 
river in front. 

Battis belleved the attack would come 
that night while passing the dense belt of 
timber which stretched for fifty miles ur 
tnore along the south side of the river. 
FPurposely he ran the boat as close in along 
that bank as the waters of the current 
would permit. The men ate a supper of 
** doughboys ’’—hard, dry  biscuits—and 
dried venison. The night wore on with all 
hands at the oars and eyes strained with 
watching. The mouth of the Jim River was 
passed, morning close at hand, the Big 
Sioux River and the Omaha towns not many 
mites in advance, and no sign of the pirutes. 
The men at the oars, weary and sleepy, 
wanted to run the flatboat ashore, take 
a rest, and go back. They expressed the 
belief that Harke and his men were 1,000 
miles away, not nearer than the Yellowstone 
at least, and finally, in disgust at the fruit- 
less journey, shipped their oars and threw 
themselves upon their blankets spread upon 
the bales. 

Battis alone stubbornly remained at his 
post. He held the sailrope in one hand 
and the steering oar in the other. The wind 
hud gone down and the boat floated idly, 
drifting along the shore, almost within the 
shadows of the great elms and cottonwoods 
which threw into deep gloom every curve 
and point of the bank. 


Attacked by the Pirates. 

Keenly on the watch, while his comrades 
snored, Battis at length, in approaching a 
point of timber, became aware of several 
dark objects lying out from shore upon the 
current, and dimly outlined against the dense 
shore line. Watching them in sharp excite- 
ment and suspicion, these obje2ts took shape 
and motion as he drew nevr. 

Beyond doubt they were canvues, a half 
dozen or more, with meninthem. They 
were less than a hundred yarés distant when 
Battis, as had been prearranged, yelled ** In- 
dians! Indians!’’ 

His men jumped out of their blankets, 
electrified. 

‘The pirates close at hand! Get into the 
boat, quick!’’ hissed the young leader sharp- 
ly. 
Then while the men scrambled into the 
rear, sprang into the skiff with their weapons 
and cut loose from the flatboat, amid an up- 
roar of shots and yells from the conning 
canoes, Battis knelt, hidden at the bottom of 
the flatboat. He uncovered the ends of the 
fuse, scratched a match and lighted both 
under the cover of his cap. Then quickly 
covering the fizzing ends by muffling them 
with a pack of wornout blankets, wetted 
hours before, he hastily crawled to the stern, 
keeping close down behind the piled-up Lales, 
dropped into the water and swam up stream 
for dear life. The four men in the skiff, one 
of them with a bullet—a chance shot in the 
darkness—through his wrist, brought their 
boat to a stand dangerously near to tho scene 
of action ard watched eagerly for Lattis. 
They saw the canoes—five of them -each con- 
taining three or four men, approach and 
swarm around the flatboat. Finding their 
prey abandoned, the robbers ceased firing, 
and most of them scrambled hastily aboard 
the larger craft, fastening their canoes along- 
side. 

Explosion Caught Them Unawares. 

The men in the skiff watched the receding 
group breathlessly. Both pieces of fuse had 
been cut to burn about two minutes. The 
waiting seemed an age, though the flatboat 
and its miscreant crew were not a hundred 
and fifty yards distant, when the powder 
barrel blew up. Then a great sheet of flame 
burst up, and in the glare of it men and 
missiles were seen thrown up and outward. 
There was a heavy boom like the distant ex- 
plosion of thunder—a splashing of water, 
sparks, and tongues of fire from a burning 
and dismantled wreck, in the light of which 
several overturned canoes were seen, and 
in two or three of the nearest of them men 
climbing upon their upturned bottoms. 
Curses and yells were heard from wretches 
struggling in the water. 

Battis has been little more than able to 
hold his own against the current. Luckily 
he had escaped from the falling stones and 
missiles, and now shouted to his men to row 
down and get him. He was soon picked up. 

Fearing an ambush on shore, the survivors 
of the wreck were left to save themselves 
as they could, and the plucky Battis and his 
crew pulled up the river two or three miles 
and landed on the opposite shore, They 
made a forced march out upon the prairie, 
hid in a ravine, and slept the day out. They 
returned to the blockhouse by a circuitous 
route, hiding in day time and pushing on at 
night. 

The trappers were satisfied that effective 
work had been done in punishing the “ fur 
pirates,’’ as they were called, and, in fact, no 
further attacks from this particular gang 
were ever heard of afterward. 

A friendly Indian told at one of the upper 
trading stations, that summer, that Chief 
Two Fingers and eight of his men had been 
killed and drowned in the blowing up of the 
boat, and the band had broken up and scat- 
tered. The affair spread among the Indians 
along the river and the white men's “ heap 
shooting boat "* made them wary and cau- 
tious of approaching a flatboat or bateau 
for a long time.—Ex.

' STEALING THE CITY’s REVENUES. 
Where. does the Legislature get the right 
to take the revenues of Chicago and turn 
them over to a private individual hamed 
Yerkes? ‘That is a question which the 
House Cominittee on Judiciary should have 
anSwered before indorsing the Yerkes bill. 
This is @ question the General Assembly 
should answer before it passes that bill. 

ig a measure were introduced directing 


| thé city to pay to Mr. Yerkes three millions 


anbually out of the proceeds of the liquor 
licenses there would be a general outburst 
of surprise and indignation. The consti- 
tutionality and the equity of such a prop- 
osition would be challenged at once. But 
the House Judiciary committee, influenced 
by reasons it does not care to have stated, 
proposes to do the same thing by indirec- 
tion. 

The street railroads of this city should 
have been for the last fourteen years a 
great source of revenue for Chicago as well 
as for Yerkes and his associates. The latter 
have been pocketing the city’s share, and 
out of that share they have become million- 
aires. Every dollar they have put into their 
roads—the 30 millions of capital invested— 
ismoney which should have gone to the city. 

After 1903, when the companies’ licenses 
expire, this source of revenue will become 
available. The city will be ina position 
where it ean demand at the outset three 
millions a year for the use of the streets on 
which: tracks are laid. 

Of this future revenue it is proposed to 
deprive the city unlawfully in order that 
Yerkes, who’has already so mans millions, 
may have more. The adoption of the 
Yerkes bill would be as much a grant of 
municipal revenues to Yerkes as voting him 
the liquor licenses would be. 

Chicago is a great and growing city. It 
must have more revenue or the welfare of 
its citizens will be neglected. A point was 
reached some years ago where it was dis- 
covered that some other source of revenue 
than the taxation of real and personal 
property must be had. So the high liccnse 
system was adopted. 

There is a further need ofrevenne. Tax- 
ation has been carried as far as property 
will stand. The street railroads must do 
their part now. The people have come to 
see that those corporations are a neglected 
source of revenue. The people at last per- 
ceive they ought to get rent for the streets 
they allow Yerkes et al. to use. 

Then Yerkes, reluctant to give up the 
profitable privileges he has enjoyed for so 
long, asks the Legislature to order the city 
not to charge rent for the use of the streets 
he oceupies. That is as impudent a prop- 
osition as if the tenants of Chicago houses 
were to ask to have a bill passed cxtending 
their leases and providing that they need 
not pay any reut. 

How can any member of ‘the Legislature 
vote for this proposition to rob Chicago? 
If the city is deprived of the three millions 
and more per year it should get for the use 
of its streets after 1903 it will have to levy 
higher taxes and burden the taxpayers 
sorely or it will have to leave undone the 
things which ought to be done. The ma- 
terial interests of the city and its inhab- 
itants will have to suffer. 

If the city is deprived of this revenue of 
three millions and more Yerkes—or, rather, 
the New-Yorkers to whom he and his asso- 
ciates mean to sell out—will get that money. 
Chicago will send to New York annually 
three millions which should be retained 
here. That money should be part of the 
working capital of Chicago, giving employ- 
ment to local labor. To rob the city treas- 
ury as is proposed is to rob wage earners 
of employment. 

And yet there are Chicago representa- 
tives who have sunk so low and who are so 
untitterably false to their constituents that 
they will vote for the Yerkes bill. If they 
yote to plunder the city’s revenves it is to 
add to. their own. A part.of what Yerkes 
is to get will go to them in the form of bribe 
money. 


THROWING MONEY INTO THE LAKE. 

The South Park Commissioners are 
pleading for authority to sell bonds to the 
amount’ of five millions. No pains are 
taken to enlighten the people as to the ex- 
act reason why so much money is desired. 
Much is said about the importance of filling 
that part of the outer harbor which is to 
be used for park purposes, so that there 
may be a new breathing place only a few 
steps from the heart of the city. There 
seems to be a desire to create an impression 
that most of the five millions is needed 
to make that new park, which all wish 
to see. 

But the fact is that four-fifths of the 
money, if granted, will be swallowed up in 
that project, Visionary at this time, of a 
drive out in the lake, east of the Illinois 
Central tracks, to-connect the Lake Front 
and Jackson Parks. When the voters come 
to understand that, they will not tumble 
over one another in their haste to gct to the 
polls to vote for this bond proposition. 

How will the taxpayers of the Town of 
Lake be benefited by a boulevard out in the 
lake which they will .never travel on? 
What good will the residents of Hyde Park 
west of Cottage Grove avenue get out of 
a driveway which nobody will use in bad 
weather and only those who have carriages 
in good weather? 

The residents of South Chicago west of 
Michigan avenue know how valuable a 
park north of ‘'welfth street wiil be to 
them. They will get their money's worth 
out of that. But they might as well throw 
their money into the lake, for any good it 
will do them, as to usc it in the construction 
of this road out in the water for others 
to travel on. 

Even if Michigan avenue wére congested, 
as is alleged, the mass of the taxpayers 
would be warranted in asking how far that 
congestion would be relieved by a boule- 
vard which nobody would travel on in 
winter or when spring or autumn storms 
were dashing the waves across it. 

The desirability of the Lake Front Park 
is admitted. For that reason those who 
are hankering after bonds push the park ‘to 
the front and have comparatively little to 
say about their more ambitious project. 
It will devour the money, but it is treated 
as if it was something magnificent but in- 
expeusive. 

The taxpayers in the park. district may 
be willing to have the taxes increased a 
little to hasten -the completion of the Lake 
Front Park, although they see it growing 
day by day. For the débris of the city is 
being dumped there continually and water 
is being converted steadily into land. But 
to add $300,000 a year.to their taxes is 
another matter. 

There are those who talk lightly of that 
sum, Then let them pay it ali and netask 
others not so well off to bear moat of the 
burden. It is so easy to say the entire tax 
will be “only a few cents a headvand no- 
body will miss the money.” There are 
600,000 men, women, and children in the | 

park district. Three hundred thousand 


dollars a year will be “only 350 cents 


apiece.” 

But how much will that $300,000 amount 
to per taxpayer? Evidently a great deal 
more, for comparatively few women and 
children pay taxes. Probably the names 
of not more than one-fourth of the voters 
are on the tax books. So the $300,000 has 
to be paid by a limited number of people. 

Then there is something else to be consid- 
ered. The park tax is not the only tax. 
There are others. There is a State tax, 
which will be a few cents higher this year; 
a county tax, a city tax, a school tax, which 
will be a few cents higher this year; a Pub- 
lic Library tax, and a drainage tax. “ Many 
a mickle makes a muckle.” 

All the taxing agencies would like to have 
every taxpayer hand over “ only a few cents 
more ” and assure him he could spare them 
easily. But in these hard times he cannot. 
In seasons of distress taxes should fall, as 
rents and wages and profits do, Municipal 
expenses should be curtailed. But the tax- 
eaters strive to increase them. 

Then there are the individuals who be- 
lieve a municipal debt is a public blessing. 
and that the people ought to be glad to pay 
taxes in order to have one. They measure 
the greatness of a city by the magnitude of 
its indebtedness, and think no drapery so 
becoming as a blanket mortgage. 

These men, who chafe under the constitu- 
tional limitations on municipal indebted- 
ness, are continually on the lookout for an 
opportunity to slap on an additional mort- 
gage. They have discovered that the South 
Park District is not bonded up to the limit. 
They desire to correct what they deem a 
sad omission. The voters will have some- 
thing to say on that point if the bond bill 
passes, for its ratification depends on them. 


CASE OF INSPECTOR SCHAACK. 

The cismissal of Inspector Schaack is 
now said to be demanded by the “ ruling 
race,” and a_new issue is being raised on 
the score of nationality. ‘The Mayor should 
be careful how he permits himself to be- 
come entangled in such a question. He 
must remember that Schaack is a German 
and thdt the Germans would be likely to 
resent seriously the dismissal of the In- 
spector because of his nationality, ‘Then 
again, Colliander, for whose murder O’ Mal- 
ley was tndicted, was a Swede, and the 
Swedes would not brook the discharge of a 
man whose only crime consists in having 
tried to find the murderer of their fellow- 
countryman. On a question of nationality, 
therefore, the Mayor should reflect that 
there are three Germans and Swedes in 
Chicago to every one of the gentlemen who 
turn out and parade on St. Patrick’s day, 
and it would hardly do to offend mortally 
the three to*placate the one. 

The Mayor should move with extreme 
caution in this Schaack affair, for he is in 
imminent peril of perpetrating a gross in- 
justice if he dismisses the Inspector simply 
to satisfy the grudge of the Inspector’s ene- 
mies. The avowed cause of the persistent 
hostility to Schaack is his course of action 
in the Colliander case. But there is cer- 
tainly nothing in this to warrant the ex- 
treme punishment of a dismissal. The 
most that ean be charged againet him is 
excess of zeal, and surely this is not a 
heinous offense in a Police Inspector when 
it is directed to the discovery of a mur- 
derer. The murder, moreover, was more 
serious than merely the taking of a human 
life. It was committed by desperadoes 
who were seeking to outrage the will of the 
people by stealing and destroying the bal- 
lots, and to accomplish this purpose they 
did not hesitate even at assassination. 
This crime remained covered up for many 
months, but Inspector Schaack kept run- 
ning down every suggestion of a clew, and 
finally gathered evidence which led him 
to believe O'Malley was guilty. One of the 
witnesses on whom Schaack relied chiefly 


| 


for support was confined in an Oregon. 


prison, but this man was not allowed to be 
present at the trial, which certainly was 
not the fault of Schaack. But in the end 
O’Malley was acquitted, his name was 
cleared completely by the jury of any stig- 
ma of crime, and he should have been sat- 
isfied. His friends were not justified in 
starting in to persecute the man who was 
trying to do his duty and whose efforts to 
run down this murder, although unsuccess- 
ful, were entirely commendable. 

If the Mayor accepts such a cause as 
sufficient for ordering the dismissal of 
Schaack he will not only do a great wrong 
to Schaack but he will seriously impair the 
usefulness of the entire Police Department. 
Police officials will not dare risk their po- 
sitions by arresting men suspected of crime 
unless the evidence is so overwhelming 
that the issue of a trial is a foregone con- 
clusion. Zeal in the department will be- 
come a lost element, for the men will be in 
constant dread lest a man charged with 
crime be acquitted. The Mayor surely must 
have the interests of the city sufficiently 
at heart to deter him from taking such an 
unwarranted and objectionable course. 


HOW THE GREEKS LOST DOMOKOS. 

The details of the battle at Domokos 
show the overwhelming disadvantages 
under which the Greeks were fighting. 
First there was the feint of an attack by 
the Turks on the left wing, then came the 
real attack on the unprotected right wing, 
and finally the attack of indigestion which 
forced Prince Nicholas to succumb. In 
the annals of war probably this is the first 
time an army has been routed hy a well- 
directed attack of indigestion. The gallant 
Prince, it appears, had been showing im- 
mense powers of self-restraint by holding 
his own battery and three others in re- 
serve, when if they had been sent out they 
could have turned the tide of conflict in 
favor of the Greeks. But even then the 
Prince felt the premonitory symptoms of 
that fateful indigestion, and there is noth- 
ing so soothing to this kind of Prince when 
suffering from indigestion as to be well sur- 
rounded by batteries. But he was not idle. 
With rare fortitude he rushed to the front 
—of his house, and viewed the struggle 
from a convenient window, in the mean- 
time keeping up a fierce conflict with the 
telegraph operator at Athens. Says one 
correspondent: 


I tried to send a dispatch, but the Prince, with 
a pale, drawn face, held the wire five hours person- 
ally communicating with Athens. 


For five hours he held this wire against 
the continuous attack of the enemy, indi- 
gestion, and the burden of his message was: 
“The army is lost; send us help.” Some 
carping crities have said that the army was 
not lost, and that it would také a faster 
man than Prince Nicholas to lose that fleet 
army. Some have even insinuated that the 
army was winning its battle, and that if the 
Prince could have been torn away from 
that telegraph wire long enough to relcase 
some of the batteries the issue would have 
gone the other way. But the royal word 
of the Prince had been flashing over that 


wire for five hours promising the Greek | 


nation, that the army was lost, and the 

royal promise was not to be broken by any 

mere accident of a turn in the tide of battle. 
Tides of battle are powerless to'turn when 

held in the inexorable grasp of 

men like this steadfast Prince. He haa 


made up his mind that the army was lost, 
and he proposed to see that it was lost, 
even without the help of the Turks, Wien 
night came and his confident troops were 
thinking of how they would effect a victory 
on the morrow he ofdered a retreat. With 
rare discernment he knew that the best 
time to lose an army was when it was dark. 
But in this supreme moment he did not 
flinch from doing his duty. He was no 
laggard. The man who could stick to a 
telegraph wire for five hours with an attack 
of indigestion in his midst could never be 
found straggling in the rear when the trum- 
pet sounded the advance backwards. He 
sprang into his liveried coach. He gathered 
his postilions about him, and the royal 
chargers dashed out into the night, whirl- 
ing the Prince in the front rank, as usual, 
of one of the most perfect retreats of the 
war. And thus having rescued his men 
from the imminent peril of victory and hav- 
ing made good his royal word that the 
Turks were victorious, and having put to 
rout the attack of indigestion, the great 
commander gave orders that another place 
be chosen from which the next retreat 
could be made, and lapsed into peaceful 
slumber. 


STRIKE OF TANNERS ABANDONED. 

The strike of tanners and curriers, in 
which about 2,000 were involved, has been 
officially abandoned and the men are mak- 
ing a scramble to get work again. Not 
more than one-half of the strikers will be 
reémployed, for the bosses do not propose to 
discharge any of the new men who have 
proved themselves competent workmen. 
The other 1,000 will be forced to continue in 
idleness and without wages. The result of 
this strike illustrates the lack of wisdom 
in starting a fight against employers on a 
falling market, In this case the strike was 
precipitated because the employers wanted 


the men to work longer hours and for less 


wages. This demand was made because of 
the hard times and the competition from 
near-by cities like Milwaukee, which made 
it necessary for the bosses to obtain more 
work for the wages paid the employés. The 
employers had the option, of course, either 
to exact this sacrifice from the men or close 
their plants, but they did not want to shut 
down, so they took the alternative. 

The strike of the employés was deter- 
mined chiefly by the influence of the walk- 
ing delegatca, who ought to have known 
the condition of the trade and probably did 
know it, but disregarded it. A walking 
delegate greatly likesastrike. It gives him 
added importance and makes him the center 
of considerable activity, and his wages are 
paid without a break by the union when the 
other members of the union quit work. 
Delegates are only too ready to foment and 
order strikes, and they deceive the men into 
a foolish hopefulness by airily assuring 
them that the strike is sure to win in a 
short time, and that it will be only a matter 
of a few days before the employers will be 
brought to terms. But in this case it turned 
out the other way, as it almost inevitably 
must when a strike is attempted on a falling 
market. When a market is going up and 
men strike for higher wages they are likely 
to carry their point. But when the market 
is going sharply the other way and employ- 
ers must be able to cut wages or go out of 
business, then a strike is almost certain to 
fail, and the strikers will find the only re- 
sult has been that they have lost their jobs. 
These tanners have been out of work for 
something like fi#® months and during this 
time have drawn no pay, although the sal- 
aries of the walking’ delegates have been 
running on as usual, The strikers might 
better have complied with the request of 
the employers at the outset, for the result, 
as it has turned out, was almost inevitable.

ALDEMMANIC SALARY GRAB. 

The bill raising the annual salaries of 
the Aldermen of Chicago to $1,500 has 
passed all the dangerous shoals and will 
soon become alaw. As there are 68 Alder- 
men, this will mean that $102,000 must 
be taken out of the City Treasury every 
year to be turned over to the members of 
the Council. It is unfortunate for Chicago 
that such a law has been passed, It was 
uncalled for and provides merely for the 
diversion of this large sum of money from 
some worthy purpose to one that is de- 
cidedly unworthy. There is fio reason 
why the Aldermen should have the salaries 
raised to such:a figure by reason of their 
services to the eity. It will not make them 
any more honest or insure the city any more 
faithful performance of duty. On the con- 
trary, in the majority of cases it will be 
directly detrimental to the city’s interests, 
since it will enable carrupt Aldermen to 
enjoy more leisure, which can be devoted to 
devising schemes of boodle and to carrying 
out boodle projects more minutely. There 
are many wars in which the city could use 
this money, which is about to be worse than 
squandered, to its distinct advantage. It 
would provide for 100 more policemen, 
which the force greatly needs. It could 
be used in keeping the city strcets well 
lighted, which cannot now be done for lack 
of sufficient cash. It could be us add- 
ing to the equipment of the Fire Depart- 
ment. It could be devoted to a score of pur- 
poses helpful to the city, but instead it is 
to be turned over to Aldermen who do not 
earn it and who do not deserve it, and who 
will use it chiefly as a means of furthering 
a greater plundering of the city. 


DE LOME’S LETTER TO OLNEY. 

A day or two ago T'up TriBune printed 
the substance of the letter sent over a year 
ago by ex-Secretary Olney to the Duke of 
Tetuan, Spanish Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, tendering the mediation of the United 
States as between Cuba and Spain, with 
the view of securing the independenice of 
the island. This is the letter of which, it 
will be remembered, the State Department 
at the time pretended to have no knowl- 
edge. The mediation having been per- 
emptorily declined; Olney and Cleveland 
went no farther in the matter, bat at once 
made themselves persone gratze with De 
Lome at Washington and the Spanish 
court at Madrid. 

Tue TRIBUNE yesterday supplied another 
missing link in the correspondence which it 
was said never took place, and printed the 
full text of De Lome's reply to Oiney. It 
is a most significant letter and should 
be carefully read by every one who wishes 
to have a clear and unprejudiced undtrr- 
standing of the Cuban question. It will be 
found by such a scrutiny that the real 
views of the Cleveland administration and 
the Spanish court in the matter of Cuba 
were identical and that the warmest sy m- 
pathy existing between them. It will bé 
found that the statements of Olney were 
clearly paralleled by the statements “ laid 
before the Cortes by the august lips of his 
Majesty,” and that the views expressed by 
the august lips of the American people car- 
ried with them no weight at Washington. 
In every peragraph of this long letter the 
gratification of Spain at the policy of Olney 
and Cleveland is enthusiastically and grate- 
fully “expressed. It is specially grateful 


that “ the government of the United States 


sees no advantage in connection with the 


Cuban question, its only wish being that 
the ineluctable and lawful sovereignty of 
Spain be maintained, and even strength- 
ened, through the submission of the rebels, 
which, as your Excellency states in your 
note, is of paramount necessity to the 
Spanish government for the maintenance 
of its authority and its honor.”” After page 
upon page of adulation and flattery, De 
Lome states the salient point of his reply 
as follows: 


When the government of the United States 
shall once be convihced of our being in the right, 
and when that honest conviction ghall in some 
manner be made public, but little more will be re- 
quired in order that all those in Cuba who are 
not merely striving to accomplish the total ruin 
of the beautiful country in which they were born, 
being then hopeless of outside help and powerless 
by themselves, will lay down their arms. 

Until that happy state of things has been at- 
tained Spain will, in the just defense not only of 
her rights but also of her duties and honor,’ con- 
tinue the efforts for an early victory, which she 
is now exerting regardless of the greatest sac- 
rifices, 


It was this statement that sealed the 
mouths of Cleveland and Olney, estopped 
them from any further efforts for the Cu- 
‘bans, and enlisted them as indirect allies 
with Spain in the crushing out of the 
Cubans. It was their Spanish policy which 
gave delight to a certain insolent, unfecling 
crowd of American Tories, consisting 
largely of men around Boston with Jorge 
sugar planting interests, actively led by 
Atkins and now officially represented by 
the two Spanish Senators, Hale and Hoar. 
It was this policy which paralyzed the arm 
of the executive power and left Cuba at the 
mercy of Spain. The Cubans, however, 
have nobly and manfully resisted their 
‘Spanish persecutors and still hold them in 
successful defiance, waiting for the United 
States to speak the word which shall help 
them. The Senate hasdoneitsduty. Now 
let pot the House delay, and let the Presi- 
dent remember the ringing declarations on 
this subject of the convention which nom- 
inated him and challenged the Cleveland- 
Olney administration for its cowardly sub- 
serviency to Spain. 


THE RELIGIOUS CONVENTIONS. 

Just about this time—that is to say, 
the time of the new leaf, of apple blossoms, 
lilacs, and so on, the particular season of 
nature’s supreme loveliness—there are 
going on in all parts of the country religious 
anniversaries and conventions galore. All 
in all, the amount of business which these 
multitudinous conventions have to look 
after is very considerable. The total 
amount of church property in the United 
States, by the last census, is nearly $700,- 
000,000. Between the spiritualities and 
the necessary secularities there is obviously 
enough to do. Of course the more sacer- 
dotal and hierarchical churches depute a 
large share of their responsibilities to a 
comparatively few persons. In all the more 
democratic church organizations the case 
is different. 

While the last census gives for the United 
States a little over 140 different denomina- 
tions of Christians, one need not be greatly 
disturbed over that fact; there is not nearly 
so much confusion as that would seem to 
indicate. Most of them do not differ great- 
ly from one another. Anyway, we are a 
free people. There is nobody to lord it over 
an American; his religion is his own. If 
Americans are a thinking people, with 
sharply marked individualistic convictions, 
why should they not be so? Those who 
mainly agree can easily and happily flock 
together. And the absolute freedom for 
religious conviction is just the thing. 

And then, too, these religious conventions 
of all sorts, larger and smaller, have come 
to be such 4renic affairs. The old war- 
horses of either sectional or sectarian con- 


troversy have most all, presumably, gone- 


to heaven. At any rate, their stalking 
shadows cut small figure now. The tem- 
porary fright of some, a few years ago, 
over the somewhat seen dogmatism of the 
new evolution, or the correspondingly im- 
mature higher e¢riticism, is giving way toa 
more sane and reassured temper of mind. 
If three or four years ago Prof. Briggs be- 
fore the Presbyterian General Assembly 
seemed on the point of being torn to pieces 
or burned, just a little, atthe stake of the 
archaic Presbyterian “standards,” he is 
finding himself already as being accounted 
among the meek—‘* the meek who inherit 
the earth.” -Last year Dr. Withrow of Chi- 
cago presided over the General Assembly 
and there was not a ripple to mar the gen- 
eral felicity; just another apple orchard 
in full bloom. Of course there will always 
be here and there some belated owls who 
will still keep up their apprehensive hoot, 


never quite perceiving whether the sun is * 


going up or down. 

There are in all in this country very 
nearly 5 million Methodist communicants 
of the various branches, nearly 4 million 
Baptists, 14% million Presbyterians, 1% 
million Lutherans, and about 600,000 Con- 
gregationalists and Episcopalians. That 
their several representative conventions, 
local and general, are apt to have an in- 
teresting and lively time of it when they 
meet is not to be wondered at. 
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CHICAGO LEADS NEW YORK. 

The census of 1820, says the New York 
Sun, “showed that New York was ahead 
of all other American cities, and it has kept 
the lead ever since.” The concluding state- 
ment is erroneous. Chicago is the first city 
in the country now and will remain so for 
some months to come. This is unpleasant 
for New-Yorkers, but there is no help for it. 

For, although Governor Black has signed 
the charter of the Greater New York, that 
charter is not operative yet. Brooklyn is 
still ruled by itsown Mayor. The Counties 
of Riehmond and Queens retain their loca] 
governments as yet. Consolidation will not 
go into effect until the new great municipal- 
ity has elected its Mayor and other officers 
and they have been installed. 

The assertion of the Sun that “ Governor 
Black’s signature of the Greater New York 
charter gives us a consolidated population 
of 3,300,000, or more than that of any other 
city in the United States,” is untrue for 
two reasons. Firstly, consolidation has not 
taken place; and secondly, there are not 


_8,300,00 persons living in the territory 


which is to be made into one municipality. 
The present population of the different di- 
visions of that territory is about as follows: 


The aceuracy of these figures is attested 
by the vote cast at the-exciting election of 
last year. ‘The future Greater New York 
east then 534,254 votes. There are five 
persons to a voter in New York City, and 
rather more in Brooklyn. ‘That vote rep- 
resents, therefore, just about 2,800,000 
persons. — 

The New-Yorkers will protest at the 
statement that they number only 1,600,000 
now. They will say that a census taken in 
1892 gave them 1,801,000. There was a 
sham census taken that year, but it was a 
‘fake, as can be shown easily.

1890 gave it 


That was a gain of 309,000 i in ten years— 
80,000 a year. If the bogus census figures 
of 1892 were genuine the city would have 
gained 286,000 in two years, or almost the 
gain of the preceding ten years. That is 
manifestly absurd. There was no gain of 
143,000 a year after 1890, The 1892 cen- 


sus was padded, just as the St. Louis census — 
‘returns of 1860 were, for the purpose of 


putting that city ahead of Chicago. 

The vote cast in New York City last No- 
vember was 808,257. Very few failed to go 
to the polls who were able to get out of the 
house. The rote cast does not indicate a 
population of more than 1,600,000. ‘The 
gain of only 85,000 in seven years may 


seem small, 


gain no more. 
The school census taken in Chicago last 


June showed a population of 1,619,000. It 
is generally admitted that this was less than 
the actual figures. Nobody has insinuated 
that any stuffing was done, The vote of 
Chicago last fall was 350, 696, the equiva- 
lent of a population of 1,750,000, 

Chicago polled 42,000 more votes than 
New York did. Those votes represent 
about 200,000 persons, and the present 
population of Chicago exceeds that 
of New York by that number. Even if 
New York had a “ consolidated population 
of 3,800,000 ” it would not have more than 
double the population of Chicago. 

Chicago is. the. first city in the country 
now. There is no getting around it. New 
York is the second. That is not pleasant 
for New-Yorkers, but there is no help for it. 
It is a dispensation of providence. They 
must submit to it meekly. When consoli- 
dation is perfected, next January, Chicago 
will take second place. How’'long she will 
be content with it ign be told precisely 
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PROPOSED waskrnerom MONUMENT. 

The suggestion recently made by THE 
TRIBUNE that’a statue of George Wash- 
ington should be erected in Lincoln Park 
has met with a widespread and enthusi- 
astic welcome, and it will undoubtedly take 
practical shape before Jong. Several citi- 
zens have expressed their views in our col- 
umns, among them Mr. BH. G. Mason, the 
President of the Historical society, who 
combines public spirit; good taste, and his- 
torical knowledge in an eminent degree 
and whose labors in this city in his partic- 
ular department have been of an enduring 
character. 

Mr. Mason not only approves of the statue 
but thinks it a shame Chicago does not 
possess one,. hecause . Washington never 
ceased to plan for the development of the 
West. Tue TrisuNne sympathizes with all 
that Mr. Mason has to say except when he 
suggests the Lake-Front as a proper iocal- 
ity, where Washington would stand as a 
partner with Columbus in everything, it is 
to be hoped, except in art. Tue TRIBUNE 
believes that Lincoln Park is the better 
place. Washington on the Lake-Front 
would be lonesome, and there probably 
would be a coolness right away between 
him and Columbus. In Lincoln Park, how- 
ever, he would. be in good company. He 
would have three great Americans—Lin- 
coln, Grant, and Franklin—for neighbors, 
as well as some of our aborigines, with 
whom he had a good dealof trouble in his 
time, and some distinguished foreigners, 
among them Linnwus, Hans Christian An- 
dersen, Shakspeéeare, La Salle, and Schiller. 
He would feel much more at home in the 
Lincoln Park Walhalla than he would down 
on the Lake-Front with the gentleman in 
ample skirts who passes his time sturing 
over to State street in a vacuous manner. 

Our works of art should not be too wide- 
ly scattered. Of all men Washington 
should be placed where the most people can 
see Kim. Lincoln Park is not very wide but 
it is very long. -it is the park most fre- 
quented by the people. It is right in the 
midst of their homes, and it is made at- 
tractive by its lake frontage and beautiful 
drive. It is nearer the city than any other 
park. It is the spot where thousands pic- 
nic and “loaf and invite their souls.” In 
no other place in Chicago would Washing- 
ton find himself the cénter of such a large 
and admiring throng. ‘Besides this, the 
Lake-Front Park ought not to be too thick- 
ly crowded with statesmen and heroes. In 
the due-course of time sévétal persons now 
living will expect to stand there in perpet- 
ual bronze. Montgomery Ward, John Statf- 
ford, and other Lake-Front Sraneseee; Mr. 


worth, the munificent provider; F erd Feck, 
the genius loci; Stuyvesant Fish, and nu- 
merous others may claim the right to have 
their statues placed conspicuously in the 
park, and there is apparently no good rea- 
son why it. should not be pretty thickly 
planted with contemporary bronze. But 
Lincoln Park should be reserved for his- 
tory. Washington should go there by all 
means. In the course of. time it is alto- 
gether probable those people who are fond 
of the principles.of Jefferson will want him 
there, and he undoubtedly would be fol- 
lowed by Alexander Hamilton, which would 
anake a notable collection of the representa- 
tiva, figures im. the wars of the revolution 
and the rebeilion. There is no objection to 
Mr. Mason's suggestion that statues of 
Mad Anthony Wayne and George Rogers 
Clark should also be placed there, unless it 
be possible that Clark street was named for 
the latter, which would be sufficient honor 
for any man.

Last Week—Will Revolutionize the_, 
Manner of Valuations in the Case | 


of Special Improvements. 


Special efforts are being made by the 


members of the Real Estate Board to se-. 


cure the enactment of the special assess-" 


ment law by the present General Assembly. 
The bill has passed the Senate and will come 
before the House early this week. 

The supporters of the measure, who were 
at Springfield last week, are hopeful the 
vote of the House will be favorable. An 
ordinance passed by the City Council last 
year governing the levy of special assess- 
ments has proven entirely inadequate to 
the needs of the city. Orders for the im- 
provement of streets have been passed with 
the same freque cy and the same disregard 
.for the rights of the propeéerty-owners in- 
terested since the’ ordinance was passed as 
Was the case before it was put in force. 
There was a ldrge falling off in the number 
of orders and ordinances for special assess- 
ments immediately after the enactment of 
the law, but the good effect soon ceased 
to be noticeable. The custom still prevails 
in the Council of passing these orders in 
the “‘omnibus”’ way without any adequate 
investigation of the need of the improve- 
ment or the amount of money involved. 
Through an Aldermanic courtesy the orders 
submitted by one member of the City Coun- 
cil are not opposed, with the unwritten 
understanding that the same consideration 
will be extended at some future time. 


Appeal to Legislators. 


A. letter has been sent to all the represen- 
tatives at Springfield signed by Marvin A. 
‘Farr, President of the Real Estate Board, 
and Mayor Harrison. | 

It states that ariy rational system of mak- 
ing local improvements by special assess- 
ment ought at least to take account of these 
considerations: 

1. There should be intelligent, careful, and 
fair consideration of every scheme for. a 
public improvement before the same is un- 
dertaken and heavy expenses incurred. 

2. No improvement should be undertaken 
against the wish of the large majority of 
those who are to pay for the same, except 
in cases of imperative public necessity. 

3. No scheme for an improvement should 
be adopted and the expenses incurred with- 
out notice to those affected. 

4. The assessment should be made as eco- 
nomically as possible, and all excess above 
the cost of making the improvement should 
be scrupulously preserved and returned to 
the property-owner. 

5. ‘Where private property is condemned 
for public uses the same should be done 
with reasonable dispatch, so that such 
property, will not for a long time be kept 
under a cloud and its use impaired in the 
hands of the owner. 

The letter says: “‘ The present special as- 
Sessment law tra sses every one of 
these considerations, beside many others 
which might be suggested. While the evils 
of the law are the same throughout the 
State they are greatly intensified in the 
larger cities. Under the present law, and 
under the practices which it permits and 


,@oes not prohibit, the special assessment 


system of our city has become so utterly 
bad that there is, so far as we know, abso- 
lute unanimity of opinion of.all persons 
acquainted with it and of all political par- 
ties without distinction, that it should be 
greatly altered.” 

New Law in Brief. 


The proposed law is summarized in the 
letter as follows: —— 

at an intelligent oversight over 
the inception of all schemes for public im- 
provement by constituting out of existing 
Officers, not new officers, a Board of Local 
Improvements. It relieves the City Council 
and lodges the initial authority entirely with 
this board; it. requires personal notice of 
every proposed improvement to be given to 
every interested property-owner and gives 
“him a hearing before the board before any 
scheme is adopted or expense is incurred; 
it gives the majority of the property-owners 
the right to say whether an improvement 
shall be made except in cases of public ne- 
cessity; it does away with excessive esti- 
rhates and assessments; it abolishes the 
commissioners, with their large fees, and 
requires the work to be done in the name 
of and by the special assessment officers; 


it does away with rebates by requiring the 


- excess to be at once ascertained and credited 


on the assessment; it requires thorough and 
careful search for the owners of record of 
property, and makes the most ample pro- 
vision for their having notice of assessment; 
it leaves full authority with the court to 
control, revise, recast, or annul the assess- 
ment’as the justice and right of each case 
may require; it gives jurisdiction to the Cir- 
cult Court, the Superior Court of Cook 
County, and the County Court to hear spe- 
cial assessment matters, instead of confin- 
Ing it to the County Court, as heretofore. 
It gives the fullest chance to every person 
to have his hearing in court, but 

for the purpose of making better the vouch- 
ers issued to pay for the work it shortens 
the time for appeals and writs of error. 
By making better these securjties the cost 
of the work will be decreased to the prop- 
erty-owner. It requires the fullest competi- 
tion in bidding for the work, but guarantees 
good faith and fairness on the part of the 
contractor by providing that the property- 
owners may, after all bids are in, take the 
contract themselves if they will do so at 
10 per cent above the lowest bid. It allows 
no more than 6 per cent of the amount of 
the assessment to pay the expenses of the 
pec assessment office. And in conclu- 
fon we may say it strikes at and aims to 
licate just as far as possible every evil 
fn the present assessment system that ex- 
ists through the provisions or omissions of

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NEW MARKET STREET BUILDING. 
Wholesale Structure to Be Erected by 
Real Estate Trustees. 

Owen F. Aldis and others, Chicago Real 
Estate Trustees, have bought the Adams 
Express property at the southeast corner of 
Van Buren and Market streets and have let 
contracts to W. A. & A. E. Wells for an 
eight-story building to be erected on the site 

at a cost of about $200,000. 

Holabird & Roche are the architects of 
the new structure. 

The property has a frontage of 176 feet 
in Van Buren street and is 90 feet in 
Market street. The building has been leased 
to Hart, Schaffner & Marx fora long term 
of years. This firm is located at present 
at Jackson and Market streets. ‘ 

The new building will be a fine type of a 
mercantile, structure in the Italian renais- 
sance style of architecture.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Joseph Theurer Pians to Ruild a Fine 
Residence. 


Joseph Theurer, President of the Schoen- 
hofen Brewing company, will build a resi- 
dence on the property recently acquired by 
him at the northwest corner of Lake View 
avenue and Arlington place. As stated in 
THE TRIBUNE at the time of the purchase, 
this residence will be a handsome structure. 
It will cost approximately $55,000. 

The house is desj/gned in the Italian renais- 
Sance style of architecture, and will cover 
an area of 44x71 feet. The basement will 
be of brown stone, with walls above of mot- 
tled brick and terra cotta. A heavy cornice 
of terra cotta and a copper roof will com- 
plete the elevation. 

The interior will be of fireproof construc- 
tion, with steel,beams and tile arches and 
partitions. On the first floor will be located 
a large reception hall, stair hall, reception 
parior, library, dining-room, breakfast room, 
kitchen, and the servants’ dining-room. Ad- 
jacent to the dining-room on the Arlington 
place side will be an observatory, and on the 
north side will be the carriage entrance. On 
the second floor there will be five large bed- 
rooms, family sitting-room, den, and sewing 
room. A dancing-room, 35x32 feet, a parlor, 
and storage rooms will be on the third floor. 
Marble and mosaic floors will be used in the 
vestibule, halls, and conservatory. The in- 
terior finish will be in selected woods, in- 
cluding mahogany, curly birch, hirdseye 
maple, and quarter-sawed white oak. The 
house will be heated by hot water and light- 
ed by electricity. It is expected work will 
begin in June.

TO CUT INTEREST RATE. 


BANKS TO PAY 14 PER CENT ON COUN~ 
TRY BANK BALANCDBDS. 


All Clearing-Howse Banks im Chicago, 
with Two Exceptions, Voté for Such 
a Reduction—Would Become Etf- 
fective June 1—Masonic Temple’s 
Prosperous Year—West Chicago Is 
Again the Active Steock#New York 
Biscuit Continues Stron#. 


Chicago banks will reduce the interest 
rates on country bank balaneeés from 2 per 
cent to 1% per cent on Juné 1. This was 
practically decided upon at a:meeting of the 
clearing-house banks on Friday afternoon, 
and as soon as two clearing-house banks 
give their formal assent to the proposed re- 
duction the matter will then be settled and 
notices will be sent to all the country bank 
correspondents of the action that is to be 
taken. The meeting of the bankers was held 
in the rooms of the Clearing-House Associa- 
tion and every clearing-hotise bank was 
represented at the meeting, 6xcept the Fort 
Dearborn National Bank and the Corn Ex- 
change Bank. It was decided on a unan- 
imous vote of all present at the meet- 
ing to reduce the interest rate to 
1% per cent on June 1, providing 
all the clearing-house banks give their 
assent to the proposed action. A committee 
was appointed to confer with the officers of 
the two banks not represented at the meet- 
ing, and as a result of the conference held 
yesterday morning it was announced the 
reduction will probably be made. Neither 
the Corn Exchange nor the Fort Dearborn 
has formally agreed as yet to the proposed 
reduction, but in effect they have given their 
approval to the plan. 

The action on the part of. the clearing- 
house banks was the result of the great ac- 
cumulation of funds in the vaults of the 
banks of Chicago for which no profitable use 
can be found. The state of the money mar- 
ket at present is unsatisfactory from the 
standpoint of the bankers and interest is 
being paid on a large amount of money which 
ts lying idle in the vaults of the banks. On 
May 14 the national banks owed to other 
banks $66,813,591 and on May 11 the State 
banks were due other banks $9,329,168. This 
makes a total due to outside banks by na- 
tional and State banks in Chicago of $76,- 
142,759. The saving which would be effected 
from the reduction of interest rates to 1% 
per cent would be considerable. At present 
the deposits of outside banks with Chicago 
banks is the heaviest in years. 


Masonic Temple’s Prosperous Year. 


According to a preliminary report which 
has been made up by President R. C. Lake 
the liabilities of the Masonic Temple asso- 
ciation, other than that represented in stocks 
and bonds, has heen reduced to $3. At the 
time of the last annual report, which cov- 
ered the year ending April 30, 1896, there 
was an excess of liabilities over accounts 
and bills receivable of $37,918. On April 30, 
1897, the Masonic Temple Fraternity associ- 
ation had outstanding liabilities aside from 
the stock and bond issues of $38,963, while 
it had accounts and Dills receivable and cash 
on hand amounting to $38,960. It will be 
seen by these figures that the liabilities 
have been reduced during the year $37,915. 
In addition the company spent about $20,000 
for permanent improvements and better- 
ments. The balance sheet on April 30, 1897, 
as compared with that of April 30, 1806, is as 
follows:

Activity in West Chicago. 

West Chicago went to the front again 
yesterday as the local stock in which there 
was the greatest activity shown. Total 
sales of West Chicago during the short 
day's trading amounted to 2,000 shares. The 
local stock in which there was the second 
largest total of transactions Was New York 
Biscuit, which has led all thé local securi- 
ties the preceding day. ‘West Chicago 
opened at 96%, and after an advance to 
97 it went off to a weak close at 05%. The 
weakness in this stock 
noticeable when account is taken of the con- 
fident predictions of members of the ex- 
change that the substitute Humphrey bill 
would pass both branches of the Legisla- 
ture and would become a law. As an offset 
to the advantage which it was claimed 
would result from the enactment of the 
bill, it was pointed out the required payment 
of 3 per cent of the gross railway receipts, 
figured on the basis of last year’s report, 
would be more than the West Chicago Street 
railroad could pay and leave the dividends 
as they are at present. 

New York Biscuit opened strong and 
active, and while there was little doing in 
the,stock after the first half hour of trad- 


ing the quotations held up Well to the close. The 
opening quotation was at 48, from which there 
Was an advance to 48%, and after a decline to 
47% the stock showed a return of strength which 
left it at the close at 48. Total sales of New 
York Biscuit were 1,400 shares, 

The New York bank statement for the week 
ending yesterday made a favorable comparison 
with the statements of previous weeks. There 
was a slight decrease in the deposits, which would 
indicate the owners of capital are finding some 
use to which it can be put except in banks.

St. Louls also reported 60,000 bu of 
rye sold to go to France. here was an effort 
made by the bears to discredit the St. Louis business 
by claiming that purchases could have been made 
in other markets at lower prices. It is a recor- 
nized fact, however, that St. Louis is usually the 
first market to feel the effect of an export demand 
from France. The St. Louis grades of wheat suit 
the French trade and business connections be- 
tween the French markets and St. Louis are al- 
ready established. About the only element tend- 
ing to throw cold water on the French news was 
the cast that there was no response In the Paris 
market. 


Short Wheat Taken In. 


The advance was helped locally by the covering 
of short wheat for the Barretts. learances for 
the week were liberal, and for the day were 
oguivalent to 815,000 bu, against primary receipts 
of 546,000 bu. The Northwestern movement was 
certainly a bearish factor, although people sup- 
posed to be qualified to speak for the spri wheat 
trade say that the receipts at Minneapolis and 
Duluth will fall off materially in a short time.

WISCONSIN STRAWBERRY OUTLOOK. 


Fine Prospects for a Big Yield on the 
Crop Around Racine. 


Prospects for a heavy crop of strawberries in 
Racine County never looked brighter than at the 
present time. The plants are in full bloom, but the 
crop will be at least ten days later than former 
years. The growing of the berry around Racine 
has developed wonderfully in the last few years 
and Racine County is becoming noted for the ex- 
cellent quality of Ks strawberries, especially along 
the lake shore, which is best adapted to the grow- 


of the fruit. ‘ 
e has this year been devoted 
to the growin rry, and the weather, which 
has been cool, could not have been more suitable 
for the development of the plants. ear the 
crop was a partial failure owing to the early heavy 
rains, following which came extreme hot weather, 
which withe the plant. However, 33, crates 
of 16-qt boxes each were grown, nearly 80,000 of 
which weré shipped to the outside market, the bulk 
of the shipments going to Chicago. 

From present appearances the crop this year will 
reach at least 40,000 crates, and probably more. 
Most of the fruit is shipped by boat from that city, 
and in the early evening when the berry season is 
at its height long lines of farmers’ teams are drawn 
up in front of the two ay ry” werehouses, un- 
loading the day's picking. As high as 4,000 crates 
have been ship in a single y by boat. By 
this means of shipment the berry is kept cool, and 
when it reaches the commission houses in Chicago 
in the early morning is almost as fresh as when 
piucked from the

MAY HAVE BEEN WALLOON FRENCHe 
MEN WHO OAME IN 1628. 


New Light on an Interesting Historical 
Question—Evidence Which Shows 
That the Earliest Inhabitants Came 
by Permhission of the Dutch and 
Called the City New Avesnes—Dis-~ 
covery Made by a French Savant. 


DWARD C. MARSHALL of New 
York, in a communication addressed 
to the editor of the New York Trib- 
une, revives a discussion which 
gained some prominence two years 

ago as to who were the real founders of New 
York. He brings forward some interesting 
evidence tending to show that it was a 
company of Walloon Frenchmen, and not 
the Dutch, who first established the settle- 
ment. The communication, which is of his- 
torical interest, is as follows: 

To the Editor of the Tribune—Sir: It will 
probably astonish most of your readers to 
learn that the first name given to this city 
was not New Amsterdam, but New Avesnes, 
from the Town of Avesnes, situated in the 
Department du Nord, tn France. This in- 
formation has been recelvyed in the course 
of a correspondence maintained by the writer 
in behalf of a prominent citizen of New 
York, an ex-President of the Holland so- 
ciety, who is making a search in Europe as 
to his family history. 

An intelligent Frenchman, M. Lemoyne, 
of Angers, writes that Virlet d’Aoust, in his 
** Report on Geography” for the year 1871, 
No. 12, remarks as follows: 


In 1623 300 natives of French Flanders, 
from the City of AVesnes, under the leader- 
ship of Jean (error for Jesse) de Forest, emi- 
grated to Manhattan Island, on which is 
now situated the City of New York. After- 
ward Dutch colonists arrived, and, with the 
aid of the Metropolitan government (at 
Amsterdam, Holland), substituted the name 
New Amsterdam for Nouvelle Avesnes (New 
Avesnes), which was first borne by the in- 
fant settlement, now the Empire City of the 
new world. 

The publication of this remarkable state- 
ment will probably revive anew an interest- 
ing discussion which was held by our savants 
two years ago on the question, Were the 
French or the Dutch the founders of this 
city? The claim that the French, who were 
mostly Walloons, or natives of French 
Flanders, were the first to establish a colony 
on Manhattan Island, was made by the Rev. 
Dr. C. W. Baird in his ‘** History of the 
Huguenot Emigration to America.” Under 
the leadership of Jesse de Forest, who was 
a native of the City of Avesnes, a party of 
Frenchmen, then resident in Leyden, Hol- 
land, had petitioned, July 16, 1621, the 
British Ambassador for permission to emi- 
grate to Virginia. Falling in this effort, 
they made application to the Dutch govern- 
ment, who sent over in the ship New Nether- 
land thirty French families, who landed on 
Manhattan Island in May, 1623. Dr. Baird 
Bays: ‘There were then only a trading 
post and a few huts at the southern end of 
the island. The permanent occupa- 
tion of the site of the City of New York 
dates from the arrival? of the ship New 
Netherland in May, 1623."" (Vol. L., p. 173.) 
Dr. Baird gives a facsimile of the peti- 
tion of 1621, and argues that the thirty 
French and Walloon families who arrived 
in 1623 were mostly of the number of the 
petitioners. He thinks he can identify 
many of the names on the petition. Hesays 
that there were “signers of the Leyden 
petition whose names may be recognized 
more or less readily, in spite of the Batavian 
(Dutch) @isguises In which they appear, 
beyond the gap of fifty or twenty years in 
the records of New Amsterdam. Such are 
the names of De la Mot, Du Four, Le Rou, 
Le Rov. Du Pon, Ghiselin, Cornille, De 
Frou, De Crenne, Damont, Campion, De 
Carpentier, Gille, Catoir, De Croy, Maton, 
Lambert, Martin, Gasper, and others.”’ 

A striking testimony to the settlement 
made on Manhattan Island by the party 
of Frenchmen in the ship New Netherland in 
May. 1623, is given by a contemporary his- 
torian, Wassenaer (Amsterdam, 1621-16382). 
In the version of Wassenaer’s history, edit- 
ed by John Romeyn Broadhead, we read 
as follows: 

In June, 1623, the directors of the West 
India company, finding that the tnhabitants 
of the Netherlands had, in conformity with 
the decree of the States General, given up 
visiting the coasts of America, dispatched 
thither three ships, the Orange Tree, the 
Eagle. and the Love, for the purpose of 
maintaining the cause of traffic and in the 
hope of realizing their first returns. In 
the spring of the same year the directors 
also-equipped a ship of 130 lasts (260 tons) 
burden, called the New Netherland, the 
command of which they intrusted to the 
experienced Captain Cornelius Jacobsen 
May, and dispatched it with a company of 
thirty families, chiefly Walloons, who, prob- 
ably discontented with the result of their 
application a year before to Cariton, the 
English Ambassador at The Hague, for per- 
mission to settle in Virginia, now resolved 
to go under the Dutch auspices, in order to 
found a colony on the rivers of New Nether- 
land. The ship sailed from Holland in the 
beginning of March, 1623, and, shaping her 
course bg the Canary Islands, arrived at the 
River Mauritius (the Hudson) in the begin- 
ning of May. (N. Y. Historical Soc. Coll 
2d series, 1849. Vol. IIL., p. 360.)

All underwear also is made with a view to 
comfort, as well as beauty, and the dainty 
lingerie of today compares favorably with 
the heavy, clumsy linen garments which 
were formerly worn.

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HETHER considered as a track for 

a road race or as a route for a Sun- 

day run awheel, the course from 

Wheeling into the city is one that 

has but few equals. For the one 

it possesses a splendid roadway, 

route, and light traffic, with its hard- 

first and a splendid set of boulevards 

on which to finish at the end. For the other, 

it shows some of the prettiest views to be 

found in Chicago and vicinity, and com- 

h the heart of the city with the ex- 

wildness of the best farnting country 
jn Cook.

But itis its use as a road race course that 
is now making the Wheeling route so thick- 
ly covered with bicycles. .As every wheel- 
in Chicago knows, one week from to- 
. will see two of the greatest road 

-@vents of the season in the West run off over 

- the level turnpike stretch in from the little 

town, and just now the riders in 

training for the events are hurrying daily 
up and down the route, picking out all the 
+ turns and smoothest paths and test- 

‘ng the speed with which they can make the 
course.- After the end of May, however, the 
stress of training over the route will be gone, 
and duting the hot months of the summer 

‘following the way will be thickly peopled 

wheels and wheelmien not going at 
preakneck speed, but riding leisurely and 
bent on enjoying the scenery and the pleas- 
ures which a run out into the heart of the 
country always brings to the city-bred. By 
the comfbination of the two causes for using 
the course, the route is probably the most 
ridden over of any running out of Chicago. 
“Quick Repair” Features. 
After the numerous and hard rains of a 
week ago the Wheeling road had a splendid 
’ chance to show its ability to get in ridable 
in a short time. Day after day it 
was thoroughly drenched, but came out in 
a few hours each time with a navigable 
path for bicycles. Roads which are much 
more elaborate in construction and material 
didnot begin to kéep pace in drying up with 
the old “ Jefferson Park turnpike,’’ which 
in one case was thoroughly drenched in the 
ag and in fair riding condition by 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. That is the sort 
of a road which the Chicago wheelmen feel 
is necessary for races which come off as 
early in the season as the last of May. 
This “ quick repair.’’ feature of the Wheel- 
ing course did not exist a yéar ago in many 
Then, although the season was al- 
most a month ahead of this, the road was 
much slower to get in shape to be used, and 
vy reins were always sure to make parts 
f it unridable for a day or two ata time. 
: the great amount of repair work done 
considerable sum of money spent 
on the course last spring by the Associated 
Clubs, has been responsible for the 
_ gtéater part of the improvement. In this 
Tespect—as well as in a number of others—

| West Side wheelmeu be- 
lieve, the Wheeling course having made the 
last year’s success of the Chicago road race. 
greatest benefit of the improvements 
made by the road committees of the Asso- 
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race over the Wheeling course, there were 


many objections alleged against the new 


route. These very drawbacks seem now 
to have been a great aid to the successful 
conclusion of last year’s event. and with 
the modifications which time has brought 
are now recounted as part of the advan- 
tages of the Wheeling course. 

Even when the northwest course was be- 
ing most objected te it was admitted to be 


—a fact noticed many times last summer— 
one of the most pleasant runs awheel out 
of Chicago. 


A good road and no hills make 
the riding most easy, while the entirely 
countrified. aspect of everything is extreme- 
ly refreshing to the dwellers in a great city. 
If the Wheeling route has a feature not 


possessed by other runs it is its truly rural 
appearance. When Jefferson Park is left 


behind, as far as city ways, city transporta- 
tion facilities, and city ideas go, the rider 
might as well be in the backwoods of Maine. 

But it is just this extremely rural aspect 
of the route which was alleged as likely 


to make it impracticable for the Chicago 


road race. The one railroad line to Wheel- 
ing for the carrying of officials, spectators, 
and starters, and the entire lack of trans- 
portation lines running parallel to the route 
for the greater portion of the course, was 
expectea to prove a serious drawback to 
the management as well as to the disabled 


riders. 


Objections Are Advantages. 


On the contrary, however, it has been 
found that, having the first fifteen miles of 
the course over a clear road, with almost 
no cross streets, traffic, or car tracks to 
bother, enabled the riders to follow out 
their own desires in the way of riding and 
to get well strung out before the city crowds 
and city difficulties were encountered. In 
consequence, considering the great number 
of contestants last year and the fast time 
made, there was an unexpectedly small list 
of accidents. More than that, the one rail- 
road and the entirely special accommoda- 
tions that had to be made for the transpor- 
tation of the men connected with the race 
te the starting and finishing lines, were 
found\to result in everything going off with 
system, celerity, and finish. Now, the quali- 
ficatigns possessed by the Wheeling course 
are given as those most necessary for hold- 
ing the great road cycling events of Chicago. 

The starts of the big road races scheduled 
for May 81 next are to take place at a point 
a couple of blocks north of Wheeling Sta- 
tion, on the section line road which runs 
directly east into Wheeling Corners. As for 
scenery, the place is-rather plain and unin- 
viting, but is well suited to the business in 
hand. On either side of the road are broad 
fields, which will hold the riders in their 
preparations for the start, and will give the 
spectators a chance to take up any positions 
they may desire to\see the beginning of the 
big events. The road there is in good con- 
dition and-fairly broad, and everything ar- 
ranged in such shape that the racers should 
get away without any sérious difficulties. 


Obstacle Near the Start. 


Less than half a mile from the start, 
however, is the obstacle most dreaded by 
the men in the crowded classes. It isa 
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siderable rise of ground forming the north 
bank of the Desplaines. It is a pretty spot 
to any but a hard scorching rider, and is 
often selected as a stopping place for the 
pleasure parties awheel who make the run 
to Wheeling. Last year it was also picked 
out by a number of the racers for a stopping 
place, though most unwillingly. The spot 
ig just far enough from the start to make 
a splendid point for observation, and many 
parties of spectators will be sure to perch 
on the high railings to watch the speedy 
procession pass on May 81. 

The Grove is nearly two miles further 
down the track, situated in one of the little 
wooded ridges which occur every half mile 
or so in the flat fields through. which the 
turnpike runs. It affords a chance for rest 
and repairs for both man and wheel, fora 
remodeled hotel and a biacksmith shop are 
to be found, and, in fact, compose the bus- 
iness district of the town. They are likely 
to be considered a great blessing by several 
riders in the forthcoming events.

Only Town of Importance. 


Niles, eleven miles out, is a favorite rest- 
Ing place for teams and men on the journey 
from Chicago to Wheeling. It has also come 
to be a great stopping place for bicycle riders, 
as the renovated condition of the hostelries 
shows. A good meal can be secured there, 
and in case of necessity a bed also. It is 
the only town of any importut.ce between 
Chicago and Wheeling. 

Last year the five miles frotn Niles to Jef- 
ferson Park—where civilizazion and local 
knowledge of the roads begin--was the worst 
part of the whole course. Ihe main troubles 
were water and mud. The remains of the 
old: plank toll-.road,: built years ago by Mii- 
lionaire Snell, were greatly in evidence and 
the generally run down condition of the road- 
bed and ditches invited moisture. Now, 
however, this is the driest part of the whole 
route to Wheeling, though tremendously 
rough in spots. A great deal of work has 
already been done this year on this part in 
the way of filling low spots with gravel and 
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putting macadam on soft places. The result, 
by the time of the race, is sure to be one of 
the most ridable stretches of track along the 
country part of the course. 

Jefferson Park, with the frst raijrond 
crossit.g, marks the end of the cuuntry por- 
tion of the route. The electric car tracks 
are met there and the riders are hampered 
with the conveniences ef civilization. The 
road is splendid, however, although some- 
what narrow, and Milwaukee avenue 
carries the men along to the divis- 
ion point of the two classes of racers. 
The Cook County cyclists will turn east on 
Belmont avenue, finishing at lectric Park, 
a mile furtheron. The Associatel Cycling 
Clubs contestants will continue straight 


ahead down Milwaukee avenue to Logan‘ 


square, and thence by the well-known West 
Park system to the finish at Garfield Park. 
This last part of. both courses is smooth 
as to roadbed, but immensely neadin: police 
supervision to keep it free from traffic and 
the crowds of eager spectators Yet it con- 
tains the important advantages of giving 
the people a good chance to see, of furnish- 
ing the best of traveling for the fast work at 
the finish, and of.carrying the contestants 
ahead into civilization to where they can be 
reached and cared for at the close of the race. 
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It furnishes, in fact, a fitting ending for a 
great road race course. 


COOK COUNTY CYCLISTS’ ROAD RACE. 


Rival Events Claim the Attention eof 
«the Pablic for the First Time 
~~ This Year. 


One great road race has heretofore held the 
attention of Chicago people on Memorial 
day, but this year a number of circumstances 
have combined to give themtwo. The Cook 
County Cyclists’ Association, an organiza- 
tion of hardly a year’s growth, is responsible 
for this increase, and unless all prospects 
are deceiving the new race will rival the 
older one In interest and speed. The number 
of entries is much more than half that of the 
A. C. C. race, and prizes enough are offered 
to give half the starters valuable mementos 
of the occasion. 

Two hundred and fifty men will start from 
Wheeling about the hour of 11 a. m. on May 
31. They will pedal down Milwaukee avenue 
over the course which the A. C. C. riders 
will take a half hour later. At Belmont 
avenue the line will wheel east; at Elston 
avenue it will turn north, and the finish will 
be made just outside the gates of Electric 
Park.

WINNERS OF DECORATION DAY RACES. 


History of the Origin and Development 
of the Great Cycling Event 
ef Chicago. 


A week from tomorrow Starter Tom Hey-. 
wood will give the signal which will put the 
wheels in motion and the tenth annual road 
race will be under way. Chicago has always 
had the honor of holding the largest road 
races in the world and this year will be no 
exception to the rule, adhough theentry list . 
is not as large this year as it was last. Stifl 
this will not be a drawback, for heretofore 
the flelds have been too la and the back= 
mark men have had little or no opportunity 
to get through and show in the prize list. 

The Chicago road race had its birth in 
the hare and hounds chases which Chicago 
wheelimen indulged in on Thanksgiving days 
in the early ’80s. The generally accepted 
story is that the first hare and hound chase 
was held on Thanksgiving day, 1886, when 
Joe Crennan, one of the hares, was the first 
man to reach Pullman, riding the distance 
in 1:12, but the old inhabitant has a different 
story to tell. According to him, the first 
hare and hound chase on wheels was held 
Nov. 30, 1883, when the Chicago Bicycle 
club and invited guests from the He 
and Peoria clubs indulged in a hare and 
hound chase.

Miss 
Nethersole was for a few years the most 
promising young actress in England and 
most Geservedly popular, but since her 
lengthened sojourn in America she has lost 
vogue, and it will take a great deal of hard 
work to win her way back into the affections 
of the British public. 

Now, success here or elsewhere is always 
pleasing, but it may be taken for granted 
that no English actor has any real desire tb 
give up his position in London as long as he 
can hold it by staying there, and so it is the 
height of absurdity to talk about the great 
English actors absenting themselves from 
their own home because they find greater 
recognition abroad. The only instance that 
could possibly be quoted would be the case 
of Miss Nethersole, and she has s0 far seen 
the danger of lengthened absence that she 
is going back to England simply to keep in 
touch with the home market at atime when 
she could continue to play in this country 
at at profit to herself. As for Mr. 
Willard, I doubt very much whether his 
absence has ever been so much as comment- 
ed upon in the English papers. 

The same periodical then goes on to say 
that the only successes of the year have come 
from American sources: This would doubt- 
less be most gratifying intelligence if it 
contained an element of truth, but it would 
be exceedingly hard to find any great success 
of the last season which has come from an 
American pen and which has been played 
in London, except “Secret Service’ and 
“My Friend the Prince,”"” which is an 
anglicised version of ‘‘My Friend from 
India.” “The Gay Parisians” has been 
successful under its English title of “A 
Night Out,”’ but as it never was anything but 
H h farce, rather indifferently adapted 
for the American stage, it can hardly come 
ainder the head of an American success.

Now that we have had the opportunity of 
seeing some half a dozen numbers of the 
“Revue d'Art Dramatique,”’ which has 
lately been published in Paris, it is safe to 
say that the new magazine has elements of 
stability. It contains jany good articles 
from well-kfaown pens, and has introduced 
an excellent custom of giving extracts from 
various plays as they come out. If this cus- 
tom can be kept up the magazine will be of 
great service to those who are interesied in 
the French theater and have not the chance 
of seeing the new productions. 

There are several scenes, for instance, of 
‘*‘Les Bienfaiteurs’’ in one of the recent 
numbers, which give the reader a far better 
idea of the merits of the play than any ac- 
count or criticism. Then there is an excel- 
lent article upon “ Le Portage,’ the play 
in which Réjane recently won such a fri- 


-umph, in spite of the exceedingly risque na- 


ture of the subject. 

M. Brieux, who wrote “‘ Les Bienfaiteurs,” 
and M. Guinon, the author of ‘‘ Le Portage,”’ 
are both writers of the young school in 
Paris, from whom much may be expected in 
the future. M. Brieux comes with the hall 
mark of the Theater Libre upon his work 
and is frankly a writer of problem plays. 
In ** Les Bienfaiteurs,”’ it may be remem- 
bered, he discussed the question of the 
proper wuy to be charitable, and the French 
public refused to extend much cordiality 
towards a play which was little more thana 
sermon upon populism and trades tunion- 
ism in disguise. After reading the fourth act 
in the **‘ Revue @’Art Dramatique ’’ I am not 
surprised at the lack of popular favor. The 
dialogue is too serious to be brilliant, and 
the conclusion reached in the long run is 
too stale to be interesting. The upshot of 
the whole matter is that in order to be char- 
itable effectively you must know your peo- 
ple, and in order to know them you must 
love them. In other words, charity and love 
are almost synonymous; which ts very true, 
but we do not go to the theater to learn such 
truths as that; a knowledge of Greek deriva- 
tions is quite sufficient to instill it into our 
hearts. 

As for “ Le Partage,”’ it is a problem play 
of another, sort, and one which it is almost 
impossible to discuss in English. The title 
itself suggests the problem, of which a full 
discussion will be found in the new maga- 
zine, which is worth reading.

The “ lady solicitors’ furnish one of the 
means by which the cheap lodging-house 
for women is to Be put oh a business basis. 
A “lady solicitor’’ cannot become wealthy 
on the proceeds of her labors. Every time 
she takes a lodger who is likely to become 


a steady patron to the home she receives the | 


first 25 cents that lodger pays for accommo- 
dations. That leaves the home five cents as 
the return for two nights’ lodging furnished, 
not a remarkable profit, but the home 
*“ banks "’ on the lodger’s coming back. 

The building occupied by the home was 
until recently devoted to the uses of the 
Open Door Mission. When the mission this 
spring changed its location the building was 
left on the hands of its owner, Mr. W. 8. 
Thomas, minus a number of partitions 
knocked out to’ make two’ big rooms and 
plus a number of “ doubled-decked ” iron 
bunks. The presence-of the bunks suggest- 
ed the conversion of the building into a 
lodging-house. The absence of the parti- 
tions suggested a long dormitory, lined on 
both sides with beds and cots.

the inventor and manufacturer of a well- 
known tire; was fourth. In 1888 Arthur BE. 
Lumsdesm sprang into fame. “ Lummy 

was a youngster then and had been working 
as errand boy tn a bicycle store on Wabash 
avenue. He had shown considerable speed, 
and when it was put to a test successfully 
demonstrated that he was a racing man. 
He won the race from the 11:00 mark, Win- 
ship again capturing time prize in 53:20. In 
1889 Frank Bodach of the Avolus club won 
the race from the 11:00 mark, Lumsden land- 
ing time prize in 56:46. C. T. Knisely of the 
Illinois Cycling club won the race in 1890, 
with Lumsden again time prize winner in 
56:38. R. M. Barwise, the winner of the 1891 


‘the handicaps were published and it was 
found that Barwise had 10 minutes’ handi- 
cap the friends of the Chicago club man pro- 
ceeded to back him for place, and for the 
first time in the history of the race a favorite 
captured first prize. 

This year N. H. Van Sicklen, also of the 
Chicago club, captured the time prize and 
lowered the course record to 50:17, where it 
stood until last year, when James Levy cut 
nearly ten minutes off the mark. J. B. Wool- 
las, a 6-minute man, won the 1892 race, and 
Winship bobbed up again, winning time prize 
for the third time in the history of the race. 
The last Decoration day road race run over 
the old Pullman course was fn 1898 and it 
Was a surprise party all around. Joe Gun- 
ther was the first man into Pullman, but 
when within 100 yards of the tape he dis- 
mounted, thinking that he had finished and 
had won the largest road race in the world. 
Before he realized his mistake Marinus Nel- 
son of the Columbia Whetlmen, a 6-minute 
man, dashed by him and captured all the 
flory. In this same race all of the crack 
road riders of the city were defeated by Mar- 
tin Nessel, a youngster riding under the col- 
ors of the Columbia Wheelmen. Starting 
aoe a low mark Nessel won time prize in 

717. 

The following year the North Side dele- 
gates made a fight on the Pullman course 
and succeeded in taking the race to the 
North Bide, where it was run over a 19% mile 
course extending from Lincoln Park to Ev- 
anston and back. This race brought out 
825 starters and was won by Fred Rau from 
the 7:30 mark. Arthur Gardiner, probably 
Chicago's fastest rider, won his spurs in this 
race, winning third time prize. Time prize 
honors were divided between C. H. Peck of 
the Chicago Cycling club and W. Bain- 
bridge of the Columbia Wheelmen, who tied 
for time. The next year, 1895, saw a dis- 
graceful squabble, which nearly killed road 
racing in Chicago. Homer Fairmon won the 
race from the 5:45 mark, while George L. 
Emerson came in second and claimed time 
prize. The checkers were muddled and had 
failed to check Emerson and about thirty 
others at Evanston, and the claim of the 
Englewood man was protested. The result 
was that Emerson and twenty others were 
disqualified and a run over ordered to decide 
the time prize winner. 

The run over was held on a course running 
from Highland Park to Sheridan place and 
the honor was won by Fred Nessel, who rode 
the last two miles on a tireless front wheel. 
De Cardy and Bainbridge rode in this race. 
This squabble killed the North Side course, 
and last year the race was transferred to 
the West Side, over the Wheeling course. 
As is well known:O. P. Nelson won this race 
from the 98-minute mark. There was an- 
other scandal connected with this race and 
the winner of the time prize was again in 
dispute. F. B. Murphy, who was given the 
honor, was protested, it being claimed that 
he came out of a barn along the course, not 
starting with the others. This fight lasted 
for over a month and was finally settled by 
Referee Fanning giving the plum to Murphy. 
A match race between Bruno Faulhaber and 
P. B. Wilson, second and third time 
prize winners respectively, was the out- 
growth of this squabble. Faulhaber won 
the race. 

This is the history of the greatest road 
race in the world. Chicago has always held 
the honor, and from the looks of things now 
it would seem as if it would always continue 
to do so. Its greatest rival has been the 
Irvington-Milburn twenty-five-mile in New 
York. This is a classic event, but has 
never had the large entry that the Chicago 
race has been favored with. Indeed, it has 
never had more than 200 entries. ‘These 
two races, however, always attract more at- 
tention than any other event of like nature, 
for each has the best men in its section_of 
the country, and the prizes are always 
many and costly. 

Nearly.every winner of a Decoration day 
road race has developed into a racing man 
of national repute. Winship was one of the 
Western crackajacks in the old days, and 
has more than one big time prize to his 
credit. ‘‘Win’s’’ star was in the ascendency 
in the old Exposition days, when, with Van 
Sicklen, Lumsden, Barrett, and the Thornes, 
the Chicago Cycling club used to sweep 
everything before it. Lumsden was the 
champion of the West for many years, and 
in ’89 Was the man picked to beat Willie 
Windle. But *“*‘ Lummy’” was scared when 
pitted against the Eastern crackajacks, and 
failed to make the showing his friends éx- 
pected. However, in ’90 Lumsden and the 
Chicago contingent redeemed themselves. 
The Easterners had won everything at the 
league meet at Niagara Falis, and invaded 
Peoria to capture the rich prizes put up by 
the Westerners. Here they met their Water- 
loo, for Lumsdén & Co. developed surprising 
form and wiped the Easterners off the face 
of the earth. Lumsden raced until: 18965, 
when he retired. He is now manager of a 
bicycle house in Chicago, and will never 
again be seen on the track. ” 

Frank Bodach was one of the exceptions 
to the rule. After his win in ’89 he dropped 
out of sight, his riding being confined to 
ffolus club road races. Barwise was an- 
other exception. He tried one or two other 
road races and failed to show. Then he 
sensibly quit racing, and is now located in 
Indianapolis. Woollas devoted himself to 
track racing, and was quite successful lo- 
cally. He is one of the entfies this year. 
Marinus Nelson was a prominent member of 
the C. O. P. for two years, but lately has 
disappeared from the cycling world. Fred 
Rau, after his victory of '94, joined a team 
and was on a big machine which enabled 
Gardiner to break records in '9. Homer 
Fairmon won quite a number of track events 
after his road performances, while O. P. 
ns figured in Chicago track events last

‘EMPRESS EUGENIE’S LIFE 


IMBERT DE SAINT-AMAND WRITES 
OF LOUIS KAPOLEON’S WIFE. 
4 
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Volume Completes the Group of the 
Women of the Tuileries—It Is Ro- 
mantic and Interesting, but Is Real- 
ly an Excellent History of the Youth 
of Louis Napoleon—Incidents Which 
Show the True Character of the 
“ Burlesque Man of Destiny.” 


HE author of the long series of his- 

torical works grouped under the title 

of **‘Les Femmes de Tuileries " could 

not have found a more fascinating 

subject wherewith to end his labors 
than the career of Eugénie de Montijo. Of 
all the celebrated women who have been as- 
sociated with French history during the last 
hundred years there has not been one, not 
even Marie Antoinette herself, who has ex- 
cited so much interest and so much pity as 
the brilliant and unfortunate woman who, 
after reaching the summit of earthly ambi- 
tion, has lived to see her husband’s dynasty 
destroyed, her country ruined, and, after all 
her sufferings, her only son slain by sav- 
ages in a far-off country. 

Tragedy, to be impressive, must be enacted 
by the great persons of ‘the earth; for in 
spite of the growth of democratic princi- 
ples there has always been and always will 
be*something more poignant in the grief of 
Emperors and Princes than in the every- 
day misfortunes ef common people. Hec- 
uba is nothing to us, yet her lamentations 
strike more forcibly upon our ears than the 
cries of any woman of the people whose 
children have been taken from her. And 
although it is a matter of frequent occur- 
rence for English mothers to mourn the loss 
of sons who'‘have fallen in the incessant 
wars:-upon the frontiers of the British Em- 
pire, their sorrow is as nothing in the public 
mind when compared with the pangs of the 
Empress Kugénie when the Prince Imperial 
met a soldier's fate fighting for the country 
of his adoption. Unfortunately in some re- 
spects this latest work of M. Saint-Amand, 
while ostensibly intended to come as 
the last -of the series upon great 
French women, is in reality far more a his- 
tory of Louis Napoleon in his youth than an 
account of his ill-fated Empress, for the 
story stops just where it begins to become 
interesting, as far as Mlle. de Montijo is 
concerned. It takes us to the point where 
the newly created Emperor succumbs to the 


charms of the Spanish beauty and marries 


her in spite of all precedent to the contrary, 
and leaves the further career of the young 
Empress untold. 


Outlines Louis Napoleon’s Career. 


On the other hand we have in this vilume 
a clear and graphic account, not only of 
Louis Napoleon before he became Emperor, 
but of his mother, the ex-Queen of Holland, 
who was, in fact, a far more interesting 
person than her son’s wife and in many 
ways even more unfortunate. 

In these days of romantic novels it is sur- 
prising to find a true and veracious history 
which is far more varied in its incidents 
and exciting in its forlorn hopes and hair- 
breadth escapes than any tale invented by 
Anthony Hope-or-Staniey Weyman. Louis 
Napoleon went through all the experiences 
of victory and defeat in his earliest child- 
hood, when his famous -uncle returned to 
Paris for the hundred days and met his 
final doom at Waterloo. After growing up 
to manhood in extle he showed the first 
signs of: independence by taking up the 
cause of young Italy with his elder brother, 
who :died..of fever just as the ex-Queen 
Hortense arrived upon the scene to take her 
belligerent. sons home. ..The two young 
Bonapartes had entered the struggle against 
the wishes of their parents, and yet it was 
rather trying to their sense of dignity that 
they should be treated like truant children, 


‘when they were fighting in a cause whici 


was ultimately made glorious by Garibaldi. 
They had an earnest desire to become heroes 
and the eldest of the two certainly met a 
tragic fate, and yet the whole event had a 
ludicrous side even when Hortense was 
nursing the survivor in a room adjoining 
the quarters of the Austrian General, who 
was not supposed to know’ that Louis Na- 
poleon was still in Italy. And then what 
could savor more of the romantic novel than 
the escape of Hortense and her rescued son, 
who passed themselves off as English trav- 
elers, althrough the young Napoleon was the 
only one of the party who could speak A, 
word of the English language, and even he 
did it with an unmistakable accent. 


Was a Burlesque Man of Destiny. 


But if the Italian rising might have fur- 
nished a librettist with ideas for an excel- 
lent comic opera, the subsequent career 
of the future Emperor was even more fit- 
ted for farcical treatment. Through all 
the years when he was passing from boy- 
hood to manhood he played the part of the 
burlesque man of destiny to perfection. 
The extraordinary attempt at Strasbourg 
to bring about a revolution was typical of 
the man. France was then in a state of 
repose and budding prosperity, the people, 
having settled down after the revolutionary 
wars, were more or less contented, and noth- 
ing was further from their minds than a 
rew uprising. And yet this flery young 
Bonaparte enters Strasbourg with nothing 
to back him except the assurances of a 
certain Colonel Vaudrey, who, addressing 
the solitary regiment of his invading army, 
cries: ‘* Soldiers of the Fourth Regiment of 
artillery, a great Prt chaps a he taking place 
ut this moment; you see before you the 
nephew of the Emperor Napoleon; he comes 
to win back the rights of the people. It is 
around him that all must rally who have 
the glory and liberty of France at heart.’ 

This was fine as far as it went, but un- 
fortunately the people of France had no 
particular rights at that moment which they 
desired to win back, nor did they see how 
the glory and liberty of France were to be 
ndvanced by a harebrained enthusiast with 
one regiment behind him. And sothe young 
F’rince was treated kindly by the French 
government, rather as one treats a petu- 
lant child, and sent off to the United States 
for the good of his health. 


Posed as a Great Man. 

In spite of his defeat Louis Napoleon still 
kept up the grand air ofa great hero. The 
other conquerors of the world have generally 
assumed their confident habits of thought 
and language after their success has been in 
some way assured.. It was only after many 


¢ victories that Cesar made his famous speech 


to the sailors of his boat when he was cross- 
ing the Adriatic Sea, telling them to fear 
nothing since they carried Cesar and his 
fortunes. Louis Napoleon decided to begin 
life with the attitude of a great man, con- 
fident that one day he’ would live up to his 
early. pretensions. And so, when he was 
sailing for. the new world, a prisoner on 
board a most uncomfortable ship, after a 
most ignominious. defeat, he remarked 
calmly to the’ seamen on board, thinking, 
no doubt, of Ceesar’s saying on a similar oc- 
casion, that they were carrying with them 
the future Emperor of France. 

When he:returned to Europe to say fare-

well to his dying mother he was still imbued 
with the greatness of the futyre before him, 
and immediately began writing and intri- 
guing in the cause of imperialism. Then 
came the attempt at Bologne, which was 
even more ludicrous than the affair at Stras- 
bourg. By this time the French and En- 
glish papers had become used to his esca- 
pades and they treated the whole adventure 
in the proper bantering spirit. . 

“This passes comedy,” said the Journal 
des. Débats; “‘ one does not execute madmen, 
but one locks them up.”’ * 

The correspondent of the Times was even 
more ironical. ‘“‘ If only one of the bullets 
had hit him,” he remarked, “‘ it would have 
been, after all, the best.end for such a 
wretched imbecile.’’ : 

And so the man who would be a hero was 
imprisoned a second time ang kept in the 
Fortress of Ham for six years. But when 
he finally made his escape the French gov- 
ernment showed little interest in the free- 
dom of a revolutionist who was looked upon 
as a harmless lunatic. And yet this comic 
opera hero did finally sueceed in becoming 
Emperor after all, which only serves to 
show that the Boulanger episode might 
easily have assumed more serious propor- 
tions in a country like France, whefe the 
feelings of the mob are easily worked upon. 
Young Napoleon’s Great Perseverance 

And although in being elected Deputy and 
then President, and in finally carrying 
through the coup d’état, . Louis » Napoleon 
was more a victim of circumstances than a 
free agent, he nevertheless deserves credit 
for an extraordinary perseverance and a 
wonderful exercise of tact. It was by his 
constant writings that the Napoleonic idea 
became first fixed in the minds of his coun- 
trymen. Napoleon himself was never any- 
thing more than a conqueror. . If he had any 
genuine theorfes of government for the 
good of the people he certainly. never be- 
trayed their existence. But in the mind of 
his nephew his projects. were enormously 
enhanced. The Napoleonic idea was equiv- 
alent to a philosophy which was to revolu- 
tionize the whole conditions of human ex- 


istence throughout Europe. According to- 


the worshiping understanding of the younger 
Bonaparte the great Emperor had been not 
only an Alexander, but an Aristotle and a 
Comte all in one. So it is true in a sense 
that a man’s influence lives after him, for 
by sheer force of repetition Louis Napoleon 
persuaded the French people that his il- 
lustrious uncle had been all this and more, 
instead of being a mere vulgar conqueror as 
some were inclined to believe. 


Career Fall of Tact. 


His persistence in this faith was ably 
seconded by his tact and thepersonal charm 
which was the inheritance of every, Beau- 
harnais. In spite of the fact» that'in his 
early years he had sworn a lifelong enmity 
against England, he nevertheless became for 
many years one of the most popular foreign- 
ers in London. He entered with zest and 
adaptability into the life of the English 
arigtocracy of the time just as he hed accus- 
tomed himself to American manners dur- 
ing his short sojourn in the United States. 
He knew, too, exactly how and.to what ex- 
tent to flatter. His letter‘to the President 
of the United States, in which he expressed 
his admiration for the American Constitu- 
tion and the principles of American prog- 
ress, was only equaled by the speech in 
which he said to the members.of an English 
club: “‘ I speak not here, gentlemen, of your 
triumphs in war, for all your souvenirs of 
glory in that respect are for me subjects 
for tears; but I speak with pleasure of the 
more lasting glory which you have acquired 
by carrying civilization to .a thousand bar- 
barous peoples and to the uttermost parts of 
the earth.”’ And this to the people that he 
had once regarded as his most implacable 
foe! 

During the troubled. years. which inter- 
vened between the end of the monarchy 
and the coup d'état Louis:\Napoleon carried 
himself with such excellent discretion that 
he was borne to the throne by a wave of 
popular enthusiasm which . would § have 
burst long before if he had once moved a 
finger to place himself in the wrong. 


His Marriage a Love Match.’ 

Even the marriage with Mile. de Montijo, 
which was, to say the'least of it, daring, 
turned out most fortunately in his favor. 
It was in every way a love match, which 
pleased the romantic side of the French 
nature, but was extremely popular in En- 
gland, where the married life of Queen Vic- 
toria had made so much for bourgeois 
marital happiness between Kings and 
Queens. Certainly it was this marriage 
which made Louis Napoleon a persona grata 
at the Englishcourt. As for the event itself, 
M. Saint-Amand has made a pretty little 
romance out of it which is not altogether in 
keeping with our preconceived ideas. Cer- 
tainly Louis Napoleon was madly and des- 
perately in ‘love for one who bore so cold 


and impassive an exterior, and contrary to 


the maxim of Rochefoucauld, which main- 
tains that ‘‘ On passe souvient de l'amour 
& l’ambition, mais on ne revient guére de 
ambition a l’'amour,’’ he had waited until 
the climax of his ambition before succumb- 
ing entirely to the dictates of his heart. But 
it has always been tacitly understood that 
on that famous occasion at Compiégne, when 
Napoleon rode alone for many hours with 
the beautiful Eugénie, he offered her much 
less than half his kingdom in return for her 
affection, and it -was only when the fair 
equestrienne gave him firmly to understand 
that her heart went with her hand or not at 
all that the love-stricken ruler of France 
took the final plunge and offered to make her 
his bride. 

Possibly his marriage was not so fortunate 
in the long run as it might appear, for there 
are many who attribute the outbreak of the 
Franco-German war in no small degree to 
the influence of the Empfess, but as M. 
Saint-Amand closes his history with the 
marriage of Louis Napoleon what took place 
thereafter belongs to another story. Ww.

| CHICAGO IN THE ICE AGE. 


SITE OF AN ANCIENT LAKE NOW 
CALLED LAKE CHICAGO, 


Interesting Data Regarding Its Pre- 
historic Beaches Presented in a 
Chicago Academy of Sciences Bulle- 
tin—Three Distinct Shores Left by 
the Lake That Once Emptied 
Through the Desplaines River— 
Hew te Trace and Locate Them. 


EW indeed are the people who ever 
heard of Lake Chieago, and” yet mil- 
lions walk upon its dry and sandy bed 
or dwell in houses that stand on its 
ancient beaches. Lake Chicago is 

the name recently given by geologists tothe 
large body of water that once covered parts 
of Illinois, Michigan, Indiana, and _ the 
southern bed of, what is now Lake Michi- 
gan up as far as the Wisconsin line or there- 
abouts, where the ice mountains of the gla- 
cial epoch, though gradually retreating, 
still stretched across thetand and frowned 
upon the future site of Chicago as it lay 
under several fathoms of ice water. 

The Chicago Academy of Sciences has 
been studying this fascinating prehistoric 
epoch, along with a score of other scieritific 
subjects directly related to Chicago and its 
environments, and has just published a val- 
uable monegraph, or ‘“ bulletin,’’ on the 
subject, prepared by Frank Leverett of the 
United States Geological Survey. It is a 
pamphlet of nearly a hundred pages, and 
it bears the uninviting title of ** Pleistocene 
Features and Deposits of the Chicago Area,”’ 
but for those who have mastered its tech- 
nical lingo it reveals a most interesting 
story. 

As all geological students know, the vast 
polar ice cap that still lingers in remnants, 
like that which covers Greenland, once lay 
—perhaps was pil@J mountain high—upon 
the North American Continent as far south 
as the southern counties of Illinois. When 
this ice flood came down it bore with it 
huge bowlders and a mass of earth and 
pebbles, called glacial drift, and these are 
still to be found all over the glacial terri- 
tory. When the ice began to melt the gla- 
cial line receded itn a northeasterly direction, 
leaving through an unknown number of 
centuries a great lake, with its extreme 
western shore near where Oak Park and 
Riverside now stand. 

This is what the geologiats call Lake Chi- 
cago, and one of the reasons for giving it 
a different name from the present Lake 
Michigan is the fact that Lake Chicago 
emptied into what is now the Gulf of Mex- 
ico through what is generally called the 
“Chicago Outlet,’ by way of Summit and 
the Desplaines River. On the north this 
body of water was still walled in by the tee, 
and as the ice receded through the centuries 
the lake fell by three distinct stages until 
it finally reached the level of Lake Michi- 
gan and found an outlet to the Atlantic. 
To these three beaches Mr. Leverett has 
paid especial attention in his bulletin. 


Ancient Lake Beaches. 


What is known as the upper beach !s the 
most interesting, because by tracing its 
course we discover the outline or shores 


Evanston to Rosehill Cemetery, and there 
turns abruptly westward, and terminates 
at the Village of Bowmanville, on the east 
bluff of Chicago River.”’ 

The recent or Tolleston Beach is more com- 
plex than either of the others, and more dif- 
ficult to trace. In Cook County it appears 
on the grounds of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity at Evanston, and several species of 
mollusks as well as two or three speciés of 


posure in the college campus. For several 
miles south of the university this beach lies 
near the eastern border of the bar mentioned 
as belonging to the preceding beach. 

From Rosehill southward it is beyond 
the limits of the bar, but is perhaps itself 
a bar built out southward into a bay now 
traversed by Chicago River. This bar lies 
within a mile of the present shore of Lake 
Michigan, and is readily traced as far south 
as Lincoln Park. The bar is said to have 
been nearly continuéus through the City of 
Chicago, but it is now obliterated from Lin- 
coln Park southward nearly to the Douglas 
monument. The bar is preserved from the 
monument southward to Englewood."’ 

Mr. Leverett traces the main line of this 
most modern of the dncient beaches on 
through South Englewood, Pullman, Ken- 
sington, Riverdale, Dolton, and thence 
through the Indiana Towns of Hessville, 
Tolleston, Miller, and Michigan City. 


Alaskan Climate at Chicago. 

From the shells and tree trunks found 
in these ancient beaches it is known that 
a different fauna and flora existed from 
those found at the present time. Dr. Oliver 
Marcy of the Northwestern University 
draws the inference from these specimens 
s0 taken that the climate of this region ap- 
proximated that of Alaska. The fragments 
of a mastodon found in Chicago near Wick- 
er Park, and the specimen of fossil ivory 
dug up at Evanston in the bar left by the 
middle beach, are also evidences of such a 
climate. 

The foregoing indicates only one out of 
a hundred no less interesting and valua- 
ble lines of scientific inquiry at present 
being prosecuted by the Chicago Academy 
of Sciences. The recent tendency of scien 
tific research is to localize and specialize 
Following that trend this most active body 
of Chicago. scientists organized just five 
years ago an extended geological and nat- 
ural history survey of Chicago and vicinity 
The object was’to place in the hands of 
students a series of illustrative and de- 
ecriptive monographs on each line of in- 
quiry, emphasizing the economic value of 
the work, and at the same time making 
a complete scientific récord of the Chicago 
region. 

Since the organization of this ambitious 
enterprise by Professor W. K. Higley the 
work has been steadily progressing, and the 
public is only now beginning to know about 
the immense collections of materials and 
data that have been made. This bulletin 
of MY. Leverett’s is only the second in what 
w‘ll soon be known as an extensive and nota- 
ble series. The first, published about a 
year ago, was on “ The Lichen-Flora of 
Chicago and Vicinity,’”’ by William Wirt 
Calkins. The one that is likely to be the 
next to appear will be especially valuable 
for all building contractors, welldiggers, 
and others who want to know what is under 
the surface of Chicago and Cook County. 
It is entitled, ‘‘ Boring Records of Chicago 
and Vicinity,” and is being prepared by 
T. T. =Johnston. Another is on the 
‘** FPlora,”’ by Professor Higley and Charles

of Lake Chicago when at its greatest size. 
Sut there are also many relics of glacial 
action that fall within the sphere of Mr. 
Leverett’s treatise, and it may be well to 
let him first define the fleld he covers: 
“The Chicago area here discussed em- 
braces not only the site of the city, but ad- 
jacent territory west end south nearly to 
the line of Illinois and Wisconsin. ._It fs 
made to include the first great moraine 
which sweeps around Lake Michigan, as 
well as several weak morainic lines lying 
nearer the lake. It includes also the an- 
cient beaches of Northwestern Illinois and 
a portion of the outlet of the body of water 
which formed them. It is a country excep- 
tionally full of varied and _ interesting 
feutures.”’ 

it will thus be seen that the Chicago Acad- 
emy of Sciences has chosen for its topo- 
graphical and natural history surveys a 
district of about fifty miles square, with 
a land area—making deductions for lakes— 
of nearly 1,800 miles. And within this area 
lies practically the whole extent of the 
ancient lake beaches that have been men-

Park in the shape of a “ cut terrace,”’ pass- 


tioned. 

The upper or Glenwood beach has been 
named -from the Village of Glenwood, a 
few miles south of the limits of Ghicago. 
This name has been selected chiefly because 
the ancient beach is especially noticeable 
at that village. Within this irregular, an- 
cient shore line lies what the geologists call 
the lake plain, in which Chicago is situat- 
ed. As Mr. Leverett traces this primor- 
dial beach it runs along usually twelve or 
fifteen miles back from the present shore 
and has an average height of from fifty- 
three to fifty-eight feet above the lake level 
of today. The lake plain has a south and 
west rise averaging ten. feet in elevation 
at the border of Lake Michigan and fifty feet 
along the old upper beach. 


Course of Upper Beach. 


** In the Ilinois portion of Lake Chicago,” 
says Mr. Leverett, “this beach is present, 
except for a.few miles between Waukegan 
and Winnetka, where the lake shore is now 
farther west than it was at the time this 
beach was formed. In Indfana the beach is 
present throughout the entire extent of the 
border of Lake Chicago in that State, being 
nowhere less than two and in places twelve 
miles back from the shore. In Michigan it 
is absent for a short distance at the ‘ clay 
banks’ north of New Buffalo, where the 
present shore stands farther east than the 
shore of Lake Chicago.” 

Tracing in detail, the course of the upper 
beach is as follows: From the ‘Wisconsin 
line it runs one or two miles back from the 
present shore to South Waukegan, where the 


emerges from Lake Michigan again at Win- 
netka. Thence it trends westward until 
within a mile of the North Branch of the 
Chicago River, where an ancient bar inter- 
rupts it. Then it reappears on the west side 
that stream, running southward to Oak 


ing to the west side of the Desplaines River, 


and curving westward through the routh 
edge of Maywood it falls to a height of only 
four feet. .Passing south and crossing Salt 
Creek it reappears in a ridge of sand and 
gravel twelve feet high and continues ina 
well-defined cut terrace to the old outlet of 
Lake Chicago a short distance south of La 
Grange. 

Passing to the west side of the outlet near 
Willow Springs, ahd southward from the 
Sag—another. ancient. outlet—the ‘shore fol- 
lows the Valparaiso moraine with banks 
sometimes twenty. féet or more in height,’ 
but on approac it 
wood it bears away from the moraine and 
resunics its’ Own typical ‘form—ea> Adee of 
gravel and sand from six to*twelve feet 
high. Upon entering Indiana the ancient 
beach soon becomes sandy like the shore of 
the present lake, and san 
difficult ‘to follow its sourse,;.

Wide Public Interest. 


From the outset great interest has been 
manifested by the public in the work of the 
survey, wherever it has been known. Many 
of the railroads have placed their maps at 
its disposal. The Drainage Board has given 
access to its maps and photographs, and has 
enlarged many maps from manuscript copies 
in furtherance of the work. The United 
States Geological Survey has allied its 
forces with those of the Chicago body, as in- 
stanced in Mr. Leverett’s bulletin. 

Each of the forthcoming monographs, like 
the one under review, will be profusely illus- 
trated. Some, like that on éarth borings, 
will be devoted to the practical and economic 
phases of the subjects under discussion. In 
all cases valuable collections illustrating 
the contents of the monographs will be de- 
posited for reference in the Chicago Acad- 
emy of Sciences Building in Lincoln Park. 

The present board of management of the 
survey is made up cf William K. Higley, 
Chairman; Charles S. Raddin, Secretary; 
Thomas C. Chamberlain, Gayton A. Doug- 
lass, and Thomas T. Johnston. Arrange- 
ments have been made for the publication 
of several of the forthcoming bulletins dur- 
ing the present year, and the board, rightly 
believing that the people of Chicago would 
do well to- give some of their time to the 
study of their surroundings, deserves the 
interest and coiperation of the public in 
every regard.

Regiment of Regular Canadian Infantry is 
the Adjutant, and Dr. Ryerson, Surgeon of 
the Tenth Royal Grenadiers of Toronto, is. 
Surgeon of the battalion. . 

The battalion will be assembled tn Montreal 
this week and will undergo a week’s drill 
before embarking. It will then proceéd to 
the great camp at Aldershot, England, and 
drill there daily until June 20. In the tri- 
umphal march it will occupy a post of honor 
with the troops from the Indian plains, the 
Australian bush, and the African veladt. 

The soldiers of the battalion are all fine 
appearing men. No one less than 35-inch 
chest measurement has been accepted, and 
many of the militia are veterans who have 
served Great Britain ir. various parts of the 
world. On their breasts are medals for cam- 
paigns in India, Burmah, South Africa, 
Egypt, and Ashanti, as well as those won 
inthe short, sharp campaign of 1885in the far 
Northwest, where so many Canadian regi- 
ments made an honorable name. With their 
white helmets with brass spikes, their scarlet 
tunics and black trousers, trimmed with 
red and white facings, they will certainly 
attract attention. 

Crack Regiments from Canada. 


Among the crack regiments to be repre- 
sented are the Second (the Queen’s Own) and 
the Tenth Grenadiers of Toronto, the Fizth 
Royal Scots and the Sixty-fifth Rifles of 
Montreal, the Forty-eighth Highlanders of 
Toronto, the Eighth Princess Louise Hus- 
sai of New Brunswick—the cyack cavalry 
reciment of Canada—and the Thirteenth In- 
fantry of Hamilton. 

Among the members of the Thirteenth will 
be Sergeant Hayhurst, who won the Queen’s 
prize medal, $1,255 in money, and the cham- 
pionship of all volunteer riflemen_in the 
British Empire at Bisley, England, in 1895. 

A small detachment will represent the 
Canadian mounted police. The mounted po- 
lice form a little corps of scarcely 1,000 men, 
which patrols the far northwest of Canada. 
They are soldiers, policemen, and constables 
all in one. Their duties are onerous, andj 
their deeds seldom heard of outside their 
district, but they are as efficient a cavalry 
regiment as ever tightened a girth or heard 
** boots and saddles.’’ ‘They are enlisted for 
five years, and applicants must be between 
the ages of 22 and 40, unmarried, at least 
5 feet: 8 inches tall, and 55 inches 
around the chest, and must weigh not more 
than 175 pounds. Asa result the corps forms 
a remarkably fine-looking body of light cay- 
alry. 

Procession’s Line of March. 


The route of the great procession, now 
definitely settled, takes in a large portion of 
the most interesting and most beautiful 
part of London. No English monarch has 
ever before made so long a progress through 
the city. Starting from Buckingham Palace, 
the course pursued is in a northwesterly di- 
rection throuch Constitution Hill—a beauti- 
ful commencement for the drive. Passing 
through the stately arch, the procession will 
turn a sharp corner/and continue its roule 
in an easterly direction along Piccadilly: 
This will be without exception the most 
beautiful portion of the whole progress: The 
mansions and entrance to Hyde Park on the 
left, and the bequtiful trees of the Green 
Park on the right, offer a striking contrast. 

At the corner of St. James street the pro- 
cession will shape its course in a direction 
nearly due south as far as the point where 
Pall Mall joins that street. Here, in front 
of the picturesque, though not dignified, old 
St. James Palace, another sudden turn wii 
be madé to the’ left. The view from. this 
point will be striking, for it will include part 
of St. James street, the old palace, Pall Mall 
West, with its clubhouses and handsome 
buildings, and on the other side of Regent 
street and Waterloo place, Pall Mall Hast, 
the vista being closed by the dome and 
portico of the National Gallery. 

From Duncannon street the route is 
along the Strand, passing the Law Courts 
and the much, but somewhat unjustly, 
abused Griffin to Fleet street, themte by 
Ludgate Circus and Ludgate Hill, to St. 
Paul’s Churchyard. At St. Paul’s the relig- 
ious ceremony of the day will be carried out, 
not in the eathedral itself, but in the church- 
yard. 

Route on the Return. 

Leaving St! Paul's, the Queen may be said 

to set out upon the return route, although 


for some way the procession will still set 


its face eastwards. The south side of St. 
Paul's Cathedral will be traversed, 

passing the east side Chea 6 will be 
reached.

The 
Borough High street is one of those districts 
which, while they have thrown aside their 
ancient associations, have not done much to 
replace them by modern splendor. The 
Tabard, The King’s Head, and The 
George have all disappeared. However, 
the streets are wide, will lend themselves to 
decoration, and present fine views of the 
procession. St. George’s Church forms a 
prominent feature in this not very prominent 
locality; its exterior is unattractive, but its 
interior has recently. been handsomely em- 
bellished and the vast graveyard around it 
converted into a garden, a great boon 'to this 
densely inhabited neighborhood. From this 
point Blackman street and Borough road 
lead to St. Georgé’s Circus, : ant 
position, s2use, geographically, it is the 
“heart of the metropolis.’"’ From here all 
the roads radiate which cross the London 
bridges over the Thames. Here, also, are 
two most valuable institutions which owe 
their origin to Queen Victoria’s reign—the 
Blind School, built in 18388, and the Royal 
Eye Hospital, erected in 1500. 


. Passing Christ Church. 


At the junction of Kennington road ana 
Westminster Bridge road Christ Church 
will be passed—a handsome Congregational 


MAY 28, 1897. 
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place of worship with a striking tower and 
spire, erected as a memorial to Abraham 
Lincoln. At the foot of Westminster Bridge, 
on the south side, is St. Thomas’ Hospital, 
having a long, extended line of frontage to 
the’ river opposite to the Houses of Parlia- 
ment... The view from the Southwark or 
eastern end of the bridge is most striking. 
In the foreground is the wide platform of 
the bridge, above which. the towers of West- 
minster Abbey, the Houses of Parliament, 
and St. Stephen's club are seen. After 
crossing Westminster Bridge the procession 
will turn to the right and proceed in a north- 
ward direction along Whitehall.

PROPRIETORS ENCOURAGE IT

for Inconvenience. 


PLACE GOODS TO CATCH THE EYE. 


UTTING across lots in Chicago sub- 
urbs and in its outlying residence dis- 
tricts approaches an art. Cutting 
across lots in the down-town districts 
may smack of the impossible to the 
chance reader. Yet block after block, load- 
ed down with sky-scraping buildings, is 
criss-crossed by the feet of pedestrians, bent 
upon escaping rain, snow, or cold, or upon 
treading the shortest stretches between two 
points. 
Buildings? Solid blocks of masonry? 
But what up-to-date citizen, pelted by a 


‘lively spring shower, carés for brick walls? 


He goes through them, leaving a trail of wet 
from his streaming umbrella or his dripping 
mackintosh, knowing that in very many 
cases the tenants of the building are de- 
lighted to have him’ walk through under 
any pretext. 

But if crossing suburban lots be an ac- 
complishment approaching an art, the mazes 
of sheltered cross-cuts in the down-town 
district, learmed as it is possible to learn 
them, are worthy of the application of gen- 
ius. 
Department stores, giant office buildings, 
the City Hall, and County Building developed 
the cross-lots pedestrian of down-town. The 
elements gave him disregard for property 
rights, and later, when his trespasses were 
smiled upon, he became fixed in the habit. 
In the spring he cuts through buildings to es- 
cape the rains, in wr he sails 
through the cool corr 
and in the winter he dodges snow and sleet 
in the sloppy, sodden, smearing, or tiled cor- 
ridors. 

Opportunities for Sheltered Walks. | 
To the person who has made no study of 
the sheltered possibilities of down-town pe 
destrianism the opportunities are startling. 
In block after block it is possible for a per- 
son to walk, sheltered from the elements, 
one to five squares save as he may have to 
cross streets 


cross cuts, and every rainy day there are 
scores of suburban passengers from the 
Lake Shore statien, in Van Buren street, 
and the Grand Central station, in Harrison 
street, who make that cross cut. Thou- 
sands of them follow it from Harrison street 
to Jackson street. 

It is an easy route. From Harrison street 
to Van Buren street the train sheds and 
office buildings of the Lake Shore and the 

Islan make a dry passage. 
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gers who come down Sherman street from 
the Grand. Central Station, as the entrance 
te the Royal Insurance Building is squarely 
© ite the center of Sherman street. 

Another of the great covered stretches of 


_ the city is appropriated by the South Side 


patrons of the Alley L road. Landed at the 
doors of a great department store, a stormy 
day turns more than half of the incoming 
passengers through this building, onc block 
into Van Buren street. : 


® Squarely across the street from this exit 


is the entrance to another great store, into 
which pedestrians swarm, emerging at last 
into State street, almost a full block further 
north. 

Just one biock west of this possibility pe- 
destrians walk from Van Buren street one 
full block north into Jackson, taking the 
long echoing corridor of the Monadnock 
Building, which towers eighteen floors above. 
With its great length trailed along Dear- 
born street, this building invites hundreds 
of passengers from the Dearborn Station to 
turn into it out of a rain or snow storm. 

Just across the street the Van Buren street 
entrance to the Fisher Building catches 
many a rain-soaked pedestrian who walks 


injturns to the left, and passes out into Dear- 


born street; having saved steps and avoided 
wet. In the same way short cuts are taken 


from Jackson street through the Medinah 


- Temple into Fifth avenue. 


Along Washington street twin buildings lie 
between State and Wabash avenue, connect- 
ed by a covered way over the alley. Scores 
of passengers from the Illinois Central sub- 
urban stations find their way through these 
stores on a wet day. It is one block less of 
slush, wet, snow, or cold, and there are no obe 
jections from the proprietor. Why shouldn't 
they? 

Through City and County Buildings. 

No cross cuts in the city are more widely 
known than are those between Randolph 
ant Washington streets down the corridors 


of the City and County Buildings. They are 


not used to the extent that they might be 
in some other down-town positions, but 
they are responsible in great measure for the 
cut-cross habits of down-town citizenship. 

Of the hotels the old Grand Pacific was 
a wet-weather thoroughfare between Clark 
and La Salle streets until the La Salle 
a#treet end of it was torn away. Toa limited 
extent the Palmer House affordsa dry track 
between #State street and Wabash avenue 
and also &cross the corner from State’street 
into Monroe. Here and there in the down- 


town district are other such limited oppor- 


tunities, but they are not used to the extent 

that these longer stretches are patronized. 
Time was when the owners of these build- 

ings—or if not. the owner the tenants— 


‘would have stationed guards at the en- 


trances and demanded tickets of admission 
of all comers. But these are the days of ad- 
vertising. Landiords and tenants alike have 
learned the value of attracting people, if 
it be only that they may walk and look. 
Two years ago there was a neat little 
cigar store on a certain corner in La Salle 
street. It has entrances from La Salle and 


7 frém the cross streets, and in the corner 


were chairs, tables, and an elegant cigar 
lighter. Away back were the cigar counters 
and cases. 

But the proprietor was uneasy and in- 
censed. Persons with cigars already be- 


_ tween their lips would come in at one door, 


stoop over the light, and pass out at the 
other without so much as thanking the ex- 
pectant proprietor. He frowned and frowned, 
but it did no good. Cigar lighters still came 


' and went: 


Then a thought struck him. He moved 


the light from the convenient corner of the 
store | far back in the corner next to his 
cigarcases. Yet he was paying for an ad@ver- 
tisement in a newspaper which was present- 
ing the bare fact, only, that he had a cigar 
store on that corner. 

Of course the cigar store is not there now! 

*“ Care for people coming through here!” 


. exclaimed Assistant Superintendent Broeke- 


ma, looking out over one of the big State 
gtreet.stores which catches swarmsoaf pedes- 
trians -into its aisles from the Alley L road. 
“ Well, I should gay not. We spend thou- 
sands of dollars a year in our show windows 
simply to induce people to look in; it’s worth 
ten times as much to get them to walk in. 

“ At any hour of the day, looking out over 
the central aisle of this house, you carn tell 
by the crowd in it just when the last train 
pulled into the Congress street station.

* Rainy days are worst, of course. I’ve 
seen a train load of passengers from the 
elevated swarming jat our doors on a rainy 
mos , and of them scarcely a baker’s 
dozen would follow the street. They sweep 
through, crowding’ the aisles, but whether 
they buy or ndét we wouldn’t block them for 


worlds.. You will see that we appreciate 


having, them, for this whole central aisie is 
lined with merchandise such as one often 
doesn’t know he needs until he sees it. I've 
no doubt we'’ve-sold- thousands of dollars’ 
worth of this stuff to persons who on coming 
through to escape a rain had no idea of pur- 
chasing anything.”’ 

Great Value as an Advertisement.

QUEER BEASTS OF STONE. 


FRIGHT-GIVING ORNAMENTS ON THE 
NEW COLLEGE LABORATORIES. 


University of Chicago Is Decorating 
Its Recent Additions with Fearful 
and Wonderful Creatures to Serve 
as Gargoyles, Crockets, Finials, and 
Kneelers—Most Hideous and Ter- 
rible Dragon and Cat Forms Placed 
in Profusion About North Entrance. 


FTER the Hull laboratories at the 

Chicago University are completed it 

will be a badly scared freshman who 

makes his first visit alone at night 

to the area surrounded by the new 
buildings. On all sides of him, from roof, 
water spout, and cornice, from edges of the 
walls and gateways, a dozen horrid, grin- 
ning, hideous animals will peer at him with 
outstretched wings and open jaws, as if 
ready to pounce down on the innocent youth 
who thus dares to invade their sacred pre- 
cincts. And not only guileless first-year 
students; there will be others who will 
scarce enjoy a solitary trip through the 
new gateway between the laboratories on 
a dark night. For the number and varieties 
of the strange beasts around about is such 
that an imaginative’ person might easfiy 
think himself walking into the main en- 
trance of the Inferno. 

But seen by daylight these animals are 
after all not so frightful, for they are carved 
in stone. Yet’ even the good blue Bedford 
is not sufficient to take away entirely the ef- 
fect of their horrid grinning jaws and forked 
tails, and it requires more then the first look 
to get much enjoyment out of their pres- 
ence. They are so ugly—hideously, tremen- 
dously ugly—that they are almost beautiful 
and immensely decorative—as later exami- 
nation shows. In fact they are ornaments, 


gargoyles and the like,-of the costly and | 


elaborate group of new buildings now heing 
constructed in the north end of the univer- 
sity campus. 

There are four new buildings, all of which 
are joined together, and which compose 
the set of Hull biological laboratories. These 
handsome structures, made possible by the 
generosity of Miss Helen Culver, have been 
designed by Architect Henry Ives Cobb, to 
be in keeping with the architectural magnif- 
icence of the rest of the campus. The great 
gateway between two of the buildings, in 
particular, is of unusual impressiveness and 
beauty, and is designed to be the main en- 
trance to the coliege grounds from Fifty- 
seventh street. 1% 

Fearful and Wonderfal Designs. 

To keep up the standard of beautification 
set by the other buildings, and yet to be In 
harmony with the purposes of the labora- 
tories themselves, the ornaments for the 
various corners and pillars of the ‘new 
structures have been made of unusual and 
fantastic designs. Thus the anatomical, 
physiological, and zodlogical laboratories 
have been set off by the forms of huge crawl- 
ing, grinning, or flying creatures, supposed 
to belong rather more to the animal king- 
dom than any other, while on the botanical 
laboratory these beasts have ‘been replaced 
by cleverly worked out designs in flowers, 
ferns, and leaves. The gateway itself is 
most completely covered by these curious 


| designs in stone, and here again the figures 


are those of animals. 

Although known to the public under the 
generic name of gargoyles, these fantastic 
ornaments are in reality divided by the arch- 
itects themselves into several classes of de- 
signs, each with a separate mission to ful- 
fill and a separate place to occupy. Gar- 
goyles, in fact, are to the skilled mind, but 
the one form of ornamentation which is 
used to beautify spouts for rain water, and 
for no other purpose. In addition to this 
term there are ‘‘ crockets,’’ “* finials,’’ ** cor- 
bels,”” “‘spandrils,’’ and ‘“*‘ kneelers,’’ all of 
them fitting names for the hideous creatures 
which represent them. 

Of the reoyles there are not many in 
use at the new laboratories. About four cr 
six on each building stare down on the ob- 


» eervers from the pgincipal corners. They 


are huge stone dragon-like animals, with 
four legs and numerous claws like a beast, 
forked tongues, and tails, heads, and beaks 
like birds, and great outstretched wings. 
Poised on the corners, they appear to tne 
observer as Tf about to Makéa deadly swoop 
down on his defenceless head,’ to tear His 
life out with curved beak and cruel clawa. 
But they are as a rule suffiviently high up 
to take away some of the fear inspired by 
many of the lower ornaments. 


és Crockets ” Are Like Cats. 


The crockets especially _are soul-harrow- 
ing. To a man who es cats a trip 
through the new gateway on a dark night 
is likely to bring on a fit of spleen which may 
prove serious, for thé top of the arch is 
fairly alive with the-grewsome crawling. 
imitations of most superlatively hideous 
felines. According to architectural defini- 
tion, crockets are the ornaments which are 
used along the sides of roofs or gable ends, 
and in this case the meaning has been well, 
followed, for there are eight or ten hideous 
figures crawling up toward the ridgepole of 
the gateway roof alone. They are slinkirg, 
slouching, cowardly-looking animals, which,,. 
seen in dim moonlight, look as if they were, 
in reality creeping stealthily along their 
narrow supports, meanwhile snarling noise- 
lessly into the surrounding darkness. 

At the two highest points of the new gate- 
way and on certain of the pointed towers of 
the laboratories are the things called by the 
architects finials. Their purpose is to set off 
the high peaks of the roofs, and the most 
conspicuous points gre protected at the uni- 
versity buildings by unbelievably wicked- 
leoking creatures. Most of them are in tho 
semblance of huge stone dragons, which sit 
up calmly, staring insolently ahead as if 
aware of the small likelihood there is of any 
one disturbing them. It is a pleasure to the 
timid spectator to observe, however, that 
the crouching crockets are crawling directly 
ahead toward these self-satisfied finials, and 
that some day ther® Is sure to be a most 
terrible mix-up of prehistoric and legendary 
animals on the roof of the new north en- 
trance. In the botanical laboratory the 
places of these grinning finials are taken by 
conventional branches of fruit and flower 
forms. 

Perhaps the most terrible of all to the 
spectator, because most near and largest 
in size, are the kneelers, or buttress caps. 
They are designed to top off the side pillars 
of the structures and in the case of the gate- 
Way are not over. twenty feet from the 
ground, looking as if they could readily 
spring with crushing weight on the heads 
of passers-by. They — huge, winged 
dragons, with immeasurably frightful 
faces and outstretched pinions, making it 
apparent from a look ‘why the crockets are

stealthily crawling like whipped curse away 
from them up toward the.top of the. roof. 
If frightful ugliness was the end sought 
after in the design of thakneelers those at 
the University of Chicago should take ali 
prizes in the future, : 


Human Faces in Stone. 


Besides, the foregoing array of monstros- 
ities the spandrills and corbels attract con- 
siderable attention. The corbels are the 


‘only human faces about the place. They are 


used to form ornaments for the bases of 
pillars, and grin out from the bottom of 
stone slabs with a mixture of hate and 
anguish at the crushing weight they sup- 
port. There are several of these disposed 
about in various places in the new struct- 
ures, but they are. of small size and are not 
as conspicuous as the animals. The span- 
drils are triangular pieces of conventione! 
design, which go at the corners of the gable 
ends. On the botanical laboratory these are 
most noticeable, being clever pieces of carv- 
ing representing flowers and leaves. 

The carving of these curious ornaments is 
a work of art. It was,done from the rough 
blocks of stone after they were put in place 
and the effects are even more perfect than 
in the clay models first made from the craw- 
ings. A strange feature of the work is that 
the nearer the observer gets the more 
frightful are the hideous creatures of stone, 
In fact, up on the scaffolding where tha 
work was done the huge, sightless eyes and 
repulsive countenances are so terrifying it 
is a wonder to the visitor that the workmen

H® greatest undertaking of its kind 
in the history of the world was re-

It is proposed to 
take a census of all the inhabitants of the 
earth, and to publish the results at the open- 
ing of the twentieth century, Jan. 1, 1901. 
The New York World outlines the scheme 
and at the same time gives some valuable 
statistics.

‘Many 
of the uplands of Persia are practically un- 
known to the civilized world, but they can 
support a great population. No one knows 
how many people Arabia contains. The 
plains of the Tigris and the Euphrates no 
longer possess mighty cities like Nineveh 
and Babylon, yet they have not been de- 
populated. 
- Even the islands of the sea and the polar 
regions have many human inhabitants. No- 
body knows how many Esquimaux there are 
dwelling in the lands of eterna! ice that en- 
circle the north pole; many of the islands of 
the vast Pacific swarm with inhabitants, 
living on the open bounty'of nature, whose 
free and careless life has captivated the im- 
agination. of highly cultivated mez like 
Robert Louis Stevenson. Perhaps this new

TO MAKE THE TROLLEY HARMLESS. 


Michigan Man Claims to Have Invented 
a Device to Obviate Danger from 
Broken Wires. 


If the expectations of certain people in 
Martin, Mich., are realized the * deadly °’ 
troiley may be shorn of a large portion of 
its terror. By long custom it has come 


i to be regarded as a right of the trolley 


to kill a certain number of persons per an- 
num by discharges from broken wires. With 
this right a rash inhabitant of the Michi- 
gan town has interfered. 

A patent has not yet been sedured for 
the device by which the interference is ac- 
complished and tts exact working methods 
have not been made known. The inveritor’s 
attorneys, however, say that there is noth- 
ing of the sort now at the Patent Office 
at Washington and are certain that a valid 
yuitent is obtainable. The inventor is a tel- 
egraph Sperater at Martin. 

if all that the inventor and his attorneys 
claim for the mechanism is true, the trol- 
ley is likely to enter upon an existence 
of comparative harmlessness. It will still 
of course have the privilege of running 
down inattentive infants and unwary pe- 
cestrians when so inclined, but its gentle 
practice of reducing the population through 
the medium of live wires will be at an end. 
When the wire breaks its dangerous extrem- 
ities. falling toward the ground, will be 
instantly deadened. The inquisitive child 
may toy with them and the wandering borse 
rub up against them. 
on the line can be kept running. The aual- 
ification is made that it will be difficult 
to run cars up a steep hill, but over ordi- 
nary track no difficulty will be experienced. 
Indeed, it will not be necessary to repair the 
break at once, and when it is repaired cars 
need be stopped not over two minutes. In 
repairing or putting up a new wire the line 
can be used while under construction and 
tor the eatire distance completed without 
danger. 

in case of a fire in the crowded business 
district,of a large city the trouble so often 
experienced by .the firemen will be done 
away with. If the trolley wires interfere 
‘vith the raising of ladders or with other 
work they may be cut at any point and 
dropped into the street without danger. 
Cars on the line can be run up to the break 
on each side. 

The inventor claims that exhaustive tests 
of the mechanism have been made with a 
result wholly satisfactory, and that expert 
mechanics and electricians have examined 
it and pronounced it a success. The at- 
tachment is small and not likely to get out 
of order, and, its promoters beli¢ve, may be 
manufactured at a small cost. /

siders that at least two-thirds, and perhaps 
three-quarters, of the inhabitants of our 
planet dwell in lands none of which have yet 
been fully civilized and many of which stil 
remain in a condition of barbarism and even 
of savagery. Yet the purpose is, as far’ as 
it may prove possible to do so, to include 
in the enumeration every human being on 
whom the sun rises on a particular day in 
the year 1900. It may turn out impractica- 
ble to have the census made everywhere on 
the same day, but at any: rate such is the 
intention. 

According to -the scheme explorers ani 
census-takers are to be sent to every attain- 
able point on the globe, and on the chosen 
day, as the sun begins its course rising over 
the yellow plains of China, the pencils of 
the enumerators will commence their work, 
and keeping pace with the daybreak as it 
runs westward round the.globe they will 
record the existence, if not the name, of 
every descendant of Adam on whose face 
that sunrise shines, until it has passed from 
Asia to Europe, and from Europe to Amer- 
ica, and from America to the islands of the 
great sea, and so back to its starting point 
in the remote Orient. 


Difficulties in the Way. 

Any one who is familiar with the difficul- 
ties encountered in taking the census even 
in a thoroughly civilized land like the United 
States will understand at once how formida- 
ble the proposed work will be. Yet it is not 
impossible that in barbarian lands the thing 
can be done better even than in a free and 
enlightened country like our own. If once 
the enumerators could enlist the interest of 
the rulers in monarchical countries no one 
would dare to throw obstacles in their way, 
as is sometimes done by misguided people 
here. 

An attempt has recently been made to take 
a complete census of Russia, and this will 
aidin the new undertaking immensely. Dur- 
ing his tour in Europe last year Li Hung 
Chang became interested in the proposed 
census of the world; and, it is asserted, prom- 
ised his cojperation and assistance in the 
work. His country—China—forms the great- 
est factor of uncertainty in estimating the 
population of the globe. Different estimates 
of the number of inhabitants in China vary 
sometimes by one or two hundred millions, 
and even the population of the chief cities 
of that country can é6nily be guessed at. 

West of China and north of the Himalaya 
Mountains there are immense tracts of coun- 
try lying in that part of the world which 
many regard as the original seat of man- 
kind and the great hive from which the 
swarming nations have emerged, whose 
population is also a mere matter of guess- 
work. A large part of thecountry inhabited 
by the Tartar tribes has not even been ex- 
plored by white men. 


People of India and Africa. 


So, too, Africa presents an enormous field 
of mysteries and difficulties. Estimates of 
its total population are constantly varying, 
because explorers frequently come upon 
knots and centers of population the real ex- 
tent of which is unknown. The most care- 
ful statisticians admit that their estimates 
of the population of Africa may be as much 
as 50,000,000 out of the way. 

India, in the valleys of its great rivers, es- 
pecially the Ganges, is black with popula- 
tion, like a crowded ants’ nest, and notwith- 


’ 


meration. 

It would be purely an excursion of the im- 
agination to suggest that censustakers 
should be dispatched across the icy barriers 
of the Antarctic Continent in search of in- 
habitants there whose list would swell the 
great roll of the planet’s population. Yet 
such inhabitants, if we can suppose them 
to exist, would hardly be more. completely 
separated from us than the northern. Es- 
quimaux were before Americans and Euro- 
peans had begun to penetrate freely into the 
borderlands of the Arctic. 

And when the census is completed, if it 
proves a practicable undertaking, what will 
it probably show the total population of the 
globe to be? For many years past the com- 
mon estimate of the number of the world’s 
inhabitants has been  1,500,000,000—i. e.: 
about thirty inhabitants to every square mile 
of land on the globe. If all of these inhabi- 
tants could be arranged in a row, standing 
shoulder touching shoulder, there are enough 
of them to completely encircle the earth at 
the equator, where it is about 25,000 miles 
around, no less than twenty-two and three- 
quarters times! Twenty-two complete cir- 
cles of human beings, shoulder to shou!der, 
and three-quarters of another such circle 
standing around the globe where its girth is 
greatest—that is the spectacle that would 
be presented if some higher power should 
choose to arrange mankindin that way fora 
grand review of its numbers! 

But it 's probable that the inhabitants of 
the earth are much more numerous thanthe 
estimate given above shows. One of the 
latest estimates, made in Germany, assigns 
no less than 1,700,000,000 as the population 
of the earth. That would add three complete 
circies to our imaginary rows of human be- 
ings ringing the globe. Taking 400,000,000 as 
the population of China (and that estimate 
may be much too small), there would be six 
globe-encircling rings of Chinamen. alone. 

As far as numbers go Asia more than 
counterbalances all the remainder of the 
earth combined. Assigning 900,000,000 in- 
habitants to Asia, 400,000,000 to Europe, 
250,000,000 to Africa, 140,000,000 to North and 
South America, and 10,000,000 to the oceanic 
islands, the polar regions, etc., we sée that 
Asia alone would still have 100,000,000 in. ex- 
cess of all the others counted together. But 

rope and America, with only one-third of 
the total population of the globe, hold the 
mastery of it through intellectual superior- 
ity. There are unquestionably more Mon- 
golians on the planet than there are members 
of any other race of mankind. 

But fhey do not occupy all of Asia, since 
that vast continent contains also a very 
large number of Aryans, a race from which 
the inhabitants of modern Europe, as well 
as those of India and Persia, sprang. Stili 
the new census, if completed, is likely to 
show that there are at least 100,000,000 more 
Mongols than Indo-Europeans in existence. 

Even if the great world census results only 
in an approximation to the truth it will be at 
least a great gain in knowledge. It would 
be difficult to conceive a more appropriate 
and valuable gift to future time than such a 
census representing the whole earth at the 
close of the nineteenth century. For ages 
to come it would serve as a great original 
source of authority and a basis for calcula- 
tions. Its influence would be felt for many 
centuries to come in all the political and 
commercial affairs of the nations.

MRS. JOHN SHERWOOD TELLS OF 
NEW YORK’S BETTER SOCIAL DAYS. 


In a Highly Entertaining Volume, “An 
Epistie to Posterity,” She Draws 
Some Sharply Contrasting Pictures 


of the Cordiality and Hospitality of — 


Forty Years Ago—Interesting Remi- 
niscences of Webster and Other 
Lights of That Day. 


N reading the advance sheets of Mrs. 

John Sherwood’s ‘“‘An Epistle to Pos- 

terity "’ (Harper & Bros.) we are remind- 

ed that New York once had charm. It 

has mary qualities today, some of them 
attractive, but charm is not one of them. 
New York has put on the airs of a prosper- 
ous, cock-sure metropolis within the last 
quarter of a century, and ail that was sim- 
ple and homely in its social life has disap- 
peared. In the days covered by Mrs, Sher- 
wood’s earlier recollections there was &@ 
neighborhood feeling in certain localities. 
Such a thing as dropping in upon a neighbor 
of an evening was the rule, not the excep- 
tion. Society had its leaders then as it has 
today, but they belonged to the good old 
families. Birth and breeding and not money 
marked the right to lead. Comfort was 
paramount to display. We had not learned 
to ape the defects of the old world. Wé 
were ourselves, and our individuality was 
one of our greatest attractions. 

But to discuss Mrs. Sherwood’s book and 
not to sigh over the past. Mrs. John Sher- 
wood is known to everybody, and she has 
known everybody more or less in the course 
of her varied and interesting life. She 
begins her book with recollections of ber 
girlhood days in New England, of her father, 
‘‘a tall and most picturesque man, with 
blue eyes and fine curling black hair, with a 
great laughing mouth full of white teeth 
and of eloquent voice, and a laugh which 
filled the whole County of Cheshire,”’ and 
her mother, a stately woman of a more aus- 
‘tere disposition. At an early age “ Mary 
Elizabeth,” as she was called in her own 
family, was sent to Mr. Emerson's school 
in Boston, but she was not particularly 
happy there. In one of her letters home she 
writes: 

‘I have been taken to hear Miss Margaret 
Fuller talk. She received me very kindly. 
I found héra very plain woman, with almost 
a hump back, but the moment she began to 
talk I found her most fascinating; there 
was a sort of continuous, long, low stream 
of well constructed sentences and that Bos- 
ton pronunciation which you and I admire. 
She said: ‘ Talk about your friends’ inter- 
ests and not your own; always put the pro- 
noun you for the pronoun I when you can.’ 
(A lady near me pulled my skirt and said: 
‘She is a great egotist herself.’) ‘ In soct- 
ety to have unity one must have units, one 
cannot be unanimous alone.’ She _ said: 
* Never talk of your diseases, your domes- 
tics, er your dresses.’ She said: ‘ Think 
before you speak, and never speak unless 
you feel you cannot help speaking.’ 

‘** But then I should never speak at all, 
said S——. 

‘** Perhaps the world would be none the 
worse,’ said she, rather cruelly, I thought. 

‘‘She is cruel. The girls all came away 
trightened.”’ 

Reminiscences of Daniel Webster. 

Once when she was at home for the holi- 
days she went with her father and mothcr 
to visit Daniel Webster at Marshfield. Mrs. 
Sherwood waxes eloquent over Webster's 
eyes and says that had he been “a pro- 
fessional lady-killer ._he would have won 
every woman in the land.’ He could, how- 
ever, be as “terrible as he was gentle.” 
An amusing instance of the former quality 
is given: 

‘‘Mrs. Webster complained to him of the 
revolt of a kitchen maid. ‘ Send her to me,’ 
he said. | 

‘‘The housekeeper told us that he simply 
looked at her, when she cried out, ‘ Don’t do 
that! don’t do that! I will scrub the but- 
tery!’ ’ 

‘It was like a lash on sensitive flesh to 
have his black eyes flash their lightning at 


one,’”’ adds Mrs. Sherwood. 

Apropos of Webster’s eyes Mrs. Sher-- 
wood tells an anecdote that was.told to her 
by W. .W. Story, thesoulptor:.. | 

‘James Lowelloand I)’ said. he, * were 
very angry W ebster for staying in old 
Tyler's Cabinet, and as he was to speak 
in Faneuil Hall on the evening of the 80th 
of Septembef, 1842, : we determined to go in 
and hoot at him and to show him that he 
had incurred our displeasure. There were 
3,000 people there, and we felt sure they 
would hoot with us, young as we were. 

** But we reckoned without our host. Mr. 
Webster, beautifully dressed, stepped calm- 
ly forward. His great eyes looked, as I 
shall always think, straight at me. I pulled 
off my hat; James pulled off his. We both 
became cold as ice and respectful as In- 
dian coolies. I saw James turn pale; he 
said I was livid. And when the great crea- 
ture began that most beautiful exordium our 
seorn turned to deepest admiration, from 
abject contempt to belief and approbation.”’ 


Society Forty Years Ago. 

Mrs. Sherwood is rather vague as to dates. 
The last figure in the year is invariably left 
out at the top of letters. For instance, she 
writes to a friend: ‘‘ Nov. 11, 185—, I am to 
be married tomorrow,” ete. Then she pro- 
ceeds to describe her wedding dress of 
“white moire antique, so stiff it would 
stand alone,’ and Mr. Sherwood’s “‘ a deep 
mulberry dress coat with steel buttons, and 
a white silk vest.”’ On the subject of dress 
at that time Mrs. Sherwood writes: 

“In the early ‘408 and ‘50s almost 
everybody ‘had about enough to lIfve on,’ 
mnd young ladies dressed well on a hundred 
dollars a year. The daughters of the rich- 
est man in Boston were dressed with scrup- 
ulous plainness, and the wife and mother 
owned one brocade, which did service for 
several years. Display was considered vul- 
gar. Now, alas! only Queen Victoria dares 
to go shabby; fine clothes have become a 
recessity to the lesser lights. The greater 
rroportion of people were happier, because 
theré was not such emulation, such vulgar 
etriving, nor such soaring, foolish ambi- 
tions. Then men and women fell back on 
their own minds for that entertainment 
which they now seek in fast horses, yachts, 
great and constant change, journeys to 
iurope and to Newport. Books took the 
place of dress and display. When a young 
lady was introduced into society one 
bouqvet did duty for the seventy-five which 
now are considered quite too few. There 
wus a sober elegance among even the first 
in position and the richest in pocket. There 
was no talk about money; it has become a 
subject of conversation since the war.”’

ASHVILLBE, Tenn., May 21.—[Speocial 
Correspondence. ]—Nearly every per- 
s0n who comes to the Centennial Ex- 
position feels it part of his duty to 
visit ‘‘ The Hermitage,’’ the old home- 

stead of Andrew Jackson. If one is not well 
posted as to the location of this historic 
spot he can receive ready instructions from 
the citizens here, who are proud of the old 
place as the home of the great exponent of 
Democracy. The women of the South have 
formed an ‘‘ Hermitage association,” to 
manage and keep up the place, much after 
the fashion of the women at Washington’s 
Mount Vernon. ” 

About three hours’ ride from Nashville, 
partly by wagon, through a country of rare 
beauty, is the old seat. The land is high and 
rolling. As far as the eye can see on all 
sides are fields of waving wheat, bounded 
only by the horizon or forests of dark, thick 
green.

Other provisions and confec- 
tions known only to Chinamen followed, 
until the coffin was literally covered This 
food, they believe, will be necessary, for the 
body of Fung cannot escape and be trans- 
lated into the domains of Buddha while it 
lies in this unconsecrated soil. In the mean- 
time he is supposed to be struggling to es- 
cape from his grave. He will need more 
food, they think, and thirty days from now 
a large stock of provisions will be taken to 
the cemetery and placed on the grave. It 
will remain there several hours, and then 
will be removed and destroyed, as its nour- 
ishing qualities are supposed to have been 
exhausted by the body in the grave below. 
This ceremony of feeding the corpse will 
be kept up for perhaps a year, and if the 
relatives of the dead man do’ not have the 
body taken up and carried to China the plac- 
ing of the food on the grave will be discon- 
tinued.—Washington Times.

, Gene’l Jackson lived thar befo’ he built dis 


house.”” Andheadds: ‘“ See dat littie house 
next to it? Dat’s whar I was born.”’ 


“Uncle ” Alfred Was Born in 1803. 


He was born in the little cabin in 1803, and 
one may expect to hear at almost any time 
that he is buried within a hundred yards of 
it. His 94 years do not weigh heavily on 
Hiis memory is marvelous. 
He recalls with ease the most triffing inci- 
dents of General Jackson's public life, his 
habits, his associates, his family, and knows 
enough dates to frighten a schoolboy. 

** Dese trees heah,’’ he says, ‘‘eGneral Jack- 
son an’ me set out in 1819, and dis scrubbery 
was all planted in 1817.”’ 

Uncle Alfred takes visitors through the 
old house and shows them pictures, books,

Pictorial Notes of a Busy Day in the Wheat: Pit Made -by the: English Caricaturist During His Visit to Chicago. — ft 


ARRY FURNISS, perhaps the most 
famous of modern English cartoon- 
ists, has completed his visit to Amer- 
ica, and shaking the dust of the 

United States from his “ boots,”’ has de part- 
ed for Australia. 

But his visit has borne fruit in the form of 
a large number of pictures of American people 
and American places—caricatures mostly, as 
nearly ail Furniss’ pictures are, but inter- 
esting and” amusing even to-those carica- 
tured. 

Chicago, though not visited ‘on this, Mr. 
Furniss’. second, trip to the United States, 
has come in for a share of his favors, the 
Board of Trade and the Stock-Yards, two of 
the liveliest places of the city, being selected 
by the-caricaturist as fit subjects for his 
pencil. These pictures THe SUNDAY TRIBUNE 
has secured. 

It is a featGre of Mr. Furniss’ work that it 
is free from any malicious quality. He picks 
out weak spots in his subject, but he does it 
so that it-does not hurt. His caricatures of 
things American are such that Americans 
themBelves can laugh at them. His treat- 
ment of his. subjects is keen and clear- 
sighted, and his pictures, whether they deal 
with American politics, business, or society, 
show a sharp appreciation of many charac- 
teristics which commonly escape the foreign 
observer. 

In, political caricatures and cartoons he 
is at his strongest, and in this line his name 
has been made. For many. years a large 
part of the English people looked to Du 
Maurier for the pictured humor of the social 
side of life and to Furniss ‘for the political 
side. His pictures im Punch and other period- 
icals have rung the changes of the political 
situation in a hundred different keys, and 
have had a considerable effect, not perhaps 
on politics itself, but upon the way the great 
mass of the people regarded it. 

There is no doubt that a great many per- 
sons in England still believe Lord Ran- 


dolph Churchill at the time he entered upon

Mr. Furniss is still young—43 last March— 
but considerably more than half his life has 
been passed in the work he has found his call- 
ing. He was born in Ireland, of English 
parents. In the training of his father, an 
engineer, he probably found little to turn 
him toward art, but his mother, a daughter 
of Eneas McKenzie, an author and pub- 
lisher, as well as politician, may have had 
some influence on his taste. At any rate, 
his taste for drawing made an early appear- 
ance. Indeed, Mr. Furniss himself cannot 
say how far back his first efforts should be 
dated—certainly well back into his,school- 
boy days, for at the age of 14 he was editor, 
artist, and business manager of a~school 
paper on the lines of Punch and called by 
the same name. The later years of his edu- 
cation were passed at Dublin, and here he 
began drawing for more pretentious peri- 
odicais. When 19 years old he went to Lon- 
don, and since that time has been constantly 
engaged in illustration. 

For many years Mr: Furniss was a regular 
contributor to the Illustrated London News, 
turning his attention chiefly to picturing the 
lighter side of life, but with frequent de- 
partures into more serious things, as in the 
winter of 1878 when he made a sketching 
tour through the distressed parts of England. 

In-1880 his first picture appeared in Punch, 
the regular staff of which he joined four 
years later. In Punch his talent for picturing 
political matters had full play, and his par- 
Hamentary scenes and sketches of members 
attracted great attention. With a few ex- 
ceptions these pictures were drawn direct 
in the House and touched up later in the 
studio. During the ten years following his 
first appearance in Punch he contributed to 
nearly Bll the prominent London periodicals. 

In 1890 Mr. Furniss was elected a Fellow of 
the Inatitute of Journalists and a year later 
gave a series of lectures on the manners and 
men of the House of Commons. He sev- 
ered his connection with Punch in 1894, and 
since then has been engaged upon work of
